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Anatomy of a CETA project gone wrong

““Some, probably most, of the CETA 
projects undertaken by this and other 
cities are fairly successful. Here is 
Part 1 of aCETA project that failed. 


Early last November, 11 men started 
working in a CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act) public 
service job in Newton. 

They were supposed to be working 
on ‘'Brooks and Streams" Project No. 
7285, which was designed to clean out 
some of Newton brooks and cut down 
overgrowth on their banks. 

The project was to have been one of 
16 funded by CETA, that in all would 
have employed 255 people and paid 
them about $1 million. Only four of 
these ever got off the ground because 
of objections from Local 800, the 
public works department union. 


From the beginning — November, 
because of union problems — the pro- 
ject was a disaster. 

The men never got boots or a 
clothing allowance, according to one of 
the participants in the program, 
although they were expected to work 
in and around water, and the weather 
by then was cold. 

Although the CETA contract said 
the men would have to get to the job 
site on their own, it was never made

clear to them that they would have to 

get to the middle of remote woods on 

their own. Most did not have a car. 
Finally a city truck was used to take 


them from a designated point to the 
woods and pick them up later, 

The foremen who were supposed to 
be supervising this crew were picked 
by then Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson from men completely 
unequipped to be foremen for the pro- 
ject. 

One city official said Larson replied 
when asked why he had chosen the 
“foremen’' he did, ‘‘I just wanted to 
show them they couldn't do it.”’ 

The ‘‘foremen’ were paid extra to 
Supervise the brooks-and-streams 
crew. 

When work on the streams and 
brooks became impossible, the so- 
called foremen told the crew to hide 
out for the rest of the winter. 

They were told to make footprints in 
the snow where they should have been 
working.

The Board of Education gave 
preliminary approval to the ‘Policy 
on Basic Skills Improvement'’ more 
than a month ago, and is soliciting 
public opinion on whether final ap- 
proval should be given at the end of 
this month. . 

By September 1980, all communities 
must test children in early elementary, 
late elementary, and secondary 
grades 

In the spring of this year all eighth 
graders in Newton were given the 
Basic Skills Assessment Test, which 
may be used to meet the state policy 

Director of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio said this week, ‘‘Most 
kids seemed to enjoy taking them, as 
much as kids can enjoy taking tests." 

The Department of Education is in- 
viting citizens to comment on the 
policy before it is finally approved at 
its Aug. 29 meeting. 

The policy makes it clear that there 
should not be any special programs set 
up within schools to satisfy the re- 


quirements. If the regular curriculum 
in a school does not teach basic skills, 
then it should be changed 

Furthermore, each school committee 
has some prerogative to set the stan- 
dards for minimum competency. 

At the early and late elementary 
levels (no specific definitions of these 
levels are given), the schoo! committe 
can set its own standards completely, 
but must be able to somehow test to 
see what percentage of students meet 
the standards, 

At the secondary level, and no later 
than the beginning of grade nine, 
students must be tested to determine 
how many can meet the standards for 
mathematics and communications 
(speaking, writing, reading, and listen 
ing). 

Minimum standards for these skills 
are expected to be issued in the fall 
after they are refined by the advisory 
committee which has been working on 
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Police inspection rights limited 
by second hand dealers law

In its draft of the revised ordinance 
for junk and 

secondhand dealers, the Legislation 
& Rules Committee Monday night 
limited the police's right to inspection 

The original draft allowed the pulice 
to examine all articles kept as the 
dealer's place of business as well as 
his financial books and records per- 
taining to his purchases, sales, and in- 
ventories, As revised, the ordinance 
would only allow the police to inspect 
articles displayed in plain view unless 
a search warrant is presented. This 
means a policeman cannot inspect a 
back room or storage area without per- 
mission unless he has a search war- 
rant, 


With all other types of business 
licenses, Sergeant Arthur Fryar said, 
the police have the right to inspect 
anywhere on the property. If he had in- 
formation on a highjacked liquor 
truck, Fryar said, the liquor license or- 
dinance would allow him to gain ac- 
cess to an establishment's storage area 
to inspect case numbers. 

Without a search warrant, the police 
are limited to inspecting only what in 
in plain view, Ald Mark White said. 
“How difficult is it to get a search war- 
rant 2" White said. asked. 

"Getting a warrant is not easy,’ 
Fryar said. Almost ‘ as much evidence 
is necessary as is needed to convict a 
person, he said. If there is street in- 
formation that a specific business is 
handling stolen merchandise, Fryar 


said, he wants to be able to look in the 
back room. 

The right to investigate the entire 
premises is necessary to enforce the 
secondhand license requirement of fil- 
ing weekly purchase reports with the 
police, Ald Donald Budge said. Only 
by allowing the investigation right can 
the police find out if a business is 
reporting what it should 


The Board of Aldermen can allow 
for police inspection of any item in 
plain view throughout a store, Assis- 
tant City Solicitor Susan Kurland 
said. The state's laws allow the police 
to take as they evidence anything in- 
advertently find in the investigation’ 
Ms. Kuriand said. Later, however, the 
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gram who had a car spent, he said, $40 
a week on gasoline to keep the car run- 
ning and the heater going while they 
were hiding behind Newton South 
High School.

time cards were instituted 

Weekly wages before taxes fora full 
time week were $177.60 

There is no evidence that the 
foremen received kickbacks in ex- 
change for their kindnesses in marking 
the men in and out; but the opportuni 
ty existed with no check at all 

When time cards began, deductions 
for not working followed. CETA 
employees did not understand the pro- 
cedure for docking some of their 


A major flaw is the

wages, which involved docking 
sometimes a week later because the 
foremen had filled out time cards 
before hours on the last work day of 
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the previous week were completed. Er 
rors in bookkeeping sometimes 
resulted in unjustified docking which 
would be paid back the next week. 

Several men were often sent home 
early with, according to them, no ex- 
planation, The men sent home early 
happened to be almost always three 
black men. They felt that there was 
discrimination against them bé@a@&e 
they were black. The Personnel 
Department found that there was no 
discrimination 

The CETA brooks-and-streams crew 
was difficult from the beginning 
whether because of a lack of proper 
supervision, a lack of real training. or 
just the men themselves 

For the most part they were untrain- 
ed for any jobs; some had drug pro- 
blems; some had alcoho! problems. 

Stories were told about threats they

Leash law change bites dust 


‘The Legislation & Rules Committee 
Monday night denied a proposal to 
permit dogs off their leashes at night 
and in the early morning when ac- 
companied by their owners 

The proposed ammendment to the 
present dog leash law was made by 
Gerald Small of West Newton. Small is 
not a dog owner. 

Dogs need a chance to run, Small 
said. If they are allowed off their 
leashes from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m, every 
evening and from 6 a.m. to 8 a.m, on 
Saturdays and Sundays, they will not 
hurt children, he said Lad 

At those times, Small said, children 
are indoors. Those that are not. are 
probably old enough not to be 


frightened by dogs, he added 

While children may be off the streets 
at the suggested hours, joggers are not 
Howard Passman said. ''I have been 
chased down Brookline Street by a 
German shepherd while jogging.” 
Passman said 

In this city, many people put their 
trash out the night before their 
neighborhood's pick-up. Ald Paul 
Daley said, Hungry or curious dogs 
can easily throw open barrels, he said, 
and strew garbage all over the streets. 

Even now, without a leash law 
amendment, this problem is occuring, 
Daley said. Some residents are so ir- 
rate, they even call Daley at 2 a.m. to 
register their complaints, 


“A dog can get run over just as easi- 
ly at 10 p.m. as during the day," Ald 
Wendell Bauckman said. To allow 
dogs to run loose at any time is 
dangerous, and therefore cruel , he ad- 
ded. 


As 4 compromise, it was suggested 
dogs be aliowed to run loose when ac- 
companied by their owners. Small 
agreed A playground might be a 
suitable running area, Passman said. 


One Newton citizen has already 
pointed out that playgrounds are not 
the best places for dogs to run loose, 
Ald. Ethel Sheehan said. The dog 
feces present a health hazard to 
children, she said 


Tot lot at Albemarle first on 
Newtonville’s upgrading plan 


The Newtonville Advisory.Commit- 
tee has pinpointed sitting areas, park- 
ing lot greenery, a tot lot and shade 
trees at Albemarle Park, and hanging 
planters as its priorities for its com 
munity development program.

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Gifted students discuss their problems at special seminar

Six Newton North High School 
students discussed the problems of be- 
ing typecast as an elite minority with 
their teachers last month in an 
unusual conclusion to a week-long 
seminar on gifted children 

No new programs or federal grants 
are expected to result from the 
seminar sponsored by Boston Univer- 
sity, but teachers will be more aware 
of the social and academic problems 
facing gifted children. 

Complaints about poor 
teachingcame up throughout the two- 
hour discussion, but the major desire 
of the academically talented students 
seemed to be more chances to mix with 
other students, 


Coping with the “‘stigma’’ of being 
bright was something all had ex- 
perienced. One boy said the “‘put 
downs" by peers were most frequent 
in junior high school. 

Student Jill Allen said, ‘‘There’s 
nothing worse than a smart, musical, 
athlete." 

Warren Junior High School 
guidance counselor Norman Hyett was 
very aware of the subgroups in the 
high school, eliciting smiles from the 
students when he referred to the 
“fags” and ‘‘greasers, 

The gifted students are seen as fags, 
not meaning in school lingo homosex- 
ual, but people who exclude 
themselves from what others see as 
lively social and-or sexual activities. 

Hyett said, ‘The greasers represent 


supplement 


sex. . . If you want to know where the 
action is, and make out in the halls, 
then you don't go out with fags.” 

Social Studies teacher Justine Kent- 
Uritam added however that ‘fags 
catch up" socially later in their lives. 

One girl student said, ‘As much as 
fags say they don't want to be 
greasers, they do. It's just not a part of 
what they want to do.” 

The gifted students feel they see 
enough of each other in their advanced 
classes, but would like to mix more 
with other types of studments 

Some do in homerooms, which are 
set up to be heterogeneous. One stu- 
dent found the Force 12 program, 
similar to Outward Bound, very 
helpful, but another said she hasn't 
been able to get into the program for 


; 
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the past three years. 

Ms. Kent-Uritam took her classes on 
a trip to Newport, R.1., last year which 
most paid for out of their own pockets 
“were so happy’ and “‘interacted so 
much" when they came back, the trip 
was worth it just in the social sense, 
aside from the historical value of it. 

Before the meeting with students 
Friday, she was unaware of the social 
isolation of gifted students. 

““Critique of classes 

The only strong complaint about 
classes offered for advanced students 
was in the social studies . department, 
where tenth graders currently have a 
choice of only two classes 

One possible way of solving that 
problem may be by offering U.S. 
history to tenth graders. 


X 
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One way of mixing with other 
students is by taking some technical 
vocational classes, but a gifted stu- 
dent who takes one is hurting his class 
rank’ because the class is not “‘worth"’ 
as much as a more challenging 
academic class 


One possible .solution to this pro- 
blem may be offering the classes pass- 
fail, the teachers suggested. 


Grading with different degrees of 
severity was another gripe of students, 
one who knew of a student who got two 
As for one semester's work, and two 
Cs the next semester from a different 
teacher for the same course. 

English teacher Florine Borden said 
that every department head gets a 
print-out of all grades given out, and it 


should be his or her responsibility to 
supervise grading. 


Poor teachers 
Students told several stories of 
teachers who had unusual habits, or 
could not control the class. or could 
not teach the subject. 


One student had the misfortune of 
two poor English teachers in a row. 
The first was described as a long-term 
substitute who assigned homework 
that could be done in two minutes, and 
the next teacher tried to force his 
writing style on the students. The 
closest the second teacher came to 
assigning classics to the tenth grade 
class was “Romeo and Juliet’’ and 
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within that 27,000 acres of National Seashore on Cape Cod. The 
area includes one of the country’s longest and mest beautiful 
shorelines.

CAMBRIDGE—A 45-year-old Ran 
dolph man will spend the rest of his 
life in prison under a Superior Court 
sentence imposed upon him Tuesday 
for the murder of an elderly Newton 
couple 19 months ago 

An 11-man, one-woman jury at Mid 
dlesex Superior Court Monday even 
ing found Carroll K. St. Germain guil 
ty of two charges of murder in the 
degree. two counts of assault and 
tery by means of a dangerous weapon 
and one charge of armed assault in a 
dwelling 

The charges stemmed from the Mec 
28. 1976, killings of Attorney William 
Herbits, 82, and his wife, Julia, 72, in 
their home at 249 Commonwealth 
Ave., Chestnut Hill 

They had been beaten, stabbed and 
shot. Mrs. Herbits also suffered a frac 
tured skull 

The jury returned its verdict after 
deliberating only four hours. The tria 
presided over by Judge Thomas R 
Morse Jr., had lasted three weeks 

Before the jury began its delibera 
tions, Prosecutor J. William Codinha 
in his closing argument, told the panel 
to consider the Herbitses’ di 
“not a murder, but an execution 

Codinha's case against St. Germain 
was constructed around the testimon. 
of Kevin LaMier. 17. a Dorche 
youth who worked part-time for the 
defendant at the time of the murder 

St. Germain owned the Ashmont 
Lumber and Supply Co., on Dor 
chester Avenue in Dorchester 

LaMier told the jury that he ac 
companied St. Germain to the Herbit 
4?7%ne on the day in question to collect 
an overdue bill, as the defendant forc 
ed his way at gunpoint into the single 
family house 

The witness testified he remained in 
the house until St. Germain began to 
tie up the elderly couple. He said the 
defendant then told him to wait out 
side 

LaMier testified he noticed blood on 
St. Germain’s gloves and jacket when 
the latter joined him 15 minutes later 

Prosecutor Codinha also presented 
evidence that St. Germain had told an 
associate he was planning to kill “an 
old couple in Newton’ at least two 
weeks before the Herbits murder 

While the prosecutor presented 
testimony and tangible evidence that 
St. Germain sought to collect $200 
from Herbits, Codinha implied that 
the defendant was in some way involv 
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ed in a $50,000 fire damage fraud 
allegedly perpetrated against the 
Newton couple in late 1976 

At the time of the Herbitses’ deaths, 
civil and criminal court actions were 
pending against Boston Attorney 
Milton Goodman in connection with 
his alleged forgery of Mrs. Herbits’

The jury began its deliberations at 4 
p.m. Monday, and returned its verdict 
atS p.m 


Judge Morse put off sentencing until 
Tuesday morning 


He imposed a term of “life on St 
Germain for the murder of Atty. Her- 
bits and added a second ‘‘life’’ term 
for the murder of Mrs. Herbits 


He imposed a concurrent “‘life’’ term 
for the armed assault conviction and 
two concurrent nine-to-10-year terms 
for the assault and battery convic 
tior 


St. Germain was taken immediately 
to Walpole Prison to begin his 
sentence. Because of the back-to-back 
life sentences, he will not be eligible 
for parole 


His convictions are automatically 
appealed to the state Supreme Judicial 
Court.

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
discussed Monday night sending 
voters a sample ballot prior to city 
elections. 

If such a ballot is ever sent, it will 
not be small. It will include the names 
of all candiates for aldermen, names of 
those running for school committee, 
and several ballot questions It might 
be so imposing that it might 
discourage some potential voters, Ald 
Ethel Sheehan said. Mrs. Sheehan has 
in the past presented proposals to 
reduce the size of the Board of 
Aldermen 

There are 27,500 households in the 
city and 60,000 registered voters, said 
Election Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan Licarie. A mailing 
could cost between several hundred 
dollars and several thousand, he said 

About 50 per cent of the electorate 
turn out for city elections, Licarie 
said. That percentage is very good. 
especially for a bedroom community 
such as Newton 

If sending out a sample ballot would 
raise voter turnout by even one per 
cent, Ald Susan Schur said she would 
support it. Presently the elections are 
only advertised through _—the 
newspapers, she said 

There are now five weeks between 
preliminary and final elections, 
Licarie said. To send out 4 sample 
ballot six w would be needed, he 
said 

Licarie was asked to break down the 
time and cost for sending out sample 
ballots. The committee also needs 
other suggestions for informing the

Giving birth 
to a problem 


The birth in Britain of a ‘test tube 
baby” is raising new ethical, moral and 
scientific questions. The controversy 
may make the continuing conflict over 
abortion look mild 

The Lesley Browns were unable to 
conceive a child naturally for medical 
reasons. An ovum from Mrs. Brown 
was fertilized by sperm from Mr. 
Brown and the fertilized ovum was then 
replanted in Mrs. Brown's uterus. 
From all monitoring the baby is nor- 

nal. The experiment certainly offers 
new hopes to some couples who are 
unable to have children. It also opens 
the door to all sorts of exploiters, shen- 
nanigans and heartbreaks 

Such a case is going on in Florida. A 
couple at Fort Lauderdale had attemp- 
ted the same procedure which ap- 
parently has been successful for the 
Browns. The ovum was fertilized. But 
an obstetrician destroyed the embryo, 
without the parents’ permission, argu- 
ing that the process of embryo 
transplant has not yet reached a state 
so that the health of the infant could be 
reasonably assured. A suit by the 
donators of the eggs and sperm charges 
that jealousy between doctors caused 
one to destroy the work of the other. 
One defense lawyer says, “it was 2 
quest for glory.’’ Another warned that, 
“we're really talking about genetic 
manipulation.’ The prospective mother 
simply says, ‘'l just wanted my baby,” 
and is asking $1.5 million in damages. 

Meanwhile the British Parliment is 
getting ready to debate the issue. There 
has been a call for strict controls on 
such experimentation. It has been 
pointed out that scientifically not only 
may sperm banks be available for 
women with sterile husbands but that 
frozen embryos, ready for implanting, 
could go on the market. 


Power can 
intoxicate 


Rank has its privileges, according to 
the old saw. But it also has its respon- 
sibilities and that appeared to be miss- 
ing in the case of Dr, Peter Bourne and 
a prescription he wrote for an aide. 

Dr. Bourne is kgad of President 
Carter's agency fighting drug abuse. 
As a psychiatrist he was within the law 
in writing a prescription for the 
restricted tranquilizing drug, 
quaalude, for a White House employee. 
He has written other prescriptions for 
other employees. This may not be ex- 
actly why he was hired but it is legal 
enough. 

But in the case in question he used a 
fictitious name instead of the aide’s 
real one, When a friend of the woman 
tried to fill the prescription, she was ar- 
rested, Bourne explains that the false 
name was used to protect the identity of 
the employee and that “what I have 
done is neither legally nor morally 
wrong.” 

But why should a White H ouse 
employee, in need of a strong tran- 
quilizing drug, rate anonymity any 
more than any other American?

Kevin Harrington's last maneuver

BOSTON (UPI) — If he could write the 
editorials, Kevin B. Harrington of Salem 
says he'd describe his eight years as 
president of the Massachusetts Senate as 

‘brilliance without blemish; open 
government openly arrived at.” 

With that bit of whimsy aside, 
Harrinyton admitted Monday that's not 





likely to happen but hoped he would base 


remembered as “someone who tried to 
impose a degree of civility on the Senate 
that sometime's been interpreted as rigid 
discipline.” 

Quoting President Eisenhower as he 
was about to leave office in 1961, 
Harrington said he wished he had his 
political career to live over again. 

His career as president, begun in 
January 1971, came to an end with the 
same kind of _behind-the-sc 
maneuvering which highlighted many of 
the deliberations of the Senate during his 
stewardship. 

Harrington said he suggested to Senate 
Majority Leader William M. Bulger, D- 
Boston, last week that the presidency 
change hands Monday during the special 
session, Thus it would give Bulger five 
months to get used to the job and, by 
inference, give him another leg up over 
his competition in January, Sen, Stanley 
J. Zarod, D-Springfield. 

Bulger, at first reluctant, agreed and 
by the time the Senate Democrats 
caucused in Harrington office the 
decision was etched in stone. Although he 
was in the Statehouse, Zarod didn't at- 
tend the mveting, claiming he didn’t 
know the presidency was going to be 
discussed. He didn't attend the Senate 
session either or participate in the vote. 

IL was Harrington's first wide ranging 
news conference since last year, before 
his name was linked to an illegal $2,000 
corporate campaign contribution from 
McKee-Berger-Mansueto that killed his 
nascent hopes of running for governor 
He altacked advocacy groups and Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis’ energy program, 
and said the matter of removing 
suspended Superior Court Chief Justice 





Robert M. Bonin should not be before the 
Legislature. 

Of Dukakis, about whom Harrington 
said in 1974 would “either be the best 
governor in Massachusetts history or a 
disaster,” Harrington had very little to

As for his plans, Harrington said “I 
know what I'm going to do but I'm not 
prepared to say publicly.” He said would 
leave the Senate ‘‘as the leaves begin to 
fall’ for a job in private business, “giving 
advice and getting paid.” He said he 
would not be a lobbyist 

Often described as sympathetic to the 
desires of big business, especially the 
state's utilities, and a close personal 
friend of its chief lobbyist, Thomas M 
Joyce, Harrington offered a_ stirring 
defense of development of so-called 
“hard energy'’ — nuclear, electric or 
goal-generated power. 

“They've gol an advocacy group for 
anything and against anything,”’ 
Harrington said. “The establishment is 
wrong; banks are always wrong; 
ties are always wrong organized 
religion is always wrong; education is 
always wrong.” 

Energy, which he said was “the ab- 
solute number one problem for an in- 
dustrial state like Massachusetts,” was 
not be being addressed by the Dukakis 
administration 

All of the energy programs proposed by 
Dukakis — solar, wind, hydroelectric 
‘combined could not light the chandelier 
in this office,” he said

SEATTLE (UPI) — Like thousands of others, Norman 
is trying to forget his disease while he waits for someone 
to develop a cure. 

“It looks like I'm a guinea pig until they come up with 
one," said Norman, a 31-yearold aerospace worker. “But 
you can't just sit around and worry about it. That doesn't 
do anyone any good."" 


Norman has genital herpes, a sexually transmitted 
virus that until a few years ago was a little-known 
venereal disease unfamiliar to many doctors 


Now it is spreading fast through the young population 
Scientists believe herpes may be linked to cervical can- 
cer, and as interest in the disease has increased, so has 
government funding for research. 


Genital herpes is viewed as an epidemic from the 
University of Washington, where researchers pain- 
stakingly sift through the medical evidence for clues that 
may lead to a cure. 


Norman and many other victims of the disease have 
found their way to the university's 4-year-old herpes clinic 
al Harborview Medical Center. It is one of the few clinics 
in the country devoted solely to the research and treat- 
ment of genital herpes 


There, hundreds of persons every month eagerly submit 
to experimental treatment techniques and drugs in the 
hope they can contribute to the efforts of the researchers. 

Dr. Lawrence Corey, head of the clinic and of the 
university's virology department, said herpes has spread 
rapidly in recent years due to increased sexual activity 
among the young 


It's a young person's disease,’ Corey said. “And it can 
only keep increasing in incidence. There's no question 
that people have more sexual partners today, Herpes is 
the one disease that will keep venereologists 
monogamous.” 


Herpes was named from the Greek word for “creep” or 

crawl." When it first infects its victims, the herpes 
simplex virus causes a series of painful sores in the 
genital area, often accompanied by symptoms akin to a 
bad flu. The sores generally are more painful for women 
than for men. 


After about three weeks, the infection clears up. But the 
virus only retreats and lies dormant near nerve endings 
It usually strikes again at varying intervals year after 
year, although the recurrances generally are much 
milder and of shorter duration than the first bout 


Nothing known to medical science will kill the virus in 
the victim's body and there is no known effective treat- 
ment for the disease. In some cases, certain drugs and 
techniques such as exposure to ultraviolet light under 
care of a physician have been said to speed healing and 
reduce pain, but these measures still are experimental. 

Currently, there is no way to predict why, when or how 
often the infection will return and the vic'm remains 
extremely contagious during each recurrance. 


Corey said he believes genital herpes is far more 
widespread than government figures indicate. He said the 
estimate of one case of herpes to every 10 of gonorrhea is 
“malarky" and believes there are many more than the 
estimated 300,000 new cases of the disease a year. 


“There's really no way to get a handle on it,” he said. 
“But at the UW I see five cases of herpes to every one of 
gonorrhea. It all depends on the type of patient population 
you're monitoring.” 

The search for a cure has been a long one. Genital 
herpes was described by French doctors in the 1700s, but 
it was not until the early 1960s that scientists were able to 
distinguish it from its oral cousin, the virus that causes 
the relatively minor lesions commonly known as cold 
sores 

Doctors named the herpes simplex virus that occurs 
above the waist Type 1 and the belowthe-belt strain was 
labeled Type 2. 

Herpes was considered mostly harmless and often was 
called a “virus of love” until the disclosure in recent 
years that the incidence of the virus in women may be 
linked with the incidence of cervical cancer. 

Doctors also believe that women who give birth during a 
recurrance run the risk of passing the disease on to their 
children, who face the possible consequences of brain 
damage or even death, In such cases, Caesarean sections 
usually are recommended. 


More people now know about genital herpes than ever 
before, thanks in part to the fact that more people have it 
than ever before, But many who contract the disease still 
are surprised when told what they've got. 

“I was stunned,” said Ann, a 19-year-old university 
student. ‘I heard the name but I didn’t know what it was. 
When the doctor explained it I realized it wasn't such a 
horrible thing. There's a lot more people that have it than 
you think.”” 

“I guess my reaction was; what's herpes?" said Jen- 
nifer, 26, an artist. 

Corey said there are many myths floating around about 
the disease, not the least of which is that herpes ends a 
person's sex life, 

“That's absolutely not true,” he said. “There's only a 
need to abstain during a recurrance. Herpes doesn’t doom 
one to celibacy or having retarded children or even 
Caesarean section." 

Yet the disease does bring other problems. Jennifer 
said the initial infection hit her especially hard, 

“Most of my body ached. I couldn’t stand up that long. I 
couldn't walk that far because I ached. It goes without 
saying that sitting down was painful,” she said. 

Hannah, 29, then a graduate student at the university, 
said “extreme emotional distress" accompanied her 
physical discomfort 

“Tt was one of the low points of my life,” she said. ‘I 
was laid up for five days. I was really sick with it.” 


For many, the worst part of having herpes is the fact 
that it looms in front of every potential relationship with 
another person. 

“There was a time period there when I didn't want 
anything to do with men. It made me not want to have sex 
at all,” Jennifer said, “When | started wanting to be in- 
volved again, that’s when it seemed totally unfair and I 
thought, why should it happen to me?” 

"It really does affect my life,” Hannah said. “I feel 
responsible for my partners. I feel that it has to be 
something they're aware of. Some of them have rejected 
me and that has been tough. Sometimes, the response is 
they just don't want anything to do with me at all. 

“But at this point, because it's something that's af- 
fecting a lot of people, I think the pressure is going to 
come to bear on finding a cure," she said. "They've got to 
gel a handle on it. Pretty soon it affects all kinds of 
people.” 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) — Fred Blackstone says the 
only thing he's gotten out of his 15-year crusade for air- 
plane safety is a $3-million libel suit and proof that “you 
can't sell safety.” 


The Grumman American Aviation Corp. of Atlanta, 
Ga., this spring filed the libel suit againt Blackstone for 
describing the company's Gulfstream II as “deadly in the 
slightest mishap.” 

In fact, that is one of the mildest things Blackstone, 59, 
has to say about the safety of the Gulfstream and other 
light aircraft. 


“What happens to people in air crashes shouldn't 
happen to rattlesnakes," he says, Most light plane pilots 
are “flying Molotov cocktails with their wicks lit,’ he 
contends. 


The Burlington man, with whom the issue of aircraft 
safety has beccme an obsession, says he has developed a 
new way of anchoring aircraft seat belts so they will 
absorb the shock of impact, rather than snapping 


In most crashes, Blackstone maintains, the structure of 
the aircraft survives, and often the plane flies again 
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But, in many of those cases, he contends, the 
passengers inside are catapulted from their seats. They 
either die instantly or are knocked unconsious and die in 
the flames that often follow the crash. 


By holding the passenger in his seat, and holding the 
seat to the floor, Blackstone says his ‘‘Dynastat"” system 
keeps passengers alive and conscious, so that in many 
cases they can escape quickly and safely after impact 





Blackstone has installed his anchoring device in a 
number of planes, including two owned by International 
Business Machines. 

When he couldn't interest airplane manufacturers in his 
device, Blackstone wrote letters to the presidents of 200 
large American companies which own Grumman planes 
for corporate travel. 

The letters described what Blackstone believes are the 
dangers of light aircraft, and then warned the companies 
they could be held liable in the case of fatal crashes. 


Grumman lawyer John Ennis describes the letters as 
alarmist” in tone and said they have ‘‘no relation to the 
facts." 
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Blackstone says the claims are not only provable, but 
the basis of his crusade for aircraft safety — a crusade 
that is now over. 


The Grumman suit means the end of his business, 
because he can't fig! the big corporation, Blackstone 
Says. 

He still says flatly, ‘Ninety percent of the fatalities or 
severe injuries would not happen with Dynastat,"’ and he 
carries with him a briefcase full of FAA accident reports 
he says prove his claim. 


But he added, ‘‘You just can't sell safety, As long as an 
aircraft meets Federal Aviation Administration stan- 
dards, people think it is safe."” 


Aviation Consumer magazine last year concluded 
Blackstone's Dynastat system “appears to be a 
remarkably effective seat belt anchoring system that will 
allow a pilot to survive the vast majority of light plane 
crashes."” 


The magazine also described the poor crashworthiness 
of light aircraft as ‘one real skeleton in aviation's closet.”

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Brandeis physician gives students 
chance to fly in ‘Little Airplanes’ 


Mankind's attraction to flight re- 
mains undiminished. 

At least that was the case at 
Brandeis University recently when a 
mini-course entitled Little Airplanes 
was offered. 

A bare 30 minutes after registration 
opened, the program — which offered 
a first flight in a single-engine plane 
was sealed tighter than a cockpit wind- 
shield 

And 1978 marked the second con- 
secutive year that the urge to fly caus 
ed Brandeis to limit even the waiting 
lists. 

The opportunity to make a first 
flight and the added attraction of 
taking the controls — was made possi 
ble by Dr. Harris C. Faigel, director of 
Brandeis Health Services, who has 
been flying for nearly a decade. 

Faigel recently spent an entire day 
introducing 14 undergraduates to the 
joys of flight and flying in a four 
seater Piper Cherokee. 

During the one-day course, the 
Brandeis students were ferried, and 
had an opportunity to fly, from Nor: 
wood Airport to Hanscom Field in 
Bedford and back. The flight plan in 
cluded a pass directly over the 
Brandeis campus 

The logistics were simple enough 
providing the pilot is accustomed to 
long periods of concentration 

Faigel left Norwood Airport with 
two students, one of whom sat in the 
co-pilot’s seat. Upon landing at 
Hanscom, the “co-pilot’’ changed 
seats with the passenger in the rear of 
the plane. Then back to Norwood

“Once an aircraft is in the air,” 
Faigel said, ‘‘it’s trimmed and balanc 
ed and will fly pretty much by itself 
with only fingertip control 
People taking the controls for the 
first time have a tendency to over 
contro! — that is, they treat the plane 
like they would a car, So it takes them 
a while to settle down, but once they 
do, they really enjoy the feeling 
During the sojourns, Faigel remain 
ed in charge of the aircraft under FAA 
rules. Each of the students was over 18 
years of age and all had signed the 
standard release form which is man- 
datory for these kinds of flights 
Once the physician had set the 
course and the craft was trimmed, the

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A different experience aboard the Donai Express for Bucharest

VIENNA, Austria (UPI) 

If you have never ridden 
second class in an over- 
night sleeper between two 
Marxist-Leninist countries 
that do not seem to like 
each other, it is a different 
experience. 

A contingent of 18 
Americans and Canadians 
arrived here recently with 
a report of adventures 
aboard the Donai Express, 
from the U.S.S.R. to 
Romania 

They had boarded at Ki- 
shinev, Moldavia. 
southbound for Romania 
Moldavia, at the southern 
edge of the Ukraine, was 
formerly Romanian, now 
Russian. 

The tickets said first 
class, but the solitary 
sleeping car awaiting them 
was not. It had no cur- 
tains; four berths to a 
compartment, the uppers 
very high and reached by 
stepping on the berth 
below and, hopefully, not 
on the face of the occupant 
if the train lurched 

The foreigners boarded 
at 6 pm., although the 
train wasn't scheduled tc 
leave until 8, and 
discovered they should 
have been earlier. Every 
compartment held one to 


three Russians and 
baggage 
The visitors sorted 


themselves out, one, two or 
three to a compartment, 
according to the number of 
unoccupied bunks 
Baggage was stacked on 
the rear platform, since 
there was no room in the 
compartments 

At 8 o'clock, the Donai 
Express came through and 
picked up the Kishinev car. 
The train had left Moscow 
the day before. All first- 
class compartments were 
occupied and the chair car 
filled — or so they were 
told — with diplomats. 

Two hours saw the train 
at the Romanian border, 
with a young woman, 
speaking a little English, 
leading a platoon of 
uniformed inspectors. 

First inspection was for 
exit visas, since Russia 
dislikes to see travelers 
leaye, particularly 
Russians. A young woman 
in the first compartment 
examined was promptly 
put off the train into the 
black night. Her husband, 
hands shielding his eyes, 
peered into the darkness 
from the train window, 
waving a regretful 
goodbye. 

Next it was the turn of 
the inspectors of outgoing 
customs. An official en- 
tered each compartment, 
seated himself on a lower 
berth and indicated that 
the passengers were to 
produce one bag at a time 
and hold it in their laps for 
inspection. 

A very old Russian lady, 
her hair tied with a ban- 
dana, possessed a 
mysterious cylinder some 
two feet high, surmounted 
by a large control wheel. 
She could not hold it in her 
lap nor, it developed, 
satisfactorily explain it to 
the inspector. He solved 
the problem by ordering 
the cylinder off the train, 
leaving the owner weeping 
lustily and beseeching 
three American fellow 
travelers for help 

Elsewhere, customs 
inspectors were removing 
all papers and documents 
from the luggage, together 
with cameras and film. 
These were handed to 
waiting messengers in the 
corridor, and disappeared 
into the night. 

Down the corridor a 
man's voice emphatically 
registered a complaint. 
Dr. Jean Bissonette, head 
of a Montreal clinic, ob- 
jected to seeing his private 


medical records, his 
passports, tickets, paper 
money and travelers 


checks taken from him. He 
was assured by gesture 
that everything not con- 
fiscated would be returned 
before the train left 

An American 
newspaperman, embol- 
dened by Dr. Bissonette's 
vigorous complaint, so 
surprised his inspector 
with his demands that his 
money was actually 
returned on the spot. 
Confiscated, however, was 
a sel of clippings from a 
San Francisco paper 
dealing with a group trip to 
Ked China. Similarly, 
books disappeared, not to

‘The problems of 
government are so 
overwhelming that 
businessmen must get 
involved if we want any 
kind of future for our 
children," he said 
“Unfortunately, business 
itself becomes a part of the 
problem in many in- 
stances 

“Instead of arguing for 
freedom across the board, 
many companies ask for 
subsidies and special 
consideration, compro- 
mising their principles for 
the sake of a shortterm 
vain," he said 

“They don't realize hov 
dangerous a __ large 
government can become. 
It's a threat to everyone, 
and if your rights aren't 
guaranteed, then they are 
only privileges, and privi- 
leges are something that 
can be taken away.” 

Bond has been involved 
in a personal battle with 
the government as well his 
abstract one. 

As chairman of the 
Association of Physical 
Fitness Clubs, an 
organization representing 
the major health spas 
across the country, he is 
fighting a proposal by the 
Federal Trade Corn- 
mission to allow people to 
back out of contracts they 
sign with health clubs 

Critics say the clubs use 
highpressure sales tactics 
to force people to sign long- 
term membership con- 
tracts, and then use strong- 
arm tactics to collect 
monthly payments. 

“There's no question 
that there have been 
abuses in the past,"’ Bond 
said. “But it’s a new in- 
dustry and in any new 
industry you're bound to 
have problems like this. 
But the more established 
health clubs can’t resort to 
those tactics or they 
wouldn't be able to sur- 
vive.” 

Bond also said he is 
hiring sales trainers to 
teach his  instructor- 
salesmen, usually athletic 
men and women in their 
20s who wear sports out- 
fits, to be more diplomatic. 

Bond, who is married 
and has two sons, one by a 
former marriage, lives ina 
traditional white stone 
house in the lush Maryland 
countryside of Baltimore 
County. 

An attractive man in 
good physical shape, Bond 
is 5-feet-11 and weighs 185 
pounds, mostly muscle. He 
jogs and works out with 
weights and other exercise 
equipment for one hour 
three or four days a week 
in a private gym outside 
his office. 

Bond attributes his 
success to his commitment 
to follow through on his 
objectives. 

“It's that simple,’ he 
said. “Everybody wants to 
start everything, but 
nobody wants to stick with 
anything. That’s the 
source of this complaint by 
the government about 
people getting stuck with 
long-term contracts. Some 
people think they want 
something and then they 
change their minds. 

“My philosophy is that if 
you make a commitment, 
you have to stick it out 
until you've done what you 
originally promised 
yourself. It wasn’t always 
easy in this business. When

Bond attracted national 
attention several years ago 
when he was named in a 
Magazine article as an 
investor in a CIA plot to 
help Abacan nationalists 
break away from the 
Commonwealth of the 
Bahamas to found an in- 
dependent nation. 

“There was a lot of bad 
publicity — and a lot of 
misinformed publicity 
about that whole affair,’ 
he said. “I don't want to go

Should baseball writers also work as official scorers?

BOSTON (UPI) — There comes a time 
when baseball, the most tradition- 
conscious of American sports, must 
change. 

It did so when the National League 
allowed the Dodgers to abandon Ebbetts 
Field and move west, leading to a 
migration unsurpassed since John Sutter 
found some gold out there 

It again changed when the American 
League instituted the designated hitter, a 
move that has been criticized in some 
circles 

It's time for another change, but this 
one has only little bearing on what goes 
on inside the baselines. It's time to put an 
end to writers using their alleged ex- 
pertise and acumen as official scorers. 

Never mind that writers and players 
enjoy a symbiotic relationship, the for- 
mer depending on the latter for in- 
formation needed to perform his job. 
Never mind that baseball is the only 
major sport that allows writers to be 
official scorers. Never mind that an error 
is an error, unless it’s committed in 
Fenway Park. 

The writers simply do not do that good 
a job and lack the objectivity needed in 
such a statistics-conscious sport as 
baseball. 

Writers who score games are supposed 
to be those who have an eye for baseball.

The writers who decide a passed ball is 
not a wild pitch and a hit is not an error 
are paid $50 a game by the league, not an 
unpleasant amount to make a few 
judgment calls a game and submit their 
report to the league.

Baseball, however, may be reluctant to 
cough up the estimated $400,000 it will 
cost for such a proposal. It now costs the 
leagues about $105,000 a year to pay 
writers $50 to cover a game. 

Surely any change which would add 
professionalism and remove writers from 
the scoring scene altogether would be a 
most-welcome addition to the national 
pasttime.

NORTH CONWAY, N.H. (UPI) — It he 
had gone to breakfast any earlier, Hank 
Pfister would have been the player 
eliminated from the second round of the

‘String enough good days together’ 


How two young people tested their resources after 


becoming handicapped

As young, healthy people, Lydia Maloof of Hyde 
Park and Daniel Johnson of Dedham were both 
brutally thrust into the world of the physically han- 
dicapped. The experience put the severest test to 
their resources 

Johnson was ‘‘blown apart’’ in Vietnam near the 
Cambodian border in 1969. At the time he was 20 
years old. ‘One ear was almost totally destroyed and 
40 percent of the other ear was damaged. The sounds 
which he hears are mainly garbled, thus he listens by 
reading lips. 

A pin holds his arm and he ‘‘lost some basic parts" 
in his stomach." The nerve endings in his hand were 
severed. Today he suffers recurring physical pro- 
blems such as lesions and ulcers in addition to hav- 
ing a “piece of metal moving inside."’ 

You string enough good days together— you can't 
let it dominate your existence,'’ shrugs Johnson who 
was married in March, 1977. It is not an instant 
philosophy, it is one he has worked hard to achieve 

Ms. Maloof, 24, had a spinal tumor removed last 
fall after undergoing roughly 12 hours of surgery 
which left her temporarily paralyzed. When she 
awoke, she discovered that there were three 
possibilities —either she would not be able to walk or 
she would walk only with braces or crutches or she 
would ‘come out o.k., and walk with a limp.” 

For her the surgery was the culmination of eight 
years of pain. She had been routed from doctor to 
doctor receiving exercises, pills and at one point ad- 
vice to “buy a sports car, move into an apartment 
and take a trip." One doctor even attributed her con- 
stant back pain to the weather. 

Ultimately, the growing tumor forced a physcial 
emergency and was revealed through a milogram. 
After surgery. at first she was relieved because she 
was ‘vindicated psychologically.’ Although the 
physical cause was now known, new problems 
emerged 

Some of the situations which Ms. Maloof en- 
countered, Johnson never did. For example, she had 
to find out what services could provide help for her 
when she was released from the hospital. Since 
Johnson was in the service at the time of his injury, 
he had ‘everything I needed and I didn't have to 
pay. ‘If he had, the tab8 would have been in excess 
of $300,000. 

However, he recognizes that for civilians like Ms. 
Maloof, the problem can be formidable. “It is an 
argument for integration of services,’ observed 
Johnson, adding ‘the average person doesn't know 
where to go and when they do get some service, it is 
fragmentary. , 

Ms. Maloof returned to her parents’ home. "I was 
in a once familiar environment, but | was now 
physically different. She had to ‘fight with" 
hospital personnel to obtain a visiting nurse so she 
would not have to be alone all day. At first, hospital 
personnel were unaware of what services were 
available. Only because of Ms. Maloof's persistence 
did a social worker finally call the Visiting Nurse's 
Association 

“It is an unknown bureaucracy,’’ says Johnson, 

where you get the runaround.’ Johnson returned to 
college after service and graduated from Curry Col- 
lege with a BA in sociology and a BA in history. He 
went on to Brandeis to receive an MA in human ser-

vices administration. 

He commented that the problems Ms. Maloof fac- 
ed were not unusual, ‘Volunteer agencies are not 
well funded and many times the person is left hang- 
ing...the social worker plays the game of making so- 
meone eligible for a program knowing he will lose 
something else."’ 

But not being able to get services is only part of 
the picture, says Johnson. The psychological trauma 
is great. There are frustrations ahead for someone 
facing a handicap and they must be encouraged. ‘It 
you are in a soft environment, you give up and lose 
the desire to do for yourself rather than face the 
frustration." 

Initially patients want to work and then there is a 
point where ‘‘you want to give up...there has to be a 
combination of honey and vinegar." 

A person born with a handicap, observed Johnson, 
“learns to work around it...they adapt to it, but a 
healthy person must go through a self-reappraisal 
and often it comes out negative on their part. 

There are tough life issues to confront. Ms. Maloof 
pointed out that as a young woman just forming rela- 
tionships with men, she began to wonder if she would 
have a career or if she would marry. In addition, at 
the beginning she lost her independence for not being 
able to walk, she had no mobility and had to rely on 
people to take her places, 

They also had to face their own mortality, Johnson 
explained ‘I used to wonder how long I could live 
if I had a different life expectancy—-I no longer 
think about it."’ 

“Before this happened, | never thought about 
what handicapped people need or want,” 
acknowledged Ms. Maloof. Suddenly there seemed 
like all kinds of obstacles from the simple, how to 
carry a handbag that was fashionable while walking 
with braces, to the complex—-how to handle public 
reaction over her handicap. 

‘*Many people, when they see someone handicap- 
ped, they think you must also not be able to com 
municate. 

Johnson agreed this is a problem and said that 
people should not treat handicapped people in a 
patronizing way. ‘‘Don't treat them like children 


KITCHEN CORNER 


Vary the foods you grill in Summer 
and appetites will never grow jaded 
After you have run through beef. pork, 
sausages, chicken, then try fish which 
can be very appealing not only to 
fishermen and fisherwomen, but to all 
who delight in outdoorsy aroma of 
food cooked on charcoal. 

While we have given recipes for red 
snapper, there are a variety of choices 
among lean fish, Among these 
flounder, halibut, sea bass, sole and 
swordfish will qualify. So will catfish, 
yellow or ocean perch, bluefish, had- 
dock or hake. 

Crabmeat makes delicious fondue or 
even a different Italian dish. 

If you are grilling the fish, they will 
not smoke impossibly on the grill. 
Baste with sauce before and during the 
grilling. They will be done quickly. 

Use a hinged grill that holds the fish 
on both sides since the tender meat 
flakes easily. After brushing with but- 
ter sauce, then heat the remainder and 
serve as a ‘'pass along" so nothing is 
wasted. 

Serve the fish with buttered corn on 
the cob, almond coleslaw (recipe in- 
cluded) and buttered garlic bread. 
Dessert can be a strawberry sundae or

People with “invisible” handicaps suffer also said 
Johnson. For instance, people thought he was “un 
friendly” because he did not hear them. It was dif 
ficult for him to tell them for ‘it is very hard to ad 
mit some part of your body doesn’t function the way 
it used to." 

Anyone can overcome a physical handicap,’ 
avers Johnson. But it takes assistance from people 
who are often struggling with guilt because they are 
normal, he noted,_ 

“T got through because of my family and friends 
I always knew they were there, said Ms. Maloof. 
She said they delivered the message “I have worth 
am necessary 

If you are lonely, depressed and apathetic,” she 
says, ‘it will work against you."’ Today, her doctor 
feels ‘‘all signals are go and I will get better,..I am 
working with one crutch now and I feel it will be 
possible to get rid of the crutches...the timetable is 
about a year,’ she said 

In the meantime, to prove that she could live a full 
life, she decided to vacation in Martinique, a deci 
sion which made her aware of what she could ac 
complish if she wanted to. The trip also made her 
acutely aware of what is needed to integrate the han 
dicapped into society so they can have access to 
airplanes, bathrooms and_ restaurants—-even 
physical activities. Both praised legislation man 
dating the ‘‘mainstreaming”’ of handicapped people 

Not having the handicapped “‘isolated,”’ is impor- 
tant said Ms, Maloof. Johnson emphasized getting 
the “public to accept handicapped people—-there is 
no reason to feel sorry or solicitious for them

And it also started shock 
waves among military power groups who 
remember President Carter's decision to 
cancel the B-1 in favor of cruise missiles: 

People who fly airplanes are ner- 
vous,” said one source involved in the 
program, ‘‘because it points to the 
direction of at least reducing their jobs if 
not someday eliminating them.” 


As one example, the source said, there 
had been “quite a bit of suppurt for the 
groundlaunched cruise missile in the 
Tactical Air Command until some bean- 
counters in (Defense Secretary Harold) 
Brown's office suggested they might 
replace two wings of F-111 fighter 
bombers 

Far-reaching effeets wouldn't involve 


the Air Force alone. Sources say the 
Navy, spearheaded by its senior weapons 
expert, undersecretary James Woolsey, 
is starting to look into using the small 
missiles with aircraft or possibly even 
launching them directly from aircraft 
carriers, a potential space and money 
saver. 


The subject is sensitive enough so that 


Woolsey declined to discuss it at a time | 


when Congress is considering another 
large-deck supercarrier for the Navy. 
The Air Force’s chief of staff, Gen. Lew 
Allen, isn't as reluctant, 


Allen sees no wholesale threat to 
piloted planes, which fly much faster, do 
many jobs that include fighting other 
airplanes, and can be used more than 
once, But he also considers ‘massive’ 
Soviet air defenses that are now deadlier 
in Europe than the strategic attack route 
across the northern borders of Russia. 

‘If the defenses are heavy and we're 
voing to be losing men and $15 million 
airplanes, the expense of $1 million cruise 


missiles may not be so bad," he says. |

There's no need to have second 
thoughts about a trip to the Cape 
Cod National Seashore. This is not 
the Cape Cod of seething discos, 
air-conditioned shopping malls or 
$300-a-week bungalow rentals. 
This is Cape Cod as the 
Wampanoag Indians, the 
Mayflower Pilgrims and Guglielmo 
Marconi knew it — natural, 
untouched beauty. Relatively 
untouched, anyway. Nowadays 
there are parking lots that bring 
you right up to the beach, and the 
boardwalks make trips through the 
swamps drier and more pleasant. 
But all in all, the National Seashore 
has accomplished what it set out to 
accomplish 17 years ago — to 
preserve the environmental and 
architectural uniqueness of one of 
America's longest and most 
gorgeous shore areas, extending 
from Orleans to Provincetown, and 
to make it available to everyone. 
Happily, the Seashore is only a 
two to four hour drive from most 
New England mainland locations. 
In fact, a third of the nation’s 
population lives within a two-day 
drive of this Outer Cape area. To 
be sure, the attractions are there: 
swimming, hiking, boating, 
historical tours, horseback riding, 
camping, kite flying, even hang 
gliding. You name it, the National 
Seashore's got it. The following 
sketch is designed to whet your 
appetite for a day or week's visit. 
But the actual exploring of the 
Seashore on your own is the fun 


part. 


Seashore 

F = 

The first effort to establish a 
National Seashore on Cape Cod 
began as far back as 1939 but it 
waan’t until 1955 that serious 
consideration of the idea began. 
From that year until 1971, the 
Seashore plan was embroiled in 
controversy among the towns to be 
affected — Chatham, Orleans, 
Wellfleet, Eastham, Truro and 
Provincetown. When President 
Kennedy approved the act in 1961, 
it was agreed that homes and 
structures built after September, 
1959 would be acquired for the 
Seashore, while single family 
homes with a minimum of three 
acres of land would be retained by 
private ownership. 

Today, 27,000 acres of land — 
54 total miles of shoreline — 
comprise the Seashore. Up to this 
point, the government has spent 
$33,500,000 for land acquisition in 
that area. 


The Beaches 


The sands of Cape Cod, the ocean 
spray misting in your face, the lure 
of the tranquil seaside — they've 
all been shaped into poetic and 
musical images. And deservedly so. 
Cape Cod beaches, and those along 
the National Seashore in particular, 
merit every syllable of praise ever 
directed their way. Each beach has 
its own character and its own 
throng of devotees claiming that 





it's the “only beach to go to.” 
Decide for yourself among the 
beachea the Seashore has to offer. 
Nauset Beach, stretching from 
Chatham to Orleans (the usual 
point of entry) is long and wide 
enough to accommodate even the 
heaviest crowds. Coast Guard 
Beach, in Eastham, was nearly 
devastated by the great blizzard 
this winter, but has fortunately 
survived. Right up the road in 
North Eastham is Nauset Light 
Beach, featuring some very sheer, 
very dramatic dune cliffs. 

Wellfleet sports several Seashore 
beaches of its own, off Route 6, of 
which the most popular are 
Lecamb's, Newcomb's Hollow, and 
Marconi's. But for 


pastures and cranberry bogs. 
Guided tours of the trail, which 
three hours and cover three miles 
of territory, are offered by the 
Seashore at 11:30 am, Wednesday 
and Sunday. 

Over in North Truro, the 
walking delights are twofold. The 
Pilgrim Spring Trail, in the 
Pilgrim Heights section, is a half- 
mile, self-guided tour of the area, 
which includes the celebrated spot 
where the Pilgrims drank their first 
New England water. There's also a 
trail through Small Swamp, and a 
nearby interpretive shelter traces 
the history of the Pilgrims and the 
Indians in North Truro. 

Wildlife is in abundance on the

bathing in this town, you'd do well 
to try the Cape Cod Bay Beaches, beaches, and 
along the stretch of Great Island, 
where the surf is gentle enough 


even for children trying out their 
first strokes. 

‘Though it was wrecked way 
back in 1873, you can still catch 
sight of the remains of the bark 
“Francis” from Head of the 
Meadow Beach, a long stretch of 
sand in North Truro. It’s a popular 
swimming and sunning area, where 
a good trek by the shore can take 
you out of civilization’s clutches. 
At the end of the Cape, in 
Provincetown, our list finishes with 
the spectacular Race Point Beach, 
near the Provincetown Airport and 
Coast Guard Station, and Herring 
Cove Beach, near town. The surf i 
heavier at Race Point, and a sunn 
day means crowds at both places. 

Parking at Nauset Beach (a 
town-owned lot) is $3; at all other 
Seashore lots, the charge is $1, and 
in rare cases there's no fee at all. 
For Coast Guard Beach, there are 
shuttle buses, available from 10 am 
to 6 pm from Nauset Regional 
High School, the Salt Pond 
Visitor's Center, the Doane Rock 
picnic area and the Nauset Light 
Beach lot. 


Seashore Trails 


But the Seashore isn’t made up of 
beaches alone. In fact, the eight 
swamp and beach trails here are a 
major attraction, and serve to 
highlight the Seashore’s unique 
nature. Take a walk through a 
beech or cedar forest, and you'll get 
a sense of the environment’s inter- 
relationship with the sea, as well as 
its geographic roots. And, of 
course, the trails provide a very 
lovely and quiet time. 

The longest and most 
challenging of all the National 
Seashore trails is Great Island 
Trail, on the bay side of the Cape 
in Wellfleet. It extends four to five 
and one-half miles, winding 
through former hardwood forests, 





Button Bush Trail, both origi- 
nating from the Salt Pond Visitor's 
Center in Eastham. Brochures are 
available, and help to illustrate the 
way. 

Finally, don't miss a night walk 
on the Atlantic White Cedar 
Swamp Nature Trail, again in 
Wellfleet. It's forested by oaks, red 
maples, pitch pines — the white 
cedar reigns deep in the swamp. 
Light-colored boardwalks make a- 
night hike enchanting and 
comfortably safe. 

For details on the other trails to 
be prowled, contact the Seashore. 


Special Seashore 
Sit 

Guglielmo Marconi developed the 
first two-way wireless communi- 
cation between Europe and 
America in 1903, at the Marconi 
Station site in South Wellfleet. 
Today, an interpretive shelter 
stands where Marconi’s station 


once was. The concrete founda- 
tions for the towers sit overlook- 


ing the Atlantic, and visitors can 
listen to a recorded explanation 
for the rise and fall of 
Marconi’s wireless. 


Further out towards the Cape’s 
tip in the Province Lands are three 
19th century lighthouses. Race 
Point boasted one back in 1816, 
and Long Point Light (at the very 
tip of Provincetown) was built ten 
years later. Wood End, the most 
recent light, was erected in 1976. 
And small wonder Provincetown 
needed three such lights. In 1850, 
the largest fishing fleet in the 
United States was harbored in 
Provincetown — almost 200 
mackerel and Banks schooners. - 


Biking and Riding 
and Gliding 


Bicyclists can have # field day 
within the Province Lands. Eight 
miles of paths wind through with 
often glorious views of the Atlantic, 
but beware, the course is hilly at 
times. Bike rentals are available in 
several locations in and around 
town. 

Nelson's Riding Stables, near the 
junction of Route 6 and Race Point 
Road, offer guided horseback trail 
rides through the Province Land 
dunes. The rides are scheduled four 
times daily, with a two-hour sunset 
ride closing out the day. 

And for the brave of heart, the 
Seashore has designated certain 
areas within its boundaries as safe 
for hang gliding. Information on 
the when and wheres of this sport 
can be obtained at the visitors 
centers. 

Rules and Regs 

The National Seashore has laid 
down several regulations that bear 
keeping in mind. Open fires are not 
permitted, except when authorized 
by permit. Charcoal grills and fuel 
stoves are allowed. 

Camping is prohibited within 
the Seashore, and fines will be 
levied. It’s best, then, to head 
for private campgrounds and 
Nickerson State Park in Brewster 
— and wise to make reservations 
during the busy summer months. 

Pets must be leashed in 
developed areas and are prohibited 
in public buildings, on protected 
beaches and nature trails or in 
picnic areas. 

Mopeds or motor bikes are not 
allowed on the bicycle trails. Nude 
bathing is prohibited, and is 
punishable by a $25 fine. 


Seashore

Any area comprising 27,000 acrea 
of land requires a lot of expla- 
nation. The Seashore takes good 
care on this count. Information is 
available in Eastham at the Salt 
Pond Visitor Center (255-3421) 
and at the Province Lands Visitor 
Center in Provincetown (487- 
1256). 

If you're interested in an early 
morning bird walk or a wild 
cranberry walk, two hours on the 
Great Island tidal flats or a 
children's hour and talk, check the 
visitor's centers on the latest 
update of activities. Specific hikes 
and tours for all age groups are 
slated by the Seashore as well.

A recent expedition in 
search of really fresh fish 
found the best and most 
reliable fish restaurant far 
Srom the water, sitting in 
an unlikely shopping mall.

Summer is seafood season, After a 
day in the hot sun on a sandy beach 
near the salt water, there's nothing 
like a half-dozen cherrystones, a 
bucket of steamers, broiled blue- 
fish and a mug of ice cold beer. 

But back home, where it may be 
harder to go digging clams and 
trolling for blues yourself, it's not 
easy to find a fresh finny meal. Few 
restaurants can afford to keep only 
the freshest fish around. Fish really 
stays fresh no more than forty 
hours after it’s caught. After that 
it rapidly loses its fluffy, flaky 
texture and its delicate flavor. Even 
lobsters and shellfish begin to lose 
their firm, ocean-fresh quality after 
more than a day or two away from 
the ocean depths and the daily 
tides. 

All this would lead one to 
assume that the closer to the ocean 
a restaurant is, the fresher the fish 
will be. Shockingly enough, though, 
a recent expedition in search of 
really fresh fish cooked with care 
found the best and most reliable 
fish restaurant far from the water,

sitting in an unlikely shopping 
mall. 

The search for seafood began 
unassumingly at The Surf in 
Magnolia. I had heard rumblings of 
praise about the place over the 
years. But in spite of its aea-worthy 
name, only one-third of the menu is 
seafood and fish. The rest is land- 
lubber fare — steaks, chicken 
dishes and pizza. The selection of 
seafood was small and limited in its 
preparations. It could have been a 


seafood restaurant in Kansas. 

Considering the inland tilt to the 
menu, it wasn’t too surprising to 
find that the broiled haddock caked 
with breadcrumb topping had a 
distinct “fresh-frozen” instead of 
“ocean-fresh” flavor, that the 
cherrystones, which were too big, 
were a day or two past being deli- 
cious, and that the baked stuffed 
clams and shrimp were so full of 
breading I could hardly identify the 
fish involved. 


But I am not one to be daunted 
by disappointing meals. So the sea- 
food search proceeded to more spe- 
cialized turf — The Salty Dog. 
This is a hole-in-the-wall combina- 
tion fish market, bar and seafood 
restaurant at the Fanueil Hall 
Market Place in Boston. It is no 
more than two blocks from the 
ocean and a mile from the docks 
where the fishing boats come in. 

I had been to the Dog to buy fish 
a few years ago, when the Market 





first opened. Since it has been 
advertising as a restaurant recently, 
I figured the place had expanded to 
accommodate the hungry hoards 
flooding Quincy Market daily. 

But the same four walls existed, 
as before. The fish market scales 
and counter had been moved 
around to one side, while three feet 
away, a bar had been erected on the 
other side, and a few small tables 
were squeezed into an airless space 
in the back. There is no air-con- 
ditioning or fan. At dinnertime, 
stools line both the bar and fish 
market counter and the whole place 
becomes a sweaty, crowded 
restaurant. 

Of course, decor is not what 
makes a seafood restaurant. In fact, 
ambience in seafood restaurants is 
usually inversely proportional to 
the quality of the fish. Mere shacks 
can often offer the freshest catch. 
Many memorable fried clams have 
been devoured at drive-in dives in 
Essex, and I recently ravished a 
truly sensational lobster at the 
unpretentious Lobster Pot on 
Route 6 in Orleans. 

But in the case of The Salty 
Dog, the fish did not rise above the 
decorations. Even though gen 
erally reliable friends have reported 
consistently good results, my own 
experience was disappointing. 

Had the fish fared better, I 
wouldn't have minded the hot

Like ice cream on an August after 
noon, the summer is melting away 
before our very eyes. This is the 
time to stop procrastinating, to 
take positive steps to get your kids 
involved in the multitude of activi 
ties going on in MetroBoston. 
Hussle on over to that telephone 
and make plans for tomorrow. 
Telephone 442-2005 and ask for 
Lula Christopher in the Education 
Department of the Franklin Park 
Children’s Zoo. She runs a pair of 
five-day-a-week programs and 
although she will try to accommo- 
datc children who simply show up, 





she much prefers pre-registration 
(that just means you let her know 
you're coming). Children can 
attend for one day, or three, or six, 
or any other magic number that 
strikes their fancy. The fee is $1.50 
per day. 

The City Safari is for two- to 
five-year olds and each day focuses 
on one of four categories: Animal 
Movement and Sound, Animals in 
Art, Animal Homes, Animals and 
People. At the beginning of each 
session, Lula introduces her guests 
to a young zoo animal, encour 
aging them to touch the creature 
and ask questions. 

After that, the group does some 
fieldwork. On an Animals and 
People day, Lula might stress the 
dependence of the animals on the 
zoo staff, “All animals need certain 
things to survive,” she explains, 
“even in captivity — food, water, 
shelter, exercise space.” She takes 
her group on a guided tour of the 
z00's kitchen to see how the 
animals’ food is prepared. Then it 
is time to walk around the zoo, 
observing how the needs of differ- 
ent animals are met. 


The session finishes with a crafts 
project. The kids are given pictures 
of animals and are asked to draw in 
objects that help them meet their 
needs. Trees for birds, a swing for 
the monkeys and so forth. When. 
Animal Homes is taught, the kids 
learn to build a bird's nest. Now 
that’s a pretty neat skill to have on 
tap. 

Claws and Paws is designed for 
six- to 12-year olds. “We talk about 
one animal each time,” Lula 
explains, “his adaptations like 
coloring, skin texture, whiskers, 
claws, and the way they help him 
to survive." Next, the kids are sent 
on a treasure hunt. Armed with a 
fist, they hurry out into the zoo 
area to find certain anima! features 
and characteristics related to the 
afternoon's talk. Claws and Paws 
often includes a crafts project, and 
films are shown each Friday. 

Lula Christopher is a friendly 
lady who obviously enjoys her 


work. She welcomes parents to 
come along and help out, particu- 
larly with the pre-school group. 
City Safari is held at 10 am 
Monday through Friday, and 
Claws and Paws at | pm the same 
days. Each session lasts about an 
hour and a half, and participants 
are free to explore the zoo on their 
own following the program. Both 
programs will continue through 
August 22nd.

Had the bluefish, which was the 
special of the day, tasted like that 
day's catch instead of surplus stock 
from a previous catch, I could have 
tolerated the sweat dripping from 
my forehead into the littlenecks, 
which simply were not cold or fresh 
enough. And had the batter on the 
fried fish been crisper, and the scal- 
lops less spongy, I might have 
ignored the blaring rock music and 
the people crushed in behind me 
waiting for my scat. 

Prices are reasonable at The 
Salty Dog, I kept saying — $4.75 
for the “fried fisherman's platter” 
that comes with french fries and 
coleslaw, and only $3.95 for the 
bargain bluefish. But The Salty 
Dog, even for its moderate prices, 
ice cold imported beer served in 
chilled mugs and Perrier water 
with a twist of lime, was cramped, 
crowded, noisy and uncom- 
fortable. And worst of all, the fish 
tasted as if it had waited too long 
on the docks. 

How come a restaurant so close 
to the water can't do better than 
that? Well, fortunately there is a 
restaurant that can do better than 
that. And it’s nowhere near the 
water. 

Legal Seafood fish market and 
restaurant has been my favorite 
fish place for years — both for 
buying fresh fish and for an 
informal dinner out. Its success on 
both fronts has led to a recent 
expansion from the original Cam 
bridge location to the new Chest- 
nut Hill restaurant and market on 
Route 9 (near the Chestnut Hill 
Mall). For a dinner out I urge you 
to go there because it's bigger, 
more comfortable and is an all- 
around more pleasant place to cat 
than the old Cambridge store. 

The fish is the same in both loca 








tions, always the freshest and 
always cooked with care and 
respect. According to George 
Berkowitz, Legal’s owner, all the 
fish is fresh every day — all 200 
tons of it — and what's left over 
goes into the thick, creamy 
chowder. 

Legal’s selection is staggering. 
All items are posted on large black: 
boards. The offerings change daily, 
80 you know that what you're 
getting was down at the docks 
earlier that day 

For appetizers you can have 
plump cherrystones and oysters, 
served on a bed of crushed ice in an 
attractive shell-shaped ‘ish, and 
sashimi, which is simp _ sliced raw 
fish accompanied by hot Japancse 
horseradish, On a recent Wednes- 
day night the blackboards dis 
played 13 different varieties of fish, 
as well as boiled lobsters, steamed 
clams, mussels, and shrimp. There 
are casseroles, baked stuffed selec 
tions, and steaks for landlubbers. 
But what lures me back to Legal 
each time is the reliable opportu 
nity for a straight fix of unadorned 
fresh fish. 

You can have your fish fried or 
broiled to your taste, with butter, 
garlic butter, margarine or plain 
and dry. I usually order a fisher 
man's platter, a selection of four or 
five different fish and seafoods 
broiled “dry” — that is to say, 
without butter or topping. Most 





any fish, if it’s truly fresh, can hold 
up to this minimal treatment. All 
dinners are served with coleslaw, 
hot rolls, and a salad or potatoes 
(fried or baked). 

If you've neyer been to Legal 
Seafood, there are several things 
you should know. First of all, it's 
always packed for dinner. On a 
recent weeknight, at 7 pm, it was 
wall-to-wall people, including 
children and infants. You have to 
give your name at the door and 
then be prepared to sit or stand 
around for as much as an hour with 
drinks, chowder, or seafood from 
the raw bar until your named is 
called. Clearly, lots of folks think 
it’s worth the wait. 

Second, the place is set up 
informally. There are some single 
tables and booths, but mostly it’s 
long tables with lots of chairs and 
no intimacy. The noise level is 
high, but not uncomfortable. There 
are paper placemats, and sanitized 
flatware in glassine envelopes. 
Water, coffee or tea are available at 
dispensers in the center of the large 
dining area. 

You pay when you order. 
Though it’s not the most cordial of 
practices, it's a minor inconsidera 
tion. Legal Seafood is not a seabed 
of luxury, but it's friendly, effi- 
cient, clean and offers the freshest, 
tastiest fish I've found. 

Prices are reasonable. Fish 
broiled or fried costs $4.95 to 
$6.95, lobsters are familiarly priced 
at $9.95 for one-and-one-quarter 
pounders, and $12.95 for two: 
pounders. Appetizers were in the 
$2.50 range, and chowder is 50 
cents a cup, 75 cents a bowl.

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Abortion and inflation occupy voters in congressional race

Abortion and inflation are the key 
words in the Democratic primary 
race in the U.S. Fourth Congres- 
sional District as football coach and 
teacher Norman Walker takes on in- 
cumbent Robert Drinan. 

Both men live in Newton, one of the 
most eastern of the 20 communities 
that make up the district that in- 
cludes Framingham, Fitchburg, 
Weston, Waltham. and Brookline. 

The winner in the Sept. 19 is 
assured a seat in Congress, since 
there is no Republican opponent. 

Walker, who teaches English and 
coaches at Newton North High 
School, admits he has an uphill fight 
against the four-term incumbent 
Jesuit priest. 

At a recent house party in West 
Newton near the Waltham line, 


Frank Lloyd of Parker Street, Newton Centre, is one 
of the few people ‘‘Deafy"’ takes kindly to. The blue- 


Walker told the guests that he voted 
for Drinan eight years ago, but now 
feels frustrated by him.

Walker is frustrated with "the pre- 
sent congressman and government in 
general — excessive liberalism, per- 
missiveness, and big spending." 

Calling himself a ‘moderate to 
conservative Democrat,’ Walker 
makes it clear that he is against 
abortion and its funding by Congress. 
Drinan has consistently voted for 
federally funded abortions. 

At a recent party in the home of 
Eugene Wadman of Auburndale, 
Drinan's full-time bookkeeper, the 
incumbent said he is well aware of 
financial crunch inflation creates. 

Drinan said he consistently votes 
against maritime subsidies and 
farmers’ subsidies to reduce the tax 
burden, but ‘‘there are some things 
only the federal government can do.” 

These include enforcing clean air 
standards and creating agencies like 
the Tennessee Valley Authority to

Local 800 votes Monday on offer 


Members of Local 800 state and 
municipal employees union will vote 
on a new two-year contract Monday. 

Balloting on the contract, offering 
a 5 percent pay increase in each 
year, will begin at 8:30 a.m. at the 
Crafts Street yard in Newtonville. 

According to Union President 
Louis Rufo, the offer also includes in- 


creases in the clothing allowance, 
longevity pay, night differential and 
a change in funeral leave pro- 
cedures. 

Rufo indicated the clothing 
allowance would go from $55 to $80 in 
the first year of the contract and to 
$100 in the second. 

Longevity pay, a lump sum that 


given to workers with 10 years or 
more time with the city, will increase 
from $175 to $225 for people with 10 to 
14 years experience; $200 to $275 for 
People with 15-19 years experience, 
and from $225 to $325 for people with 
20 or more years experience. 

In the second year of the contract

Drinan doesn't have any “magic 
formula” for inflation, seems to 
favor a tax incentive plan for 
businesses that hold increases in 
wages and prices under 6 percent.

Kenneth Galbraith’s plan for limited 
price controls. 

Walker believes the Keynesian 
economic theory of ‘‘letting the 
money run" doesn't work. 

“If T go into debt $600, I would cut 
down on money spent on food, travel, 
entertainment, and go a little longer 
before buying another pair of shoes. 

“Some say you can’t use the prin- 
ciples of running a family in govern- 
ment. I say ‘Why not?’”’ 

Walker would also favor some 


form of price controls, but sees the 
main problem of the economy as 
government taking too big a chunk

out of the normal flow of money bet- 
ween producers and consumers. 


Walker is running an anti-Drinan 
campaign, and it is in that way that 
he raises a few eyebrows. When he 
introduces himself at shopping 
centers, Walker said he gets no 
response from the people until he 
says, “I'm running against Drinan.”” 

At house parties such as the one at 
Jack and Sylvia Moore's home, he 
hopes the image will change to a pro- 
Walker one. 

Drinan holds up a long list of 
achievements to the Democrats who 
will be voting Sept. 19, including 
quick action to ban the chemical 
Tris, promotion of solar energy, and 
a bill to disallow most police sear- 
ches of newsrooms. 

Drinan and Walker agree that the

Citizens challenge 
Underwood plan 


The $1 million Underwood School 
renovation project may be delayed 
two more months if the citizens who 
fought to keep Emerson and 
Hamilton schools open are successful 
witha petition presented to the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Jo Ann Best, chairman of the 
Newton Citizens for Neighborhood 
Schools, filed a petition with the clerk 
of the Board of Aldermen Tuesday 
asking for a public hearing to be held 
on the request that the vote on the 
Underwood renovation be postponed 
for 60 days. 

Signed by 80 persons, the petition 
asks the Board to delay action ‘'‘to 
give the School Committee an op- 
portunity to explain how its decision 
to commit $1.05 million to one 
neighborhood school , . . relates to 
the School Committee's overall plan 
for dealing with declining enrollment 
and the question of the preservation 
of neighborhood elementary schools 
in all parts of the city.” 


The filing of this ‘‘group petition" 
under section 10-2 of the City Charter 
requires that the aldermen hold a 
public hearing and consider the 
measure within three months of the 
filing date. Signatures of 50 
registered voters are needed for the 
petition. 

This petition does not begin the pro- 
cess for a referendum, on the bond 
issue. Ms. Best said she does not 
know what course her group might 
take if the questions do not get 
answered. 

Aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Edward Richmond said 
Tuesday that he would ask his com- 
mittee to consider the Underwood 
bonding issue as scheduled Wednes- 
day night’ since the full Board will 
not have the matter before it until the 
committee acts. 

The full Board may set a date for 


the public hearing required by the 
petition at its meeting Monday night.

Townhouses, condominiums sought 
for Sidney Hill, Nahanton sites 


Developers are busy making plans 
to build multi-family housing on two 
parcels on the south side of Newton. 

Attorney Oscar A. Wasserman an- 
nounced this week that he will submit 
a proposal to the Newton Board of 
Aldermen in September for 125 units 
of condominiums in Nahanton 
Woods. 

A similar plan failed last year. 

Meanwhile, developer David 
Zussman revealed plans for more 
than 100 townhouses next to the 
Sidney Hill Country Club in Chestnut 
Hill. 

Wasserman's Nahanton Woods 
plan for 125 units will mean all the 
units will would be in one building. 


Last year, the proposal was for 112 
condominiums in two six-story 
buildings. 

The 125 units would be in one 
building that would be five stories 
high. It would be set 1000 feet from 
Nahanton Street abut’ ing Mount Ida 
Junior College and the Charles River 
County Country Club. 

In last year's attempt, the 
developer offered to transfer 21 acres 
of land to the city at no cost as a con- 


servation easement. This offer 
stands. 
Wasserman said the  con- 


dominiums have been designed for 
“the more mature couple who have 
who have a desire for an ownership 


interest in a multifamily environ- 
ment and who have found this choice 
of housing literally unavailable to 
them in Newton.” 

Zussman's townhouses would oc- 
cupy the 12.3 acre farm on Florence 
Street that abuts the country club. He 
said he hopes to construct 130 to 150 
townhouses and has leased the Spez- 
zano farm in preparation for making 
his proposal. 

This matter will have an Initial 
discussion tonight (Thursday) at the 
Conservation Commission meeting 
at City Hall. 

Both developments would require a 
special permits from the Board of 
Aldermen.

Should the city and the School 
Department have affirmative action 
officers?

‘Beginnings’ searches for 
new home and more money

“Beginnnings'' has come to a 
standstill. 

The Newton Youth Foundation, 
which was the board of directors for 
the teen drop-in center in Newton 
Corner, voted to disband a month ago 
after 10 years of operation. 

The Newton Community Service 
Centers Inc. (NCSC) has taken the 
program under its wing, but it is 
unlikely the program that served 
about 250 youths in the Eliot Church 
will be in full swing in September. 

Anthony Bibbo, director of NCSC, 
and Edward Uehlein, vice president 
of its board, met last week with about 
60 youths and adults to hear what is 
needed for a youth program in 
Newton Corner. 

The two problems facing the future 
of any drop-in program in Newton 
Corner are space and money. 

Several parents at the meeting in 
Pomroy House last Wednesday night 
expressed gratitude to the Eliot 
Church that housed the program for 
the past eight years. 

Church Moderator Fred Rosene 
said the church is now re-evaluating 
its use of space, and is not ready to 
renew its commitment to Beginn- 
ings. 

Rosene said the church would like 
to see more community support in 
running the program. The wear and 
tear on the building, including major 
repairs to heating and plumbing, will 
cost about $25,000 before the base- 
ment area can be used again. 


Furthermore, he said the church 
feels less and less that they have a 
say in what goes on in its basement. 


When residents asked if the church 
would accept Beginnings back if the 
repairs are made, Rosene sgid he 
could not answer for the whole 
church. 
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Bibbo said Wednesday that if there 
is no space found in the community, 
“We're flexible enough so that if we 
have to, we can open something at 
the Pomroy House,” a building which 
is owned by NCSC and is already 
packed with programs. 

. Funding 

Beginnings has always had a cash 
flow problem, Richard Weisman of 
the Newton Youth Foundation said. 

It was run with state funds which 
always came in after the money had 
been spent, and from community 
donations, which have dropped off 
from $4000 to $700 in the past 10 
years. 

Weisman said it would take about 
$45,000 a year to continue the pro- 
¥ram that was in the church. 

That included a drop-in center open 
every night, offering career 
guidance, a drama group, basket- 
ball, volleyball, pinball, boxing, and 
day and weekend trips. 

The Department of Mental Health 
State Division of Drug Rehabilitation 
has already renewed its commitment 
to fund the drama director and 
career counselor, but there must be a 
full-time director and a building. 


Mary Keady from the Department 
of Mental Health said the contract 
may be changed to allew for a dif- 
ferent location, but there has to be a 
director. She tried to get funding for 
one, but was unsuccessful 

Bibbo said the Recreation Depart- 
ment has committed about $2900 to 
the program, and he is waiting to 
hear from the Planning Department 


how much federal Community 
Development money will be 
available. 


No one at the Pomroy House 
meeting made any bright forecasts of 
what would happen if there is no pro- 
gram in September. 

One parent said before Beginnings 
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was there, kids would hang around 
all night in the streets. They can't 
hang out in the parks, the bowling 
alley, or the restaurant, she said. 


Beginnings was an important place 
for Hannah Erlich. 


“We had a lot of good times, a lot of 
sad times, a lot of great times,'’ she 
said at the Pomroy House. 


Bibbo and members of the com- 
munity are going to be meeting to 
decide how to continue a program in 
Newton Corner. Already the teens 
have met and told the adults what is 
needed the most, including a place to 
go weeknights, 


As Uehlein said during the 
meeting, ‘‘Beginnings will not die. 
It's a question of how it will survive.” 
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Hearing on dead 
horse postponed 


A show-cause hearing regarding a 
dead horse and Police Officer Ed- 
ward Woloski has been postponed to 
this afternoon at 2 p.m., Newton 
District Court Clerk Henry Shultz 
said Tuesday. 

The hearing was originally to be 
held Wednesday morning to deter- 
mine if a misdemeanor charge will 
be filed against Woloski who was 
riding a horse in West Newton on Ju- 
ly 9 before it collapsed and died.

The Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has 
been involved in the investigation of 
the incident along with Newton 
police. 

The charge which may result from 
the hearing, which may or may not 
be open to the press and public 
depending on whether the judge feels 
there is sufficient public interest, is 
cruelty to animals, punishable by a 
$500 fine, a year in jail, or both. 


Mayor wants

A request has gone to the Board of 
Aldermen from Mayor Theodore 
Mann asking for the release of $77,000 
from surplus for the proposed city ar- 
chive at the Jackson Homestead. 

The funds will be used to construct 
the first level of the building which 
will contain vaults to be used for 
preserving and storing the city’s ar- 
chives.

Why all 
the fuss? 


In an obvious attempt to smother 
what could be a hot political issue, 
President Carter instructed his press 
secretary, Jody Powell, to announce 
that ‘‘those who work in the White 
House are expected to obey the laws, 
and, if they do not, they can seek 
employment elsewhere.’’ The news 
release was in reference to charges 
made by resigned drug abuse consul- 
tant Dr. Peter Bourne that White 
House staff members used both mari- 
juana and cocaine. 


Is the use of the illegal drugs really 
widespread? 


At the time of the Bourne state- 
ment, several observers commented 
that marijuana use was commonplace 
with young executives, members of 
the educational community and those 
in the news media. White House staff 
personnel were present at a party 
held by a group seeking changes in 
laws relating to marijuana. The old 
argument that pot is not as harmful as 
alcohol was raised as well as 
references to cocaine, supposedly the 
drug used by many 19th Century 
British statesmen and men of letters. 


But a ‘‘bust’’ in a small city in Con- 
necticut may indicate the seriousness 
of the casual use of illegal drugs. 


Williamantic is not a suburb or a 
wealthy town. It is a mill town. It is on 
a drug trafficker’s route in the state, 
although reportedly much of the traf- 
fic has been stopped. But last March 
the police conducted a marijuana raid 
near public school playgrounds. They 
arrested 52 schoolchildren, including 
four who were only nine years old. 
The average age was 12. Pot ap- 
parently is being increasingly used by 
youngsters to avoid the stresses of 
adolescence. 


And there is another reason. 


After the children were brought to 
court by their parents, Judge Francis 
X. Hennessy commented that ‘‘an 
alarming number of parents want to 
know what the fuss is all about when 
their kids are picked up for mari- 
juana. The parents use it in the 
homes. Lawyers who are defending 
the kids are smoking it . . . there are 
usually alcohol problems in the family 
of most children on pot. The families 
tend to rely more and more on the 
schools and the court to instill the 
discipline that they can’t instill.”’ 


The White House indeed should set 
an example. That information should 
have been made known many months 
ago. President Carter’s commen- 
datory policy of not serving hard li- 
quor at White House parties will go for 
naught if the illegal use of drugs is 
quietly condoned.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) — The death of Pope Paul VI 
renewed fears of a conservative backlash against church 
reforms he instituted and a liberal revolt against his firm 
stand on birth control and priestly celibacy. 


Paul's successor must map the church's response to 
that double challenge. 


Pope Paul gave the church a new liturgy, replacing the 
ancient Latin of the Mass with the language of the people, 
and a simplified administration. He stripped the Vatican 
of much of its pomp and ceremony and internationalized 
its Italiandominated bureaucracy. 


His appeals for world peace and social justice and 
against racism won the church wide support in Third 
World countries. 


At the same time, his reforms antagonized church 
conservatives. Movements against the vernacular mass 
sprang up in the United States and other countries. 

Defying papal warnings, appeals and orders, French 
traditionalist Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre set up his own 
seminary, ordained his own priests and toured Europe 
and the Americas campaigning for a church like that of 
his forefathers. 

Lefebvre's supporters are believed to be in the tens of 
thousands and his financial backing is considerable. Only 
a mixture of firmness and caution on the part of the 
Vatican has prevented his movement so far from 
developing into Roman Catholicism's first 20th century 
schism. 

Reformer as he was in some fields, Pope Paul firmly re- 
tained church heritage in others. His pronouncements in 
favor of priestly celibacy, against the ordination of 
women priests and against artificial birth control 
alienated many progressive priests and laymen. 

A number of observers said the celibacy rule and Paul's 
insistence on his own authority were among the reasons 
for the dramatic fall in the number of applications to the 
priesthood and of a number of defections. 

The Jesuits, the church's largest religious order and 
think tank, reported recently they had lost nearly one- 
fourth of their membership in 13 years. 

The number of priests the world over is going down 
while total Catholic population is going up. Several 
European countries that once sent missionaries to the far 
corners of the world are now importing priests from

Ordination of women, birth control, priestly celibacy 
and relations with non-Catholics all are issues that many 
Catholics believe will receive new consideration by the 
next pope. 

The death Pope Paul VI left the Roman Catholic world 
preparing for new leadership, but what change, if any, a 
new pontiff may bring to the Vatican remains a matter of 
hope and speculation. 

Popes, like Supreme Court justices in the United States, 
cannot be typed by their past records. The office changes 
the man as much as the man changes the office. 

In the United States, with 50 million of the world's 700 
million Catholics, the church has been on the cutting edge 
of the dramatic changes in modern religious life. 

Ina society ruled by pluralism where the church has to 
live at peace with Protestants, Jews and a hundred other 
varieties of religious belief and non-belief, tolerance for 
dissent is a way of life and the church has learned to live 
with it. 

Additionally, like other religious groups in the United 
States, the Catholic church has had to face growing 
secularism and materialism and find a way to maintain 
the core of its faith while accommodating itself to the 
changes demanded by modern times. 

For American Catholics it has not always been easy. 

—Major elements of the American church, in defiance 
of its own hierachy, led the world in outspoken opposition

The Pope's action led to one of the most 
intense periods of dissent in the church's 
life since the Reformation of the 16th 
century. 

Within hours of the encyclical's 
publication, a group of 87 theologians, led 
by Fr. Charles E. Curran, a moral 
theologian at Catholic University in 
Washington, issued a_ statement 
dissenting from the pope's teaching. 

“As Roman Catholic theologians, 
conscious of our duty and our limitations, 
we conclude that spouses may respon- 
sibly decide according to their conscience 


that artifical contraception in some 
circumstances is permissible and indeed 
necessary,"’ the statement said, 

It was to gather the endorsement of 
some 600 theologians over the next few 
months and lead to an issue still 
unresolved: the role of dissent within the 
Roman Catholic church and the extent to 
which priest, theologian or lay believer 
may disregard papal teaching.

10S ANGELES (UPI) — 
Ind you know that the 
dogeatcher of Los Angeles 
has a “senior public 
relations representative?” 

That the “public affairs 
director” for the city's 
Department of Water and 
Power has an annual salary 
of $43,000" 

That the county sheriff's 
office has a “Community 
vices Bureau" requiring 
18 uniformed officers plus a 
number of secretaries 

That each of the county's 
five elected supervisors has 
a public relations adviser 
on the public payroll? 

That the city’s Municipal 
Arts Commission has two 
public relations people 
whose efforts in the past 
have included trying 
unsuccessfully — to choose 
an official song for Los 
Angeles” 

That the welfare and 
unemployment offices have 
press officers? That there 
are seven people handling 
information about smog 
conditions? That the U.S. 
Post Office publicity post in 
Ios Angeles pays $26,800 
annually? 

In the county of Los 
Angeles alone, there are 
more than 100 city, county, 
state and federal agencies 
with their own separate 
posts bearing such titles as 
public relations, public 
information, public affairs, 
community relations — all 
boiling down primarily to 
the job of presenting the 
department in the best 
public light and image. 

A survey of 50 of those 
agencies shows thal the 
average salary of the public 
relations supervisor is 
$27,710. The city Depart- 
ment of Airports has an 
annual budget for com- 
munity relations of $600,000. 

Counting the total per- 
sonnel, the postage, paper, 
rents and other overhead, 
the cost to taxpayers for 
supporting these offices of 
public information in Los 
Angeles county runs an 
estimated $20 million a 
year. 

The majority of the jobs 
are protected by civil 
service. For example, when 
county assessor Phillip 
Watson resigned recently 
his successor, Alexander 
Pope, brought in a new 
public relations aide. A job 
was found for Watson's 
assistant in another county 
department 

Some public information 
officers, such as those 
serving elected officials like 
Mayor Tom Bradley and 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
function similarly to Jody 
Powell, the President 
Carter's spokesman, get- 
ting the boss’ message 
across lo the press. 








Others deal — with 
questions from public 
callers, in-house 


publications, brochures on 
services available, talks at 
schools and community 
meetings. 

Many of the agencies can 
make a good case for their 
existence. As one public 
relations assistant put it: 
“There is too little com- 
munication with the, public 
about what their govern- 
ment is doing, not too much. 
There is too little in- 
formation before the fact 
and perhaps too much af- 
lerwards.” 

There are also occasions 
when public information 
offices are of great value in 
Betting out fast and ac- 
curate information. 

That applies in particular 
to disasters such as the 
recent floods, forest fires, 
airplane disasters. Law 
enforcement agencies need 
such offices to handle the 
deluge of news media 
inquiries in such cases, for 
example, as the Robert 
Kennedy assassination, the 
Sharon Tate murders and 
the current ‘“‘Hillside 
Strangler” investigation. 


But there are others 
whose main function is self 
aggrandizement, partic- 
ularly of elective officials.

floats down Cheese Cake Brook 


A young man from Quincy and 
young man from Watertown escaped 
injury Sunday morning when they 
took refuge on the roof of a 1969 Ford 
sedan as it floated down Cheese Cake 
Brook in West Newton.

Interfaith group formed to assist 
victims of February blizzard 


More than a dozen religious bodies 
in the Commonwealth — Protestant, 
Catholic, and Jewish — are pooling 
their resources to provide financial 
and spiritual assistance to persons in 
the coastal communities who suf- 
fered losses in the blizzard and floods 
of Feb. 6-7. 

These denominations expect to 
distribute more than $250,000 in the 
coming year, through a program 
called the Interfaith Committee for 
Blizzard Relief. 

The committee, staffed and in- 
corporated, consists mainly of ap- 
pointed representatives of the par- 
ticipating denominations. The money 
to assist disaster victims has come 
primarily from gifts of local con- 
gregations and grants from the na- 
tional relief agencies of some of the 
participating denominations. 

The formal announcement of this 
community effort is the culmination 
of months of organizational work 
which began immediately after the 
storm struck. 

Working in close partnership from

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It's been a very good year for 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston: 


The Museum of Fine Arts in Boston 
has concluded one of the most suc- 
cessful years in its history, according 
to Howard W. Johnson, president. 
Making his announcement shortly 
after the closing of the museum's 
record-breaking exhibition, ‘Pompeii 
AD79', Mr. Johnson noted that the 
1977-1978 fiscal year had presented 
one of the most successful exhibition 
programs and achieved one of the 
highest attendance fiqures in 
museum records. 

Jan Fontein, the director of the mu- 
seun, said that more than 890,000 
visitors came to the MFA in 12 mon- 
ths, a 75 per cent increase in atten- 
dance over the previous fiscal year. 
He attributed the increase to public 
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enthusiasm for the museum's special 
exhibitions, among them ‘*Pompeii 
AD79"". This show of art and artifacts 
of the ancient Roman city was seen 
by 430,000 people during its three 
month stay at the MFA, and was the 
single best attended exhibit in 
museum history, Fontein noted. 

Museum attendance had remained 
consistently ahead of last year even 
before the Pompeii show opened, 
Fontein said. Attendance compared 
favorably with the museuifi's centen- 
nial year 1970-1971 when more than 
900,000 people came to see special ex- 
hibits such as those of Cezanne and 
Wyeth. 

Last year's successful shows in- 
cluded ‘Peter Rabbit and Other 


Tales', ‘Thracian Treasures from 
Bulgaria’ which attracted more than 
100,000 visitors in one month, and 
‘Monet Unveiled’, which showed a 
“miraculous accomplishment" in 
painting conservation. 


“The public has responded with an 
enthusiasm that speaks very well for 
the future of this and other art 
museums," Fontein said. ‘Twice 
during the past year the museum has 
had to extend the dates of exhibitions 
in ordefto meet the public's de- 
mand." . 


Fontein noted that the increase in 
visitors to the museum is ac- 
companied by a rise in membership.

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Elderly survey finds need — Thetoutof4wehelp 
for psychological services 


In a study of psychological distress 
among the community elderly 
reported in the current issue of the 
quarterly International Journal on 
Aging and Human Development, it 
was found that 17 percent of the sam- 
ple population suffered from 
psychological maladies including 
severe depression, suicidal ideation, 
inability to function, and mental 
health problems 
alcoholism. 


Ruby Abrahams, co-author of the 
resaarch paper and senior planner 
with the Health Planning Council of 
Greater Boston, said that although 
recognizing the health problems, the 
elderly were largely unaware of 
available mental health resources, or 
unwilling to use them. 


“The health resource that the 
elderly go to is the private physician. 
But, it was found that very rarely did 
the physician refer the patient to 
mental health services in the com- 
munity when it was needed, and often 
was unaware of the available mental 
health services,"’ said Abrahams. 

“Essentially, the elderly are get- 
ting very little help.”

MacPhail 


COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. (UPI) 
Baseball and Larry MacPhail have 
buried the hatchet 

American League President Lee 
MacPhail, one of the Great Innovator's 
two sons, made it official Monday during 
Hall of Fame induction ceremonies at 
which modern slugger Eddie Mathews, 
old-time pitcher Addie Joss and radio-TV 
broadcasters Mel Allen and Red Barber 
also were honored. 

Itis 31 years since MacPhail, one of the 
game's most controversial executives, 
retired and three since he died at the age 
of 85. But the wounds of his battles with 
the baseball traditionalists of his time 
weren't officially forgotten until Lee 
MacPhail accepted the plaque on behalf 
of his father. 

‘My father often said he wouldn't 
accept his plaque if'he were elected but 
I'm sure he'd be up here putting in his two 
cents’ worth," said the AL president 
“Neither I nor members of my family 
thought he was unfairly kept out. Even 
the most deserving must wait their turn."’ 





MacPhail entered baseball with the 
Cincinnati Reds in 1933 and subsequently 
was president of the Reds, Brooklyn 
Dodgers and New York Yankees during a 
controversial career, which ended with 
his resignation as Yankee president in 
1947. 

In addition to pioneering night games in 
the major leagues over the objections of 
most other baseball executives, Mac. 
phail helped in the players pension fund, 
was the first to authorize air travel as a 
regular means of transportation for his 
team and popularized season and com- 
bination ticket plans 








Along the way MacPhail made many 
enemies in the baseball establishment 
and it wasn’t until this year that the Hall 
of Fame's Old Timers Con 
relented and voted him 

‘T only wish it could have happened 10 
years ago,'’ said Mrs, James Bauer, the 
former Mrs, Larry MacPhail. ‘He did 
more for baseball than almost anyone 
else." 





Nancy Lopez wins European title 


Another win for Nancy 


SUNNINGDALE, England (UPI) 
Nancy Lopez may be a champion golfer 
but her father still gets the last word. 

After winning the $100,000 European 
LPGA Championship at Sunningdale 
Sunday for her eighth victory this season, 
Lopez talked with reporters about how 
she played one hole. 

“Really, I should should have taken an 
iron off the tee then ...,"" began the 21- 
year-old golf sensation, who broke Judy 
Rankin's 1976 season earnings record 
with the $15,000 first prize that brought 
her total to $153,097 in her first full year 
as a pro.

"You take the driver from the tee, 
drive the green, then three-pultt for a 
safety par.” 

Nancy smiled the smile that won her 
the nickname “laughing eyes" from the 
British gallery. ruffled her father’s hair 
then shook her head in silent admiration. 

And that was how it was all week — the 
father cheering from the crowd and the 
doeeyed daughter supplying a swing that 
never lost its rhythm. 

“You feel more like a champion when 
you can go out there and stay on lop with 


all the other players pressuring behind 
you,'' said the Ruswell, N.M., native, 
whose final-round 73 gave her a 7-under- 
par 289 total, three strokes ahead of Mary 
Dwyer, JoAnne Carner and South African 
Sally Little and four strokes clear of

Stacy 

“T just didn't have any chance to blow 
up at all, even though I felt a lot of 
pressure.

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Hundred Club donates 
$188,000 to families of 
deceased police, firefighters 


A total of $188,386 was given in 
benefits to dependents of deceased 
law enforcement officers and 
firefighters who died during the first 
six months of 1978 by The Hundred 
Club of Massachusetts, according to 
Norman Knight, Weston, president. 

The Club is a non-profit organiza- 
tion whose membership consists of 
more than 2,000 leading business, 
professional and civic men and 
women in the state who assist 
bereaved families of law enforce- 
ment officers and firefighters. 

Of the 25 deaths during the initial 
six nonths of 1978, seven were in the 
line of duty, In a line of duty death, 
$2,500 is given to the family im- 
mediately, and subsequently, debts 
including mortgage are paid up to 
$10,000. Each child receives a $100 
U.S. Savings Bond each Christmas 
till the 18th birthday, educational 
assistance, and summer camp vaca- 
tions.

assisted through college by the 
Club's George Swartz Scholarship 
Aid Program, and 50 children are 
sponsored at summer camps by the 
Club's Sheriff Howard W. Fitzpatrick 
Camp Fund. 

The Club, whose credo is: ‘We 
care for those who care for us," was 
founded in 1959 to provide financial 
assistance to the dependents of law 
enforcement officers and firefighters 
who lose their lives. Since its incep- 
tion, the club has distributed more 
than $2 million to dependents 

Families of about 50,000 enforce- 
ment officers and firefighters 
throughout the Commonwealth are 
covered for club benefits. Included 
are families of state, metropolitan 
district, registry, capitol, MBTA and 
local police officers, Middlesex Coun- 
ty sheriffs, members of division of

‘Man of La Mancha’ 
a treat for everyone

The instant last Friday’s per- 
formance of ‘Man of La Mancha” 
ended and the stage cleared of per- 
formers, the audience of 4000 rose to 
its feet for a standing ovation, 


That's entertainment 


The story of the whimsical vi- 
sionary, Don Quixote, has been on a 
record-breaking tour since last sum- 
mer, and was a sellout the minute it 
got to Boston, The run has been ex- 
tended. 


The speed with which $20 tickets 
disappeared says something about 
the desires in Greater Boston for 
good musical theater, which is fast 
becoming a thing of relics and 
revivals. 


Exercising artistic license, the 
stage is set by sending Miguel de Cer- 
vantes, the author of Don Quixote, to 
the dungeon during the Spanish In- 
quisition, 


It is there, with his full of theatrical 
costumes and his servant, that he 
entertains his fellow inmates with an 
enactment of his manuscript, ‘Don 
Quxiote.”’ 


With few props and few costumes, 
the dungeon becomes the Spanish 
countrvside where the “Knight of the 
Woeful Countenance”' has his adven- 
tures. The servant, of course , plays 
Sancho Panza, one of famous 
sidekicks in history, and the inmates 
take the other roles. 


Quixote is really based on the age- 
old theme of the conflict of imagina- 
tion and reality. It is a drab man 
transforming a drab world into a 
land of dragons and castles and 
beautiful maidens. 


It provides an evening of deft 
humor that ends powerfully with the 
shattering of the whimsical knight's 
dream and his ultimate death. 


The plot simply uses the stories 
Cervantes invented in his book—the 
tilting with the windinill, the arrival 
at the “castle’’ to be knighted by the 
local royalty, and, of course, every 
knight's obiligation to go on a 
‘quest."’ 


Setting this to music is a problem,

and although the program lists 18 
songs, there are really only three. 
However, those three, ‘‘Man of La 
Mancha," “The Impossible 
Dreamn,"” and ‘‘Dulcinea,"' are 
reprised several times and at least 
that sustains the illusion that this is a 
musical, 


Choreography is limited and in- 
volves really one very athletic, well- 
staged number in which Aldonza, the 
kitchen maid Don Quixote sees as his 
fair maiden Dulcinea, is attacked by 
a group of muleteers. 


Since the production is done with 
no intermission and no stage curtain, 
the lighting and scene changing 
deserve some mention. 


This is all skillfully handled and 
quickly executed as the bare dungeon 
changes into a Quixote location and 
prisioners appear costumed, only to 
disappear below the stage and return 
as prisioners, 


Finally, it is well worth your $20 to 
see Richard Kiley create his Don 
Quixote, a man he endows with 
wonder, vigor, humor and great gap- 
ing gestures of incredulity the 
marvelous world his mind has given 
him. 


Tony Martinez is the essence of 
Sancho Panza, the tolerant, bemused 
sidekick who spends his days picking 
his master up of the ground after he's 
been bested by windmills or 
marauding strangers. 


Martinez has a good, strong voice. 

Bernice Massi, in the somewhat 
demanding role of the Aldonza turn- 
ed Dulcinea sings in a lusty soprano 
as she gradually is caught up in the 
Quixote vision and rescues him in the 
touching death scene at the end. 


Actually, all of the supporting 
players are good and move skillfully 
through the story with all the little 
nuances of individual character in 
place. 


It’s also nice to hear a musical with 
a Spanish touch, providing the com- 
posers with rhythms and sounds not 
normally found in a musical. 


All in all, a great evening of enter- 
tainment and a tour de force for 
Kiley.

For two or three dollars 
plunked down at an 
art/revival theatre, the 
movie-goer can see a 
proven winner — a 
classic, an interesting 
oddity, an undeservedly 
neglected gem — and 


sometimes two.

All theatres look the same in the 
dark. What separates the good 
from the bad from the ugly is the 
film on the reels: what is the 
newest, glossiest, and flossiest is 
not always the best. Most theatres 
play first-run movies, and it is all 
too easy to pay top dollar to be 
bitten, bored, burnt, drowned and 
stung. Mostly stung. One 
alternative is to lock oneself in the 
closet until Jon Peters goes back to 
cutting hair, but a more practical 
suggestion is to investigate the 
phenomenon of the art/revival 
house, a theatre which shows 
foreign films, both old and new, 
and vintage American ones. 

‘This is not to say that every 
movie made in this country before 
1958 is Citizen Kane, or that every 
one made afterwards is Kentucky 
Fried Movie. But oldies have a 
charm of their own, sometimes 
because they are old friends, 
sometimes because they are a 
window on another world, without 
the cool cant of Nostalgia, and 
sometimes (O Rare!) because they 
are well-written, well-acted, and 
well-directed, by folks who were 
thinking about film before 
television gave everyone a six- 
minute, 24-inch (measured 
diagonally) attention span. 

Charm is also an economy. For 
two or three dollars plunked down 
at an art/revival theatre, the movie- 


goer can see a proven winner — a 
classic, an interesting oddity, an 
undeservedly neglected gem — and 
sometimes two. The repertory of 
the art/revival theatres is 
enormous: just about every movie 
ever made finds its way into the 
art/revival projectors. 

Only a decade ago, audiences 
who yearned for the latest Truffaut 
or stylish Hitchcock had to make 
on agonizing trek into the concrete 
jungle. Big cities were the only 
places one could see an older or 
foreign film. But no more. In the 
last few years art/revival theatres 
have been spreading 


in small suburban, 
tural, college and resort towns. 
Finally, the mountain has come to 
Mohammed. - 

Here is a survey of some of the 
more interesting art/revival 
theatres in Massachusetts: 

WEST 

The Images Cinema, 50 Spring 
Street, Williamstown (413-458- 
5612), has recently become an 
art/revival theatre. The Images 
began screening first-run films for 
local residents in the Thirties and 
luckily has never closed its doors. 
In 1976 it was bought by Boston 
film booker George Mansour and 
had its programming format 
changed from the drab second-run 
(slightly older new American films 
like Rocky or Annie Hall) to 
art/revival. “Our films are geared 
to a college (Williams) and the 
‘sophisticated’ market,” explains 
the perceptive Mansour. “The 
theatre was dying a slow death 
with new films. It was time for a 
change. And since we are the only 
theatre in town, we can mix our 
films with current foreign films like 
Cat and Mouse and Dear Inspector 
(films currently playing first-run 
engagements in Boston) and better 
American films like An Unmarried 
Woman and Blume in Love.” The 
Images certainly keeps pace with 
the best of New York and Boston 
theatres, and provides a good range 
of films for the Williamstown 
community to chose from. Films 
coming to The Images in August 
include The Duellists, The Harder 
They Come, and The Music 
Lovers, which will coincide with 
Richard Chamberlain's 
performance in The Shadow Box at 
the Williamstown Summer 
Theatres. Admission is $2.50 at all 
times and $1 for children and those 
over 65. 

The Lee and Lenox ar€as nestled 
in the Berkshires might be 
considered by many to belong to 
music lovers of Tanglewood. But 
the magic of the movies can be seen 
and heard at night, also. The 
Holliston Art Theater, 45 West 
Street, Lenox (413-637-0534), 


provides just that respite from the 
sounds of the Boston Symphony. 
Recently opened this spring by the 
Orson Welles's film booker Mark 
Diamond, the Holliston’s 
programming is similar to the 
Welles's. It’s almost exclusively 
current foreign films. Well, not that 
current. Actually, most theatres 
show 35 mm, which is the standard 
theatrical gauge. It’s two times as 
large and clear as 16 mm, which is 
mainly for educational 

and private 


many film prints are 

available only in 16 mm, for one 
reason or another. The Holliston, a 
maverick, has only 16 mm 
projecting equipment; 
subsequently, its films are usually 
at least a year old. In the past 
months, the Holliston has screened 
Providence, Cria, The Clockmaker 
and Strozsek. If it's contemporary 
foreign films you want, the 
Holliston Art Theatre has it. Also, 
Diamond expressed the hope that 
he might keep the theatre open all 
year. Admission is §2 at all times. 

The college towns of North- 
ampton and Amherst are sur- 
rounded by five universities, if 
not as many movie theatres. The 
oldest of them is The Academy of 
Music, 274 Main Street, 
Northampton (413-584-8435). In 
fact, it’s the sixth-oldest existing 
theatre in the United States. The 
Academy is an impressive Italinate 


structure full of architectural and 
cultural history. Built in 1870, The 
Academy's majestic leaded fan light 
in the lobby was not only made by 
Tiffany of New York, but Mr. 
Tiffany himself donated it. 
Originally planned as an opera 
house, the 850-seat theatre 

will soon be 

designated 


a National 

Historic Landmark. It has 
seen such performers as Sarah 
Bernhardt, The Great Houdini, 
and the first repertory theatre 
company in America. The theatre 
manager, Duane Robertson, isn’t 
certain when The Academy first 
screened motion pictures: “I'm not 
sure we had silent films but I do 
know that there were films here in 
the early thirties.” Today The 
Academy plays a fine combination 
of art and revival films, as well as 
local opera and ballet throughout 
the year. Most of the good foreign 
films playing in the big city make it 
to The Academy, in addition to 
some of the more interesting 
American samplings. August sees 
an interesting double-bill, at The 
Academy, of two Liza Minnelli 
films: Cabaret and New York, 
New York. Admission is $2.50 and 
$1 for children and elders at all 
times. 

‘The other art/revival theatre in 
Northampton is The Pleasant 
Street Theatre, 27 Pleasant Street 
(413-586-0935). Behind its small 


Boston Revives Itself. 





Boston has been with- 
out an art/revival 
movie theatre since 
the summer of 1977, 
when within a few 
short weeks the Park 
Square Cinema, The 
Kenmore Square 
Cinema and The Back 
Bay Screening Room 
closed their doors. 
The only place to 
catch a repertory 
movie since that time, 
has been across the 
city line in Cam- 
bridge, Brookline or 
elsewhere. 

But no longer. Soon 
The Abbey Cinemas 
(two separate 
screens), vacant for 
over three years and 
located just west of 
Kenmore Square on 
Commonwealth 
Avenue, will once 
again light up — with 
an art/revival format. 

‘The new operators 
of The Abbey are the 
owners of the Nickel- 
odeon Maynard and 





North Falmouth thea- 
tres, Joel Tranum and 
Murro Van Meter. 
‘They plan to reopen 
The Abbey's doors on 
August 16 and rename 
the theatre The 
Nickelodeon Boston. 
The Nickelodeon Bos- 
ton will present the 
same repertory films 
that the other Nickel- 
odeon theatres screen. 
“The only difference 
is this theatre from 
our others," said 
owner Tranum, “is 
that we would like to 
be a little more 
esoteric in our choice 
of films. After all, we 
will have the colleges’ 
film programs to com- 
pete with.” 

The Nickelodeon 
“group” will now have 
the greatest number of 
art/revival screens in 
Massachusetts (6), 
with the addition of 
the Nickelodeon Bos- 
ton’s two screens. 
The films opening 
Boston's newest 





art/revival theatre are, 
at the time of this 
writing, yet to be con- 
firmed. But Boston 
film booker George 
Mansour (who books 
the films for the other 
Nickelodeons) has 
some idea of what 
films he would like to 
open with: “I defin- 
itely think we will go 
with Joseph Andrews. 
It has been doing very 
well in Providence and 
New Haven.” Also 
being considered are 
the New England pre- 
miers of Claude 
Lelouch'’s The Good 
and The Bad and 
Joseph Losey's adap- 
tation of Ibsen’s The 
Doll's House with 
Jane Fonda. 

It’s about time Bos- 
ton once again had its 
very own art/revival 
theatre, and we wish 
it good luck.

but striking art-deco storefront 
facade is a tiny 125 seat theatre. 
But the films that play at The Plea- 
sant Street are large 

on quality. 


Last month 
the theatre's films 
included Frederick Wiseman's 
Canal Zone, Madame Rosa (which 
is still playing at Cambridge’s 
Orson Welles),.and the 1977 
Cannes Film Festival Winner 
Padre, Padrone. ‘We actually do a 
little better during the summer 
months when the colleges are on 
vacation,” points out the theatre's 
manager, Richard Pini. “Films like 
Madame Rosa have brought an 
older audience to the theatre. And 
that's nice to see.” The Pleasant 
Street ‘Theatre specializes in 
pouble-bills — a fading favorite of 
movie theatres in the Forties. And 
its combinations of films are 
intelligent and well planned. Next 
month it will have the American 
theatrical debut of Off The Wall (a 
San Franciscan underground film 
about the last of the hippies) and 
Robert Altman's Images; two from 
Italian filmmaker Luchino 
Visconti, Senso and Ossessione; 
and some Bogart — The Treasure 
of the Sierra Madre and Dark 
Passages. Admission is $2.50 with 
half price for children and those 
over 65. Midnight shows on Friday 
and Saturday. 


CENTRAL MASS 

A few short miles from Concord 
and Lexington, The Fine Arts 
Nickelodeon, 21 Summer Street, 
Maynard (897-2100), caters to film 
enthusiasts that come from as far 
away as the Worcester area. Built 
in the Forties, The Fine Arts was a 
second-run neighborhood theatre 
until 1976 when Joel Tranum and 
Murro Van Meter bought it and 
restored its programming and 
appearance. These days it looks 
like a Californian art-deco theatre. 
The Fine Arts offers many films 
year round, since it specializes in 
split-week screenings — two films 
a week instead of the customary 
one. This theatre has one of the 
most eclectic programming 
schedules in the state. At any given 
time audiences can view a Cagney 
or other such “classic,” a “new- 
wave” foreign film or a good 
Hollywood movie. The Fine Arts 
has two screens — so if audiences 
don't like what's playing in one 
theatre, they have another to 
choose from. Admission is $3, but 
discount books are available. 


NORTH 

The Cabot Street Cinema Theatre, 
286 Cabot Street, Beverly, is one of 
the strangest theatres in Massa- 
chusetta. At the lobby doors,

As course upon course 
comes to the table, you 
begin to feel like a 
participant in some sort of 
gustatory boxing match.

Some restaurants lure dinner 

guests by their location; some draw 

crowds with their decor or 

ambience. Some restaurants 

alas, all too few — attract clients 

with the superb fare they offer. 

And some keep binging the people 

in because they're such good fun. 
Rita's Place, in Chelsea, is one of 





the latter. From a culinary point of 
view, there are doubtless better 
Italian restaurants in Boston. But 
no other Italian restaurant in the 
area offers quite the evening's 
entertainment. 

In the strictest sense, what 
Rita's offers is a nine-course, prix- 
fixe Italian banquet, prepared with 
the extravagance of a Federico 
Fellini film production and served 
with the persistence of a Jewish 
grandmother. This spares dinner 
guests the trouble of poring over 
the menu. It also makes for very 
leisurely dining. (Young children 
would be miserably bored here.) 
Rita's is the kind of place where 
you linger at the table for three or 
four hours, quaffing cold red wine 
from a bottomless decanter, 
growing red-faced and roly-poly as 
the evening advances. It’s like some 
gastronomic purgatory, where each 
successive course burdens the belly, 
but uplift the soul to a paradise of 
satiety. It’s a restaurant for 
gluttons, gourmandizing, and 
gaiety, not for mere mortals or dull 
occasions. 

Yet to glance at the place in the 
daytime, you'd never suspect that 
such excesses took place here in the 
evenings. By day, Rita's Place is an 
unassuming neighborhood carry- 
out, offering nothing more contro: 
versial than spaghetti or a meat- 
ball sub. The dinner guest is indeed 


in for a pleasant surprise. 

Dinner begins auspiciously with 
a stroll through the kitchen to the 
dining rooms. The chefs look up 
from their saute pans and chopping 
blocks and nod aimiably; much of 
the food is in the oven already, so a 
pleasant calm prevails. We next 
pass into one of the dining rooms, 
which is small and cozy, with five 
or six tables — more like a parlor 
in a private home. Since everyone 
is eating the same meal, and 
everyone digs in at about the same 
time, you're almost bound to strike 
up conversation with your 
neighbors. Indeed, the place 
veritably roars with laughter by the 
time the evening is in full swing. 

The service is prompt, down to 
earth and even a little saucy. The 
waitresses obviously enjoy their 
work. They are the accomplices in 
the food orgy which takes place all 
around them. Ask for seconds of a 
particular dish and you'll invariably 
get it, though as often with a 
good-natured scowl as with a wink. 
The kitchen staff is also very 
obliging. For example, a member of 
our party eats no meat, and when 
she politely declined the chicken, 
the chef fixed her up with a dish of 
spaghetti anc pesto. 

The food is perhaps the only 
disappointment, and even then it’s 
fully adequate, just not inspired. 
Quantity more than makes up for 





quality at Rita's Place. I suspect 
that very few people leave 
dissatisfied. 

As course upon course comes to 
the table, you begin to feel like a 
participant in some sort of gusta- 
tory boxing match. Here's the blow 
by blow description of the bout: 

Round I: We arrive and are 
warmly welcomed by the hostess 
and the dinner guests at the next 
table. Somewhere in the room a 
surreptitious champagne bottle 
opens with a resounding pop. I 
have a hunch we're in for a festive 
meal. The waitress brings a litre of 
cheap red wine — cold, but 
somehow delicious — and our 
appetizer: “Little Nothings.” 
These consist of freshly fried, 
delicate dough triangles, filled with 
cheese, ground beef and spinach. 
Each triangle is lightly drizzled 
with honey, which gives the 
impression of something Middle 
Eastern or even medieval. We're off 
to a great start. 

Round II: In comes what must 
be the best garlic bread in Boston. 
It’s buttery, very crispy, but not 
very garlicy. Instead, the bread is 
topped with parsley, freshly grated 
Romano cheese, and infinitesimal 
bits of bacon. Irresistible! Against 
our better judgement (after all, 
we're only on the second course), 
we ask for seconds. 

Round III; At this point the 





kitchen flounders, though not 
irretrievably. We receive a plateful 
of stuffed mushrooms, six per 
person, stuffed with breadcrumbs, 
oregano, and cheese. Alas, they are 
too doughy. We've lost the last 
vestiges of hunger and, what do 
you know, the waitress has already 
brought us a second litre of wine. 
Onwards. 

Round IV: In comes our fish 
course — scampi with white wine 
sauce. The dish is nicely flavored, 
with plenty of pepper and a hint of 
garlic. The shrimp are probably 
frozen, but not, as is so often the 
case, overcooked. An hour has 
passed since we first came here. 
Appetite still holding. 

Round V: Just what we were 
longing for: salad. Actually, it’s 
more of an antipasto, being 
generously garnished with slices of 
mortadella, Genoa salami, and 
provolone. The salad has lots of 
lettuce, albeit iceberg; lots of 
tomatoes, though they're cello- 
packed. ‘The dressing has a cheesy 
tang — like bottled Caesar, but 
better. 

Round VI: Take a deep breath, 
my friends, we're in for it now. 
We're done with the appetizers and 
tongue-ticklers. The next three 
courses are real food. A tasty 
eggplant parmesan strikes the first 
blow. The eggplant has been fried 
(continued on page 11)

L. Frank Baum’s The Wonderful 
Wizard of Ox has seen many incar- 
nations, from a book to a turn-of- 
the-century musical to the favorite 
MGM movie made in 1939. At 
present it’s The Wis, the bois- 
terous black musical that won 
seven Tony Awards on Broadway. 
Now, with a different cast, the 
show has come to Boston, and is as 
well-acted, -directed, -choreo- 
graphed and -sung a visitor as can 
be. It’s a journey into an Oz quite 
divorced from the one we're used 
to —- where the Good Witch of the 
North, Addaperle, sums up the 
disasters of a soporific poppy field 
to Dorothy with a simple “Child, 
it’s terrible waking up and finding 
your clothes all out of style”; and 
where the Scarecrow grects the 
Kansas refugee with a hearty cry of 
“Hey, honey, you got any spare 
change?” This is a musical 
endowed with a vaudeville soul and 


The Wiz ts, in fact, a Star Wars of the stage, a spaced-out fantasy replete with 
flowing costumes, spectacular sets, lots of color and movement, and a vigorous 
score, one minute gospel, the next fervent rock ’n’ roll. 


22 dances and songs, all of them 
glitter and light and exhilaration. 
The Wis is, in fact, a Star Wars of 
the stage, a spaced-out fantasy 
replete with flowing costumes, 
spectacular sets, lots of color and 
movement, and a vigorous score, 
one minute gospel, the next fervent 
rock 'n’ roll. 

Unlike the movie, however, The 
Wiz relies not on special effects but 
on the talents of its cast, which are 
many. 18-year-old Renee H: 
Dorothy, surely brings back a faint 
echo of Judy Garland in her Oz 
days — a diminutive, lively figure 
with a voice so big that it shakes 
her when she sings. Ken Prymus is 
the blustery Lion, Charles 
Valentino provides a Scarecrow 
who hangs very loose indeed and 
Claude- Jacques Barrett brings lots 
of heart to the Tinman. All are 
notably fleet of foot and strong of 
voice, but none more so than the 
Wiz himself, a silvery, command- 
ing personage played by the versa- 
tile and white-platform-shoed 
Kamal. All other casting is also 
right on target. One wishes only 
that the entire show were not so 
miked up, and that the obvious 
abilities of the cast were displayed 
to fuller, and not such electronic, 
advantage. 

The Wiz continues at the 
Shubert until September 3, and 
makes for a resplendent night 
‘on the town.

hasn’t hurt the Cabot's business. 
Since the theatre opened two years 
ago, it has already established itself 
as one of the North Shore’s more 
interesting tourist attractions.

CAPE COD 

Provincetown, a popular resort 
town that hugs the sands at the tip 
of Cape Cod, swells to 30,000 or 
40,000 residents during the 
summer months. Besides the 
sunlight, a healthy night life is a 
main priority for Provincetown 
vacationing inhabitants. And the 
town's two art/revival theatres help 
provide the added escape from 
reality, if only for a few short 
hours. The Movies, at 237 
Commercial Street (487-3630), and 
The Metro Cinema, across the 
street at 256 Commercial (487- 


3466), are managed by the «ame 
person, Monte Rome. He runs back 
and forth every night. Rome is a 
“film buff” par excellance, and the 
choice of movies at his theatres are 
reflections of his cinematic experi 
ence. “We look for things that are 
really different,” pipes Rome. 
“Since we don’t have a big popula- 
tion in Provincetown, we try to 
provide a good range of films." 

The Movies plays what Rome 
calls “classic-ier” bills. The theatre 
is really the top half of an old movie 
bijou that was built in 1919, but 
completely redone by Rome when 
he acquired the theatre three years 
ago. Walkabout, Women in Love, 
and 1900 have been presented at 
The Movies along with the better 
American and foreign films. 

At The Metro Cinema, which is 
a converted church, the programs 
have tended to the esoteric. The 
American premiere of Outrageous, 
with Craig Russell, played for two 
weeks last year, and tha long 
time for a Cape Cod theatre. But 








“trendy” isn’t the only thing this 
theatre caters to. Early silent films 
have graced it, for example, as well. 
And one film which has been 
collecting large cult audiences in 
Boston, is doing the same thing at 
The Metro. The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show plays every Friday 
and Saturday at midnight. 
Audiences have been coming to the 
theatre dressed in outrageous 
costumes, parodying the film's out 
landish screen characters. Who 
says it happens only in the city? If 
the movie isn't to everyone's liking, 
the sidewalk show is certainly 
worth a gander, 

Admission is $2.75. Half price for 
kids and older folks. 

The Cape Cinema, Route 6A, 
Dennis (385-2503), is also managed 
by Rome, so the films here are 
similar to those at The Movies. But 
the most fascinating feature at this 
theatre is that there is no fixed 
seating. Fear not. Patrons do not 
have to stand. Instead, they are 
seated in lushly-padded armchairs.

This makes going to the movies at 
The Cape Cinema a comfortable 
experience, to say the least.

In Buzzards Bay area there's 
The Nickelodeon, Route 151, 
North Falmouth (563-2208), which 
is owned by the same people (Joel 
‘Tranum and Murro Van Meter) 
who own The Fine Arts 
Nickelodeon in Maynard.

Now you can relive the loneliness, 
excitement and danger of life 
aboard a 19th century merchant 

ip out of the port of Salem, by 

visiting the city's marketplace, her 
waterfront, and the homes of her 
crew. 

The Voyage of the India Star is 
a spanking new multimedia pro- 

duction held at the Theatre at 
Pickering Wharf, which was espe 
cially built to accommodate it. You 
enter a round, empty auditorium 
and take a seat on the carpeted 
floor. As the production begins, the 
lights are cut and you hear the first 
of many voices piercing the dark- 
ness. The words spoken are 
extracted from the diaries, memoirs 
and letters of the men and women 
who lived in early Salem, as well as 
from the ships’ logs. 

As the voices become stronger, 
they take on a physical presence in 
the form of mannequins represent- 
ing characters typical of 19th cen- 
tury maritime Salem. A ship owner 
instructs the c: f his vessel 
as to his respot ies. A young 
man and his wife speak of their 
loneliness, in anticipation of a

separation that will last well over a 
year. A teenager, about to make his 
first voyage as a cabin boy, fanta- 
sizes about the adventures that lic 
ahead. 

“A fellow's got to hang on by his 
eyelids”... “Bodies floated up 
from the dee; - “This Coast of 
Sumatra is a vile place”... “Here 
the Federalists and the Republi- 
cans can openly fight with each 
other, in the holiday spirit of 


course”... The voices are 
enhanced by the background 
sounds like thunder, lightning and 
an almost continuous medley of sea 
tunes typical of the day. 

One highpoint of the presenta- 
tion occurs when life aboard the 
India Star is juxtaposed with a 
scenario of a Fourth of July cele- 
bration ashore. The decks of the 
ship are piled with bodies and ring 
with the clashing of swords as 





pirates threaten the crew. But back 
in Salem, there is much making 
merry. The wheel of fortune spins 


| as the barker encourages cus- 


tomers to risk their money. We 
hear that “fish fights abound" and 
that loaded dice are suspected. 
First one scene is illuminated and 
then the other. Sometimes the two 
appear simultaneously. But all the 
excitement is brought to a solemn 
conclusion as we hear the voice of 
the India Star's captain announce 
from the darkness, “The good 
sailor Mr. Barnes is dead, having 
been stabbed in the back and side.” 
‘The kids in the audience are 
totally caught up in the romance of 
the voyage, and yet it is to the 
credit of the producers that they 
have not overly sweetened the pic- 
ure. Death and loneliness, sea- 
jickness and fear are as vivid as the 


& glory of the sea and the prospect of 
great riches. Surely this is a pala- 


table means for kids to get them- 
selves interested in history. They 
can even take home a little some 
thing to remember the “trip” by. 
The theatre lobby houses the India 
Star Trading Company, which 
offers merchandise similar to that 
traded during the China Trade era. 
The shop is more a museum shop 
than a typical souvenier store. 

If you are hungry after the show, 
move to either side of the theatre 


entrance for a belt bursting treat. 
The Cookie Cottage has regular, 
giant and super size cookies, all 
homemade on the premises. On the 
other side, there is an ice cream 
emporium featuring a smorgas- 
bord where you concoct your own 
immoral delight. A real opportun- 
ity for kids to do some creating. 
The Voyage of the India Star 
will be complimented this week by 
Salem's Heritage Days celebra- 
tion. Boat parades and beer 
gardens, theatre events especially 
geared for kids, and loads of live 
music will predominate. Some of 
the special times and dates to plan 
around include: two days of circus 
acts on the mall, August 14 and 15 
from noon to 4 pm and noon to 
4:30 pm respectively; a Kennel 
Ration pet show on the common 
the afternoon of the 15th; and the 
Rag-A-Muffin Theatre Group, 
giving forth on the mall with 
Through the Looking Glass at 11 
am, and The Fantasticks at 8:30 
pm. Everything's free.

Round VII: The redoubtable 
pasta course — lasagna — strikes 
the next blow. There's plenty of 
meat and cheese to the dish, but 
the noodles are hopelessly over- 
cooked. We eat it all, hoping never 
to have to eat again. The sound 
Jevel in the room has trebled; a 
man to our left is singing. We begin 
our fourth carafe of wine. 

Round VIII; “You mean there's 
more?" we cry to the waitress. 
“God help us.” Yes, there’s more: 
chicken in wine sauce, a whole half 
chicken braised in wine with 
potatoes. It's not very good, but 
who cares at this point? Three of 
us mindlessly gnaw at drumsticks; 
the fourth, our vegetarian friend, 
pales before a plateful of spaghetti 
with pesto sauce. The spaghetti is 
overcooked, but the pesto — a 
potent blend of basil, Romano 
cheese, and olive oil — is wonder- 
fully aromatic. “Are you done?” 
queries the waitress. We look up 
and groan. We've been at the table 
for three hours. 

Round IX: Fortunately, a 
lengthy and strategically placed 
pause ensucs, during which we 
regain our senses. Lucky for us, 


too, because both desserts prove 
sensational. The first, and we never 
did quite get the name, is a multi- 
layered sponge cake, with a 
caramelly-tasting custard filling; 
chocolate glaze tops the cake; rum 
soaks it through and through. The 
second dessert, Italian cheese cake, 
is exquisite, but heavy — layers of 
sponge cake and fresh ricotta 
cheese, the whole liberally doused 
with Amaretto, that almond- 
flavored liqueur. Follow these with 
three cups of coffee, and follow 
these with a strong cigar. We sigh 
deeply and leave the restaurant and 
stagger to the waterfront to admire 
the Boston skyline across the 
harbor. We feel like we've just won 
a batele. Rita, you're miraculous.

Underwood gears up for public hearing

Underwood School supporters are 
preparing for a public hearing set 
Aug. 28 to convince the Board of 
Aldermen to pass a §1 million bond 
issue to renovate the school. 

The aldermen appeared to have 
enough votes Monday night to ap- 
prove the renovation, but Ald. Donald 
Budge objected to voting that night 
and used the ‘‘charter objection” pro- 
vision in the City Charter to delay it 
until the next Board meeting. 

Ald. Richard McGrath, chairman of 
the Public Facilities Committee, told 
the aldermen they had already the 
bond issue when they approved the 
$50,000 for architectural fees in April.

Ald. Budge said he ‘‘chartered" the 
bond issue to allow for the public 
hearing requested by members of 
Newton Citizens for Neighborhood 
Schools. 

Budge is from Newton Lower Falls 
where Hamilton School was closed by 
the School Committee due to declin 

ing enrollment. He supports the 
citizen petition which asks the 
aldermen to delay a vote on Under- 
wood until the School Committee ex- 
plains how the spending of $1.05 
million for Underwood relates to the 
expected $300,000 a year savings by 
closing two neighborhood schools. 

Aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Edward Richmond said if 
the final contracts for the renovation 


are not signed by Nov. 10, the project 
will be delayed six month at a cost of 
$50,000. 


The history: of the Underwood 
School renovation goes back 10 years, 
when it was considered for improve- 
ment with the Davis and Lincoln-Eliot 
schools. 


It was separated from those plans, 
and while new plans were continually 
being revised, it was not included in 
the Nine Schools Study that spelled 
out the needs of the older schools. 

After each year of delay, the addi 
tion to the school shrunk as the enroll- 
ment did, and now plans call for only 
renovation and site improvement. 

Ald. Rodney Barker said he started 


out skeptical of whether these im- 
provements were needed, and 
whether . the school could be closed in 
the future. 


After speaking with members of the 
School Department and School Com- 
mittee, and after visiting the school, 
he is convinced that tht neighborhood 
has a stable school-age population, 
that the improvements are needed, 
and that the students could not fit into 
adjacent schools, 


The Board of Aldermen will vote on 
the $1.05 million bond issue at its next 
regular meeting Sept. 5, unless seven 
aldermen petition for an earlier 
special meeting, possibly immediate- 
ly after the public hearing.

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Expect 
‘to go up $6

On the basis of the state debits and 
credits for Newton, preliminary 
estimates of the tax rate increase to 
be expected for fiscal year 1979 hover 
around the $6 -per-thousand mark. 

The tax rate now is $166.20. 

Before the8tax new rate can be set, 
the city must know how much to set 
aside for collective bargaining and 
other expenses that could not be in- 
cluded in the budget. The tax rate will 
be set in early September. 

The state “cherry sheet,’’ issued 
last week, puts Newton's ledger in the 
black again this year, with a net in- 
crease in money coming from the 
state of $759,8460 last year. 

The total in black ink for fiscal 1979 
will be $1,144,921, resulting from a 
total bill for services from the state of 
$8,060,885 and state reimbursements 
and funds distributions amounting to 
$9,205,806. 

The major change in_ state 
assessments against the city was 
state assumption of court costs, which 
spreads the expense over the entire 
state. That action knocked off more 
than $1 million from Newton's assess- 
ment for Middlesex County govern- 
ment. 

State aid to education gave Newton 
$321,000 more this year than last year, 
but there was a cut in Metco funding 
from $851,163 to $786,772. 

The total cost to Newton for being a 
part of Massachusetts has risen 6.3 
percent.

The cherry sheet figures are only an 
estimate and may change over the 
next year. Last year Newton seemed 
to owe the state $146,8580 when the 
cherry sheet was issued, but later ad- 
justments wiped out the deficit and 
put Newton $385,461 to the good. 
Chief Assessor Leonard Aronson 
estimates that new construction and 
equalization of commercial and in- 
dustrial! properties’ real estate taxes 
over the past year have added $9.7 
million to the tax base 

At the current tax rate the new 
assessment means about $4.50 on the 
tax rate that does not have to be rais- 
ed by present homeowners

Absence of incumbent creates interesting rep race

Absence of an incumbent often 
makes for a more interesting race, 
and the lth Middlesex District 
Democratic primary is no exception. 

The new district, encompassing 
Newton Corner, the eastern portions 
of Newtonville, Newton Centre, 
Chestnut Hill and Waban, is giving 
Democrats something to think about 
as primary day approaches. 

The seat vacated by Lois Pines has 
attracted a Newton alderman, a 
Chestnut Hill environmental at- 
torney. and a former legislative and 
congressional aide. 

The fourth candidate in the race ran 
against Rep. Pines and has also been 
an unsuccessful candidate for alder- 
man. 

The candidates are: Ald. David 
Cohen, Ward 7 ward alderman serv- 
ing his fourth term; R. Lisle Baker of 
Chestnut Hill, an attorney who 
teaches environmental law at Suffolk 
University; Paul Kelley of Newton 
Centre, a recent law school graduate 
and former aide to Congressman Ed 
Markey; and Letitia Angelone of 





Thompsonville, a candidate in a suc- 
cession of recent local elections. 

Spreading the gospel of a candidacy 
requires a round of parties, handshak- 
ing at bus stops, and door-to-door ap- 
pearances, all with one goal in mind, 
name recognition. 

It will surprise no one to learn that 
taxes 

rank first among voter concerns. 
Has there ever been an election when 
they haven't been? 

But other interests emerge when 
eandidates are questioned by district 
residents in the well-educated, upper- 
crust 11th Middlesex District. 

They are civil service reform, 
nuclear power, the safety of the en- 
vironment and human and social 
issues. 

The candidates themselves are 
generating interest in reform of the 
House rules that, if passed, would 
divest the speaker of the house of 
some of his power. 

Each man, while addressing the 
same issues and taking quite similar 
positions, has some ideas unique to 
him. 

Speaking at a house party in Waban 


before a group of about 25 people, in- 
cluding two area aldermen, Rodney 
Barker and Susan Schur, Baker threw 
out some ideas on reform of the state 
budget and, when asked, gave an in-

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Gonservation Commission in favor 
of acquisition of country club land

With some reservations, the Con- 
servation Commission supported last 
week a neighborhood effort to urge 
the city to apply for state self help fun- 
ding for purchasing the Chestnut Hill 
Country Club. 


The country club has already sign- 
ed a purchase and sales agreement 
with Carabetta Enterprises, which in- 
tends to build 420 apartment units and 


30 townhouse units on a portion of the 
land. The remaining acreage is plann- 
ed for a nine-holfe golf course. The 
final sale of the club is contingent on 
the developer obtaining a special per- 
mit and the necessary zone change. 


Although Carabetta only plans to 
develop 10 of the 81.5 acres, the 
neighborhood residents are 
dissatisfied. ‘‘We want to preserve the 
open space in Newton, said Beatrice 
Garber from the neighborhood's 


420 apartments, 30 houses 
proposed for country club land 


Carabetta Enterprises, developers 
of a 428-unit apartment complex at 
Hammond Pond Parkway and Route 
9, has made public its plans for 420 
apartments and 30 townhouses on the 
site of the Chestnut Hill Country Club 
on Algonquin Road. 

Carabetta has entered into a pur- 
chase agivement. to buy the 81.5-acre 
property. Carabetta says that he will 
use only 10 acres of the property, 
which now is occupied by the 
clubhouse, a pool, tennis courts an 18- 
hole golf course’ and a parking lot 

The club and a nine-hole golf course 
would be allowed to continue for 15 
years, after which time the golf 
course would be permanent open 
space along with some other sections 
of the property that would be kept as 
permanent open space. 

The apartment building will be Y- 
shaped, with two segments of the 
building 12 stories high and the other 
14. The building is to be located at the 
eastern end of the land, near the 
Boston line. 

The8townhouses, to be marketed as 
condominiums, are to be located 
south of the apartment building, close 
to Commonwealth Avenue.

New roads to be constructed include 
one over the city-owned Cochituate 
Aqueduct leading to Commonwealth 
Avenue, one leading to Kenrick 
Street, and possibly one leading to Un- 
dine Road, Brighton. 

Howard Levine, lawyer for 
Carabetta, said the organization is 
prepared to deed some of the land to 
the city as conservation land, in- 
cluding the area around Strong's 
Pond. 

The property needs a zone change 
by the Board of Aldermen as well asa 
special permit. The land is now in 
Residence B district, which is limited 
to single-family houses on 15,000 
square feet of land. 

If the entire parcel were to be 
developed, more than 150 single- 
family houses could be built without 
permission. 

A neighborhood association has 
hired former alderman Eliot Cohen to 
represent residents of the area in 
their dealings with Carabetta. He was 
chairman of the Land Use Commit- 
tee.

“We have a lot invested in our 
beautiful . homes,” she added. 

The residents of the neighborhood 
want to help the city apply this 
September for state funds from the 
Urban Self Help Program, said Sarah 
Peskin, planning consultant for the 
association. Now is the best time to 
apply, she said. Area residents are 
willing to raise the money for the ap- 
praisal fee, Ms. Peskin said. 

The application must be prepared 
by the Planning Department, com- 
mission Secretary Helen Heyn said. 
The department is already over- 
burdened working on the open space 
plan, which must also be completed in 
September, she said.

The commission supports the city's 
purchasing the land with help from 
state funds’ Chairman Dennis L. 

Only as a last resort 
would it support the city buying it 
without this financial assistance, he 
added. Before that decision is made, 
Ditelberg said, the city must explore 
Carabetta's plans. 

Carabetta is willing to discuss plac- 
ing some kind of restrictions on the 
acres he will not use in his develop- 
ment project, the developer's at- 
torney Howard Levine said. ‘‘He 
(Carabetta) is amenable to all types 
of restrictions and and preservation 
of the rest of the land," he said. 

The developer is still have his traf- 
fic engineering work done to solve the 
entrance and exit problems from the 
project, Levine said. As part of the 
work, a study is being made to deter- 
mine what would be the traffic impact 
if the land were to be made a park or a 
public playground, Levine said. Both 
types of facilities have been mention- 
ed as possible uses for the land if the 
city were to purchase the club.

Halfway house gets Board OK 


Ald. Joseph McDonnell Monday 
night accused the state Department of 
Mental Health of trying to ‘‘circum- 
vent local zoning laws” in its effort to 
establish halfway houses for mental 
patients under the guise of educa- 
tional purposes. 

Despite McDonnell's charge and 
further argument that halfway houses 
should require a special permit (per- 
missive use) instead of site plan ap- 
proval, the Board approved Alter- 
native Home Inc.’s proposal for a 
residence for nine persons at 459 
Auburn St., Auburndale. 

Questions as to the educational pur- 
pose of the house, to be occupied by 
eight persons returning to soviety 
after hospitalization and one live-in 
counselor , were apparently answered 
to the satisfaction of the Land Use 
Committee within the past two weeks. 

McDonnell disputed the claims of 
the state Department of Mental 
Health that the primary purpose of 
the halfway houses being established 
is educational. 

He said that according to his in- 
formation, some of the residents are 
chronically depressed or 
schizophrenic and all are in the 
custody of the DMH and receiving 
treatment. 

The halfway houses are designed to 
“normalize” formerly hospitalized 
persons, Land Use Committee Chair- 
man Terry Morris explained. In some 
cases normalization entails re- 
teaching of everyday skills. in a 
homelike community setting. 


McDonnell believes that the DMH is 
designating these halfway houses as 
“educational” because local govern- 
ing bodies would not readily grant 
special permits for such residences. 
Educational uses are exempt from 
zoning laws and may be controlled on- 
ly by site plan approval, which usual- 
ly is applied to parking, lights, noise, 
and so on, that might disturb the 
neighborhood.

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5% raise for 
city workers 


Newton's labor force Monday 
ratified a two-year contract giving 
workers a 5 percent increase each 
year and a substantial boost in 
benefits. The vote was 216-61. 


The settlement of a new contract 
came only slightly more than two 
months after the expiration of the old 
contract. In other years negotiations 
have taken as long as a full to year to 
conclude8. and once resulted in a 
strike. 


The agreement with Local 800 of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees, which 
represents the labor forces of the 
Public Works, Water & Sewer, and 
Recreation departments, will set the 
standard for bargaining units for 
other city employees. 


The salary and benefits package is 
estimated to cost the city $300,000 the 
first year. 


The 5 percent increase will mean 
$503.75 more a year in the pocket of 
the lowest-grade laborer, who now 
makes $10,075 annually. 


For those employees who have 
stuck with the city for 20 years, in ad- 
dition to the salary increase there will 
be longevity pay of $500; for 10 years’ 
service the bonus will be $275. 

ClOthing allowanceS will increase 
from $55 a year to $80 this year and 
$100 in 1979. 

Night-shift differential goes up 
from the current 15 cents an hour for 
the 4 p.m. to midnight shift to 25 cents 
; in the second year of the contract, 
the differential will be 30 cents an 
hour. 

A new provision gives workers 
three days’ leave for a death in the 
family. This funeral leave will no 
longer be taken from their 15 days 
sick leave.

kidnapping son dropped 


Albert Levitt, 54, of Oak Hill Park 
had kidnapping charges against him 
dropped Tuesday in Newton District 
Court after his son asked Judge Monte 
Basbas to dismiss the charges. 

After the brief hearing Tuesday 
morning Kenneth Levitt, 25, im- 
mediately embraced his mother in the 
courtroom, and then left the cour- 
thouse holding hands with his wife. 

Kenneth Levitt pressed charges 
against his father on June 5 shortly 
after he escaped from a two-week 
deprogramming episode that took 
him to a Jewish camp in New York 
State. 


The young Levitt was the only per- 
son to take the stand in the probable 
cause hearing. 


He said there had been an agree- 
ment reached that included an 
acknowledgment of the facts, and that 
he did not wish to testify and press 
charges. 


Lawyer Richard Steinberg, 
representing the father, said an 
agreement was reached Tuesday 
morning. 


“The differences in the family have 
been resolved, and they will be recon- 
ciled after this," Steinberg said. 


Herman Tarnow, a New York City 
lawyer who came up with the son 
Monday night, said after the 
dismissal that Kenneth still believes 
in Jews for Jesus, a religious sect that 
involves a ministry but not church 
buildings or communal living. 

Tarnow, who has served as counsel 
for other cases involving Jews for 
Jesus, said this is the first time he has 
seen a resolution ‘‘coming from 
love.” 

Tarnow said the agreement to drop 
charges was reached with the 
cooperation of Assistant District At- 
torney Elizabeth Fahey and 
Steinberg. 

Steinberg said in court that both 
parties acknowledged that ‘this was 
not a fantasy or a thing which he 
made up," referring to the two weeks 
after Levitt was kidnapped on May 18. 

Kenneth Levitt told police after he 
escaped from Camp Emunah in 








Greenfield, N.Y., that he had been 
harassed and deprived sleep and food 
while being told to change his 
religious beliefs. 

Levitt was also tied up in a house 
believed to be in Brookline, and 
transported to New York City before 
being taken to the camp. 

According to Tarnow, Levitt will 
return to his present address on 
Haight Street, San Francisco, for a 
while, and then he hopes to attend 
trade school. 

Kenneth Levitt was first reported 
missing to Newton police by his 
fiance, Christine Cox, on May 19, the

Probable cause found 
in horse death case 


An out-of-district judge found suffi- 
cient cause to issue a complaint of 
beating a horse against Newton 
Police Officer Edward Woloski in 
Newton District Court last week. 


Woloski did not enter a plea after 
the closed show-cause hearing Thurs- 
day before Judge Andrew Meyer, who 

is assigned to Newburyport District 
Court. 


Woloski's arraignment and trial is 
scheduled for Sept. 8 at 11 a.m. in 
Newton District Court. 


Two officers from the 
Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA), Lt. Charles Contos and Of- 
ficer Frank Martin, were apparently 
the main witnesses in the hour-long 
hearing regarding the horse that died 
on River Street, West Newton. 

The only other person called in to 
testify was Luis Domingo Rodriguez 
of Newton, who stayed in the cour- 
troom about 15 minutes. 


According to Capt. John Bartinelli, 
head of the Operations Bureau, the 
Police Department's own investiga- 
tion has revealed that Officer Woloski 


did take the horse he rented on July 9 
into the guard room at the station 
before it collapsed on River Street in 
West Newton. . Chief William Quinn 
said after the hearing that ‘‘We see 
some violations of the rules" of the 
department, but said he has turned 
the case over to the City Solictor 
Daniel Funk for advice before taking 
any disciplinary action. 


Funk said Tuesday he would pro- 
bably recommend no action until the 
court case is complete. 


Woloski and four other persons 
rented five horses on July 9 that were 
delivered to his home by Ellendale 
Stables in Sherborn. 


Dale Pearman, owner of the 
stables, was in the second-floor cour- 
troom hallway waiting to testify, but 
never was called. 


Pearman said he has horses in 
Newton almost every day, and never 
in his 17 years at the stables has 
anything like this happened. 


The other four horses rented during 
the 90-degree heat of July 9 were 
returned in good health.

Mrs. Heckler’s 
steady diet 


Congresswoman Margaret M. 
Heckler spends a substantial portion 
of her time working for the passage of 
the Equal Rights Amendment and try- 
ing to persuade Americans to eat what 
is good for them even though many of 
her constituents prefer to eat what 
they like, not what Mrs. Heckler things 
is best for them. 

To a degree Mrs. Heckler is a 
woman’s congresswoman despite her 
efforts to play no favorites and to pro- 
vide equal service for her male consti- 
tuents, most of whom indicate they 
have no complaints. 

But Mrs. Heckler is a woman — the 
only woman member of _ the 
Massachusetts delegation in Congress. 
She also is a member of the congres- 
sional subcommittee on nutrition, and 
she expends a good deal of energy in 
her efforts to make that subcommittee 
an effective working group. 

Mrs. Heckler says that too many 
Americans shorten their lives by their 
eating habits. She would like to show 
them how to live long, something 
many Americans would just as soon 
not have shown to them. They would 
prefer to go on eating themselves to 
death. Margaret Heckler is trying to 
save them from themselves. That is 
not always and easy or rewarding 
undertaking. 

Mrs. Heckler recognizes that the 
lobbies for food producers such as the 
cattlemen, inesnany instances, are 
working at cross purposes with her. 
Their objective is to sell their products 
.and make as much money as possible, 
not make Americans live longer. 

Many Americans believe that beef is 
the most nutritious food available to 
them and eat as much of it as they can 
afford to buy. Mrs. Heckler declares 
that some beef on a diet is good but 
that too much is not. 

She asserts that the lobbyists and 
press agents for the cattlemen, who 
want to sell their herds for high prices, 
go to great lengths to conceal the fat 
content of beef. 

Millions of American believe the 
way to start the day is with a hearty 
breakfast of ham and eggs or bacon 
and eggs or sausages and eggs. Con- 
gresswoman Heckler is not one of 
them. 

She says that an occasional egg is a 
good thing on most diets, but that a 
couple of eggs a day are not healthy. 
Disillusioning as it may be, it seems 
that the poultry and egg industry 
spend millions of dollars every year 
promoting their products and conceal- 
ing the high cholesterol contents of 
eggs. 

Congressmen from the  cattle- 
raising states support bills designed to 
help their wealthy constituents sell 
more steers. Congressmen from the 
poultry-raising, egg-producing states 
sponsor and back bills intended to help 
their constituents sell more eggs. 

Congresswoman Margaret Heckler 
is a lonely voice crying out for the 
average American who is eating the 
wrong things.

New Board of Aldermenone of shifting moods

“Board watching" is the favorite parlor game of 
the Newton politicalcogniscenti. But those who 
have watched the new 1978-1979 Board, now one- 
quarter through its term, are having difficulty in 
following its shifting moods. 

This Board's chief identifying characteristic is 
that eight aldermen, a full one-third of its member- 
ship, are freshmen. While the committee chairper- 
sons are experienced, many of the key decisions are 
being voted by inexperienced aldermen due to fac- 
tors such as committee alignment and member- 
ship. This is to be expected, given the large number 
of new members, but this factor alone has led to 
some floor fights and chailenges of committee 
reports 

A second factor influencing the character of this 
Board is the amendment of the Rules of the Board, 
the principal change being the assignment of finan- 
cial items to both the ‘‘substantive’’ committee and 
the Finance Committee. This change originated 
during the last Board and was an attempt to clip the 
wings of Sid Small, the former chairman of Finance 
who, it was believed by some, held political power 
out of proportion to that of the other committee 
chairpersons 

On balance, I believe that the new system is good 
for the Board, and is working well. The substantive 
committees, in dealing with both the substance and 


the financing of every item, tend to be more 
deliberative in their work, and the freshmen 
aldermen are learning their craft more swiftly then 
they might in past Boards. The Finance Committee 
has generally followed the votes of the substantive 
committees, but has exercised independent judg- 
ment in a number of controversial areas. 


During the budget hearings. it anticipated by 
some aldermen that there would be a major clash 
between the Finance Committee and the substan- 
tive committee reports. This never developed, and 
the final budget reflected a composite of the views 
of all committees. 


A third characteristic of this Board is the lack of a 
clear majority or voting block representing any one 
distinctive ideology. This is not a “‘liberal,"’ 
‘conservative’ or “‘moderate"’ Board, although in- 
dividual aldermen may label themselves as such. 
The reality is that there is perhaps a “‘liberal" 
block of some seven or eight votes, and the remain- 
ing votes are divided upon such issues as party, 
business orientation, ethnicity, neighborhood or 
local orientation, and any number of special view- 
points. 

The result of this lack of clear ideology is a shif- 
ting voting pattern; many issues are in doubt until 
the final vote, and there have been several tie votes. 
It had been thought by some that the eight new 





Aldermen would vote as a block, but that has not 
been the case. 


The final characteristic of this Board is the 
absence of the ‘‘giants’ of past years. There is 
heated debate and the issues are thoroughly ex- 
plored, but the level of eloquence, of knowledge and 
of passion present in the debates of prior years has 
been diminished. 


There are those aldermen who aspire to the 
maycralty, but none of the aspirants has yet 
generated a following of any substance. 


Matt Jefferson's leadership style has been steady 
and low key. He has been helped by the absence of 
any major controversial issues. The school closing 
issue, perhaps the most emotional issue of the year, 
did not directly effect the Board of Aldermen, 
although 11 aldermen signed a political advertise- 
ment opposed to the closing. This issue will concern 
the Board in the future, as decisions must be made 
on the ultimate use and reuse of the buildings. 


In conclusion one might say that the aldermanic 
ship of state has completed its six month shake- 
down cruise relatively uneventfully, that it has not 
yet been tested, and that the shoals and major bat- 
Ules lie ahead.

Carter will regret rift with Ted, Tip

The Peanut Man decided his Numero Uro rating 
at the box office was in jeopardy so decided to fire 
a few salvos across the bow of a fast-closing com- 
petitor, The Tip & Ted Show thereby possibly 
launching the final unravelling of his presidency. 

In what must be the prelude to a new tough guy, 
I'm-my-own boss stance, Jimmy Carter authored 
the unprecedented, and dangerous, feat of provok- 
ing angry attacks from Tip O'Neill and Teddy Ken- 
nedy in a single day. The fact he gave the back of 
his hand to his top supporters in each branch of 
government was not lost upon the Bay State 
lawmakers, their friends and supporters, or, in- 
deed, those who watch the shift and sway of power 
brokership at the nation's capitol. 

President Carter may be an inept leader on the 
record, but he is not a stupid man when it comes to 
politics, as his single-minded and successful drive 
to the presidency attests for any doubters. He had 
to be fully aware he was venturing into political 
quicksand when he fired Speaker Thomas P. 
O'Neill's pal from the General Services Ad- 
ministration and rejected the national health in- 
surance program pushed by Massachusetts senior 
US. senator. 

Carter himself and some of his senior aides ap- 
parently decided the time was ripe to picture the 
Georgia peanut man as The Man in Washington; a 
time to indicate to one and all that Carter was in 
charge. What was overlooked, or ignored, was the 
fact he was dealing with two national figures 
powerful in their own right, who, not so incidental- 
ly, were reared and nurtured in the hurly burly of 
Massachusetts politics where a basic tenet is 
“Don't get mad, get even.”’ Each probably will. 

Rather than depicting Carter as a man marching 
to his own ideas of “Hail to the Chief,"’ his latest 
boo-boo was classically illustrative of the political 
ineptitude and naivete which has characterized the 
Carter Administration almost from its inception. 
The firing of Robert Griffin as deputy GSA ad- 
ministrator was a gratuitous insult to O'Neill. the 
president's strong right arm in the House and a 
man who stood staunchly loyal in the face of oft- 
cited Carter failings in his political dealings with 
fellow Democrats. All of this at a critical time in 
the legislative year.

Similarly, Kennedy's break with Carter cannot 
be regarded as trivial. It. too, erodes if not breaks 
support from a not inconsiderable voice in the 
United States Senate, and further emphasizes 
Carter's negativism on a subject, national health 
insurance, which has considerable appeal to the 
masses reeling under the escalating cost of health 
coverage. 

The puzzlement to most observers is that Carter 
chose to act so cavalierly against two friends like 
O'Neill and Kennedy, at a point in time when he 
still appears unable to end his protracted on-the- 
job training in the presidency and with his ad- 
ministration reeling from the unfunny pratfalls of 
aides like Andy Young, Ham Jordan and the 
unlamented Midge Costanza. 

It may be argued that Carter's embarrassingly 
low standing in the polls demanded action, ANY 
action, but the sceptics feel the course taken more 
reflective of hari-kari desperation than political 
statesmanship. How Carter expects to salvage his

What really turns up the burners highest under 
my own sense of outrage is the arrogance with 
which certain public officials treat unsuspecting 
citizens. 

The most recent ‘‘con game"’ was the highly 
publicized mass media event staged by Gov. Mike 
Dukakis in handing over large amounts of state aid 
to assist beleaguered Massachusetts taxpayers. 

A funny thing happened in Newton though when 
the tax present was opened. The §2 million increase 
in aid rapidly melted to something over $700,000 
net, which represents a potential tax reduction uf 
about §2 on the tax rate. 

The governor forgot to tell the gathering of happy 
municipal types that the assessments to MDC, the 
MBTA, county government and state hospitals had 
to be netted against those total revenues. 

Newton is the eighth largest city in the Com- 
monwealth, but the return to Newton of state aid 
puts it somewhere at the bottom of the 39 cities in 
the state. 

Newton next year will get the lowest category of 
state aid because the formulas treat Newton tax- 
payers as well off, 

What about Newton's elderly, retired and those 
treading water to hang on? 

What about Newton's nonaffluent working people 
who are struggling to maintain some kind of 
equilibrium in the face of inflation, working two 
jobs, and what abvut increased taxation on all 
levels? 





It seems to me that the less wealthy in Newton 
should be treated no less fairly than those in Boston 
(which received an additional $62 million) or 
anywhere else for that matter. 

I suspect that these formulas are unconstitutional 
and would not be surprised if a class action suit 
were brought. 





But the biggest ripoff is who is or isn't paying 
taxes. When a state representative has to go to 
court to force the governor's representative to 
release public tax records, the millenium has arriv- 
ed 

After wading through the chaff of recently paid 
bills, contested collections and differences of what 
or how much is taxable, the bottom line says the 
restaurant business kept citizens’ taxes from the 
stute and utilized them for its own purposes. 





O'Neill get even 


sagging fortunes by alienating a Tip O'Neill and a 
Ted Kennedy defies comprehension. 

While Carter has tendered the olive branch to 
O'Neill in the form of a new job for the ousted Grif- 
fin he has little in the realm of political coin-to 
tempt an upset Teddy Kennedy. And in the O'Neill 
case the job offer probably is a case of too little, too 
late—too little advance consideration given the 
Griffin ouster in the first place, and too late 
awareness of the bruising of O'Neill's personal 
trust in the president. 

The bottom line remains that the inept Carter 
presidency managed to alienate the two most 
powerful men on Capitol Hill virtually in a single 
devastating day. If any one day conceivably could 
cost Carter the 1980 presidential nomination then 
this was it. 

As a result, there are many willing to predict 
that the Ted & Tip Show will be a stellar box office 
attraction in Washington well after the Carter 
Follies are long gone, and unlamented.

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Traffic 
light 
needed 


To the Editor: 

Before someone gets hurt or killed, 
a traffic light should be at the in- 
tersection of Dedham and Parker 
streets 

Some two years ago, I wrote to the 
Traffic Department at City Hall and 
the reply was a post card telling me 
of a meeting. Except for the postal 
department, I don't know what else 
was helped by that answer. 

Last week I was at City Hall, so I 
went to the Planning Department to 
get some facts and figures. 

I have at home a copy of the in- 
formation now at City Hall. In 
August, 1962 inote the date) a report 
to the Newton Traffic Commission 
about installation of a fixed time 
Signal at the intersection of Parker 
and Dedham streets was sent to that 
Traffic Commission. 

The report noted three accidents, 
two of which may have been 
prevented by signals. Although a fix- 
ed time signal wis not warranted, it 
said, a semi-actuated traffic signal 
should be installed at this location 

I don’t know what held up this ac- 
tion. At that time a signal was advis- 
ed for the intersection. Today, with 
sO many more autos using the area 
for a short shortcut from West Rox- 
bury to wherever, or reverse, I would 
imagine a signal would now be more 
sorely needed than at that in 1962. 

I was told the aldermen held up ac- 
tion 15 years ago. I don’t know who 
the aldermen were then, and I don't 
know who they are today. But these 
men should certainly be of a mind to 
help prevent trouble at this intersec- 
tion 

For my part. I intend to pursue this 
until maybe we can get some ade- 
quate attention paid to this area. It 
would be a small amount to pay for a 
life or a limb. 

I have prepared a petition which I 
shall bring around to get signatures 
to send to the aldermen so they can 
see who is in favor of erecting a light 
there. 

Last winter, during that terrible 
snowstorm, the plows put the snuw on 
the little island in the intersection. 
They also put snow on the walks on 
either side of the intersection. 

Why they didn't put the snow on the 
other side of the street, which is emp- 
ty land, I'll never figure out. It is 
tough enough to try to cross this spot, 
but with the snow to foul you up, it 
was a feat to get through. Ask the 
people in the area who had to do this 
daily,

Press taking pot shots at CETA 


To the Editor: 

Taking pot shots at the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act (CETA) and its failings is 
becoming the common subject of the 
press from local papers, to the Boston 
dailies , to such prominient 
periodicals as Business Week and 
Reader's Digest. 

To deny that CETA has its share of 
failures would be foolish. Any pro- 
gram that expands from an already 
overworked system serving 300,000 
people nationally to a program serv- 
ing 700,000 in eight and a half months 
must surely have its faults. 

Why do these failures occur? 

Because the federal government, 
which provides the guidelines, as well 
as the funds, is notoriously late in han- 
ding down either, putting all CETA 
consortiums in the position . of having 
to produce sophisticated programs to 
serve people with severe and long- 
standing unemployment problems on 
a crash basis. 

One case in point occurred last sum- 
mer when Newton Area CETA was re- 
quired to choose all of its public ser- 
vice employment projects and to hire 
at least 70 percent of the employees in 
five months. 

In all, about 65 projects were funded 
totaling close to $10 million, 90 per- 
cent of which went for wages. To date, 
only two of these projects have receiv- 
ed adverse publicity. 

In addition to the projects, the 10 
communities in the Newton con- 
sortium have used many CETA peo- 
ple in individual positions. On Feb. 28, 
Newton Area CETA was con- 
gratulated by the Office of Economic 
Affairs for having on board a total of 
1241 people in both individual and pro- 
ject public service positions. 


Since the beginning of the fiscal 
year, Oct. 1, 162 adults and 239 youths 
have also received work experiences 
through CETA, 271 have participated 
in training programs, 101 in special 
youth programs, and 700 young people 
are presently enrolled in the summer 
program. Ninety percent of the people 
served are economically disad- 
vantaged. Each week CETA pro- 
cesses an average of 85 new ap- 
plicants. 

It should also be noted that a 
substantial number of CETA clients 
have significant problems that make 
getting and keeping a job difficult. 
Forty-five percent of all CETA clients 
do not have a high school education, 
Some do not speak or understand 
English. Of those who are working in 
public service jobs, 9 percent are han- 
dicapped in some way and many are 
recovered alcoholics or drug addicts. 
A slightly smaller percentage are law 
offenders. A significant number of the 
high school dropouts are under 22. 

These are difficult propulations to 
work with, but given an opportunity to 
do a real job, most rise to the occa- 
sion. All cities and towns have 
benefited from their efforts. 

CETA participants aid the economy 
as well. Because they are employed, 
the state and employers ‘who also 
contribute to this fund) save almost 
$2.4 million a year in unemployment 
insurance payments. Welfare 
payments are reduced by about $1.8 
million. In addition participants pay 
income taxes amounting to $1.5 
million. 

CETA's purpose of preparing peo- 
ple for entrance or re-entrance into 
non-subsidized employment has been 
difficult to achieve. The economy is 
feeling the effects of the 1947-57 baby

Good fences 
To the Editor: 


Change of the Leash Law is now a 
dead issue, thank goodness, but since 
I am constantly annoyed by the 
wandering dogs of neighbors who feel 
they have the right to disobey the 
Leash Law because they don't like it, 
I would like to make a few points. 

-Everyone has a right to have a 
dog, but he has a duty too not to 
create a nuisance for others: 

A wandering dog, regardless of 
the time of day or night, is a nuisance 
for other property owners who have a 
right to enjoy their yards free of dog 
messes, free of overturned tarash 
barrels and free of being barked at 
by a wandering dog in one’s own back 
yard or street. 

Users of public streets and 
sidewalks have a right to walk 
without being barked at or lunged at 
by someone's unleashed dog. To the 
owner of the dog, he may be a “‘darl- 
ing,’ but to the walker, he is an 
unknown quantity and a dangerous 
nuisance, 

Let the dog owners fence in their 
own beautiful yards. Then their dogs 
can protect their own property, mess 
up their own grass and shrubs, turn 
over their own trash barrels and get 
their needed exercise at the same 
time.

More emergency aid to elderly 
added to this year’s state budget 


Although it's summertime and the 
Great Blizzard is largely just a 
memory, Rep. David J. Mofenson 
hasn't forgotten and took steps 
recently totake care of some unfinish- 
ed business. 


House chairman of the Committee 
on Human Services and Elderly Af- 
fairs, Mofenson inserted in the state 
budget an additional $45,000 to the ac- 
count for emergency needs of the 
elderly, This raised the amount ap- 
propriated for this year's deficiency 
budget to $450,000. 


It covers flood, fire and other 
emergency assistance for low-income 
elderly. 


“This additional money was needed 
due to a higher caseload and higher 
bills than had previously been ex- 
pected,’’ Mofenson said. ‘The Bliz- 
zard of 1978 took its toll on the elderly 
and there were many additional re- 
quests for food, shelter. food orders 
and blankets during the storm and its 
aftermath than was originally plann- 
ed for.” 

According to Barbara Stclarow, 
budget director of Welfare, the need 
for this money became apparent after 
Governor Dukakis had filed his defi- 
ciency recommendations. Mofenson 
offered the amendment on the House 
Floor and his recommendation was 
accepted.

land sold to CJP 


The Xaverian Brothers Novitiate 
buildings and some of the land will be 
bought by Combined Jewish Philan- 
thropies for community use and of- 
fices and facilities for several Jewish 
service agencies, according to Nor- 
man Leventhal, chairman of the CJP 
facilities planning committee. 


The land fronts on Winchester 
Street, Newton Highlands, and has ex- 
tensive frontage on the Charles River. 


CJP will buy 34 acres of the 60-acre 
property, which has been the subject 
of a drive by the Newton Conser- 
vators, a private group, which wants 
the city to buy the whole property. 
The Conservation Commission has 
also been asking Mayor Theodore 
Mann to acquire 45 of the 60 acres. 


The CJP land will comprise all the 
frontage on Winchester Street for 
about 700 feet back from the street, 
Planning Director Charles Thomas 
said. There will be an easement for 
the CJP providing access through the 
rest of the land to the river.* 


Thomas said this week he feels con- 
fident that the mayor will go ahead 
with efforts to purchase the remain- 
ing land for the city. 

CJP has agreed to buy the 34 acres 
from the Xaverian Brothers. 


The Newton Conservators mounted 
a citywide campaign to collect 
signatures on petitions to the mayor 
urging him to buy the property for use 
as a major recreational area. 


The mayor would not authorize pur- 
chase of the entire property. Thomas 
said some months ago that he was 
waiting and hoping for someone to 
buy some of the land so that the city 
could buy the rest. 


CJP will renovate the existing old 
buildings and build some supplemen- 
tary buildings, according to Leven- 
thal.

Reversing an earlier decision, the 
Conservation Commission voted last 
week in executive session to ask the 
city to buy the lot adjacent to 
Houghton Gardens, if private funds 
are contributed to help pay the cost.

vation Commission. Kernochan's 
plans were rejected this spring 
because the developer failed to pro- 
vide the requested information.

If themayor decides to acquire the 
remainder of the land, the city could 
apply for 80 percent reimbursement 
from the state under the Urban Self- 
Help Program, Heyn said, if the Oct. 1 
deadline for application could be met. 


Acquisition of the land would make 
public ownership of the banks of the 
Charles River in Newton almost com- 
plete, she said’ a goal in which the 
state is very interested. 


Thomas said he feels that the solu- 
tion to the problem of the use of the 
land will make the chances better for 
aldermanic approval of Nahanton 
Woods, a 125-unit condominium plan- 
ned for Nahanton Street at Win- 
chester Street. which got some 
neighborhood opposition because of 
fear of increased traffic.

Kernochan is now trying to sell the 
lot. The prospective buyer has been 
informed of the commission's deci- 
sion, commission Secretary Helen 
Heyn said. 

The commission wants the city to 
purchase the lot primarily because it 


is an important access route for both 
the public and for maintenance 
workers. Subsidary reasons for 
recommending the purchase are the 


quality of vegetation on the property 
and the slope of a portion of the land 
toward the stream.

Sidda Yoga petition 
sent back for more work 


A technical flaw in wording of 
notices to abutters and a question 
about dormitories sent a petition for 
use of a house at 301 Waverley Ave., 
as a residence for an “‘association of 
persons” back to the I.and Use Com- 
mittee Monday night. 

Siddha Yoga Dham, Inc., a Hindu 
sect, was given a favorable vote July 
19 by the Land Use Committee for its 
use of the house as a residence for 28 
persons. 

A public hearing had been held 
earlier, called for tbe purpose of 
eliciting neighborhood opinion on 
“site plan approval.” ‘Permissive 
use"’ was not mentioned. 

Ald. David Cohen asked for an 
amendment to the proposed Board 
order to remove references to 8per- 
missive use, which gives more contro] 
to the Board but in this case cannot be 
debated because Siddha Yoga Dham 
is a religious organization and 
therefore exempt from zoning regula- 
tions. 

According to City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk, the Board is obliged to grant 
permissive use, but can, through site 
plan approval, control certain ex- 
terior aspects of the the use of the 
house. 

Since permissive use must be 
granted, the hearing was called only 
on the site plan approval, the granting 
of the permissive use being assumed 
as automatic. 


Cohen tried, by his amendment, to 
bring the Board order into line with 
what had actually taken place, and 
Ald. Joseph McDonnell argued that 
the petitioners could not be given 
what they had never asked for. 

McDonnell also pointed out that the 
housing of over 20 people may well 
make the house a dormitory under ci- 
ty ordinances, which brings other 
regulations into play. 

McDonnell questioned a Law 
Department ruling that the petition 
should not be considered under the 
new state zoning laws. The ruling had 
been made several weeks ago on the 
basis of the date of filing of the peti- 
tion, which was before the new law 
became mandatory on all com- 
munities, 

Ald. Donald Budge asked how site 
plan approval without permissive use 
can be used to limit the number of 
people to 28 occupants and said he 
thinks a court challenge will not stand 
up. 

SYD’s lawyer, Robert Freeto, has 
already said he will take the Board of 
Aldermen to court if it limits the 
number of occupants to 28 and main- 
tains its denial of the use of the car- 
riage house for occupancy. SYD 
wants to house 10 more people in the 
carriage house’ which has been used 
previously as living quarters.

New rules passed for secondhand 


A new ordinance regulating the 
business of dealers in secondhand ar- 
ticles and junk was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen on an 183 vote 
Monday night. 

Antique dealers, jewelers who buy 
old jewelry, consignment shops, and 
used-furniture stores are governed by 
the law. Exempt are stores dealing 
exclusively in books, coins, stamps 
and clothing, except furs. 

A controversial section of the or- 
dinance allowing what Ald. Mark 
White termed ‘warrantless search" 
of stores by the police was softened 
somewhat by a change requiring that

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European opera is booming but subsidies pay the way

LONDON (UPI) — Queen 
Victoria loved opera but 
always came late which 
meant the singers had to 
stop in full flight while the 
orchestra played ‘'God 
Save the Queen.” Faced 
with the choice of arriving 
on time or disrupting a 
performance, Her Majesty 
took the easy way out — she 
gave the Royal Opera 
House in Covent Garden a 
dispensation against having 
to play the national anthem 
when she appeared. 

While she was at it the 
queen complained that the 
extras sent on to fill up the 
stage as pilgrims, prisoners 
or whatever in Beethoven's 
Fidelio and other crowd 
scene operas were so 
slovenly they ought to be 
replaced by, say, her own 
welldrilled soldiery. Ever 
since then soldiers of the 
London barracks have been 
drafted for whatever 
human background the 
opera libretto required. 

No one thinks this odd, 
possibly because it would 
take a lot to bemuse 
devotees of an art form 
which demands $20 a seat — 
and suspension of belief — 
to hear a statue sing a 
stirring aria by Mozart. 

If the music is glorious 
enough, and in grand opera 
it often is, anything seems 
possible except, of course, 
making a profit. 

An opera house that can 
balance the ledgers is so 
rare, tears spring to the 
eyes of impresarios when 
they talk of the 1877 season 
in Covent Garden which 
wound up in the black . 

In these artistically 
enlightened days no one 
really expects the great 
national opera theaters to 
cover their enormous costs, 
even with seats at the 
highest average prices in 
show business. They can 
prpvide the greatest 
singers, support symphony- 
sized orchestras and corps 
de ballet, and maintain the 
lush palaces which are their 
homes only with the aid of 
subsidies running into the 
millions of dollars. 

In Russia, Germany, 
France and Austria these 
sums are provided gladly. 
Vienna has a permanent 
staff of 1,000 people and 
blithely winds up the season 
some $25 million in the red. 
But its performances are 
the glory and the pride of 
the nation — as well as a 
chance for Viennese society 
to preen in public. 

Britain, which maintains 
two national opera houses 

— Covent Garden for opera 
in its original language, 
where possible, and the 
English National Opera at 
the Coliseum for per- 
formances in English — is a 
bit more grudging. But 
commercial firms have 
stepped in where govern- 
ment feared to tread to help 
with sponsorship of in- 
dividual operas and ballets. 

On Nov. 13, for example, 
Prince Charles, the Heir to 
the Throne and Patron of 
the Royal Opera, will attend 
the first revival of 
Meyerbeer's “L'Africaine™ 
since 1888 — courtesy of the 
Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany. 

Sainsbury, a grocery 
chain, is sponsoring a tour 
by one of the royal ballet 
companies. The Com- 
mercial Union Assurance 
Company has underwritten 
a new production of 
“Parsifal.”” IBM is the 
money behind the three-acl 
ballet ‘‘Mayerling.”” 

Britain is deepest into 
commercial sponsorship 
because so much of the 
allocation from the Arts 
Council and other official 
bodies is needed for 
renovation of the artistic 
slum backstage which the 
audience in the beautiful 

amphitheater never sees. 

Britain is thus changing, 
but it is a slow process and 
aperagoers look longingly 
al the open-handed attitude 
toward the art in other 
countries.

passed each year, adding that the 
Ways & Means committees of the 
State House have virtual total control 
of the package as its now handled. 

Using a biennial system, more com- 
mittee work could go into a state 
budget and legislators would have a 
better chance to be well-informed 
when the final product reached the 
floor. 

Asked about the concept of ‘‘zero 
budgeting,"" Baker said that while 
supporting the concept, ‘‘In practice 
it's very hard to do because there are 
so many institutional barriers.” 

This concept means that instead of 
adding to a departmental budget 
every year, the whole budget process 
starts from scratch. 

Baker, who has been active in the 
Chestnut Hill community on issues 
concernittg the environment, respond- 
ed to a question on nuclear power by 
describing the building of a nuclear 
power plant as a “heavily capital- 
intensive use with a degree of uncer- 
tainty on how well it will function."’ 

He said he’s ‘‘uneasy” with it. 

He went on to explain that the $200- 
million-dollar price tag for one 
nuclear power plant to serve one 
sma! area might not be the best way 
to get the most for the money 

Baker also mentioned that it’s 
“time to start thinking of energy con- 
servation as an source of energy."’ 

Experience counts 

Or do we want a state represen- 
tative with “experience?” 

That was the theme song at a coffee 
this week for David Cohen's can- 
didacy at the home of former state 
senator Irving Fishman in Waban. 

Cohen, whose credentials in the 
areas of conservation, ecology and en- 
vironment are just as solid as 
Baker's, spoke before a gathering of 
about 20 people.

but Monday was a Board of Aldermen 
night and even Cohen had to leave 
early to go to that meeting. 

Cohen was the sponsor of Newton's 
recycling program, which he said now 
has ‘15 percent participation.” 

“We're not making a profit,” he 
said, ‘‘but it does cost us less to recy- 
cle than to have the trash hauled 
away.” 

Cohen is an advocate of the ‘sunset 
law" when it comes to discussing the 
state budget. Under that system, pro- 
grams are created for a certain 
period of time and then are reviewed 
periodically to see if they should be 
continued. 

Where Baker currently supports :he 
property tax classification amend- 
ment, Cohen, when asked, spoke in 
favor of California's Proposition 13. 

“Something had to be done to ease 
the burden,’ he commented. 
“Proposition 13 as a means of tax 
redistribution is fine; it is not a 
panacea.” 

He stressed that money raised by 
property taxes, when that burden is 
removed from the backs of the 

homeowners, has to be raised via 
other taxes. 

“That would be meaningful tax 
reform.” 

Cohen's audience was interested in 
the blue laws. 

On that subject, the candidate wor- 
ries about the actual economic impact 
on Massachusetts businesses. He 
discussed at length the impact on 
businesses in terms of being forced to 
stay open on Sunday if the blue laws 
were repealed even though revenues 
might not justify it. 

“We have to be careful repeal that 
would not have an adverse impact on 
Massachusetts businesses."

“The days of the gentleman 
legislator are over,” he said, ‘‘when 
the Legislature considers over 10,000 
bills a year.”” 

“When I worked at the State House, 
I used to see many state represen- 
tatives come in8to their offices in the 
morning and start calling their 
clients. They were not working on 
legislation or researching bills.” 

Miss Angelone, who could not be 
reached in time for this story, is back 
in the Democratic party after some 
time in the American party. ; 

She is a fiscal conservative and is 
concerned about the preservation of 
Newton neighborhoods. 
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does not want a culvert used to chan- 
nel the water under roads . or 
driveways, she said.

repairs for Carlisle Street are also on 
the agenda. 

Improving the water pressure was 
the final priority item. It should be 
checked for the entire village, said co- 
chairman Pamala Taglienti, who 
noted it is especially low on Beecher 
Terrace. If it is below normal for all of 
Thompsonville, it should be improv- 
ed, she said, 

The committee believes other pro- 
jects can perhaps be accomplished 
without using federally funded cews- 
munity development money, which in 
the next three years will amount to 
$110,000 for Thompsonville. Of prime 
concern in this area is requiring 
DiCarlo Brothers to clean up their lot 
on Hamlet Street. 

“The DiCarlo Brothers property is 
the most unsightly in all of Thompson- 
ville,"’ John Rodman said. The com- 
mittee intends to lobby for imposing a 
clean-up of the lot. 

The parking violations in Thomp- 
sonville square are another concern 
of the committee. Several members 
noted the one hour limit on Jackson 
Street and the no parking around the 
“jug handle" are not enforced. 

The police are frequently called in, 
Ms. Taglienti said. Unless a resident 
is supervising the ticketing, nothing is 
done, she added. 

Off street parking in Thompsonville 
square and improvements of Bowen 
playground were viewed as poor 
ideas. The parking would just bring in 
more traffic, Temkin said. Similarly 
improvements at Bowen would make 
the recreation area a city park rather 
than a neighborhood playground, he 
said.

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Religious sects at war with the Government

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In January 1963, agents from 
the Food and Drug Administration raided the fledgling 
Church of Scientology, seizing the church's controversial 
counseling device, the E-meter. 

It was the start of a bitter struggle between the govern- 
ment and the church that still exists. 

In 1965, Col. Bo Pak Hi, top aide to the Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon, founder of the Unification Church, arrived in 
Washington to establish the Korean Cultural Leadership 
Foundation. 

Since then, the Unification church has also been in- 
volved in a long and bitter struggle with various govern- 
ment agencies, the courts and now Congress over its role 
in the United States — a struggle Moon promises to take to 
the Supreme Court. 

And the Scientologists, object of a massive 134-agent 
raid by the FBI in July 1977 in Washington and Los 
Angeles, are reportedly the target of a grand jury in- 
vestigation that church officials believe will result in the 
indictment of several of their top leaders in the United 
States. 

Although the Scientologists and the Moonies are 
completely different religions and the controversies 
surrounding them touch on different issues, there are 
similarities. 

Both underline how difficult it is for a new religion, 
especially with unconventional belief systems, to be 
accepted in the United States. 

And both emerged as forces with influence beyond their 
numbers in the counter-culture milieu of the mid-1960s 
and early 1970s 

The Church of Scientology 

Scientology is the brainchild of a one-time science 
fiction writer and amateur mental health theorist, L. Ron 
Hubbard, In 1950, Hubbard published a book, ‘‘Dianetics: 
The Modern Science of Mental Health" which outlined his 
philosophy of happy and healthful living. He evolved 
Scientology out of dianetics and in 1954 the first Church of 
Scientology was founded in Washington 

Since its beginning, Scientology’s claim to be a religion 


In response, the organization announced its own 
campaign against the government, American Citizens for 
Honesty in Government, one of a host of groups spawned 
by the church, to spy on the government and ferret out 
government wrongdoing. 

The Unification Church 

The Unification Church of Sun Myung Moon has had an 
equally controversial but different past than the Scien- 
tologists. 

Founded in Korea in 1954 by Sun Myung Moon, the 
church's activities in the United States concerned only 
parents and other religions until the Korean scandal 
broke on Capito) Hill. The church claims only some 37,000 
members in the United States with perhaps 7,000 of them 
as full-time members. 

It became controversial when the unhappy parents of 
some members charged that their sons and daughters 
were being brainwashed by the sect and then exploited by 
being forced to solicit contributions by selling peanuts and 
flowers for 10 and 12 hours a day. 
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—and therefore its tax exemp status — has been strongly fy 


challenged. Many of its first confrontations with Internal 
Revenue Service were over certification as a religious 
organization. 

Estimates of its membership vary — from 5.4 million to 
4.1 million worldwide with 3.2 million in the United States 
and a hardcore of approximately 600,000. 

Scientologists aggressively solicit people on the streets 
to take their courses and counseling, known as auditing — 
for fees running into the hundreds and thousands of 
dollars. The expressed purpose is to free people of 
negative memories and bring them to a state of ‘“‘clear."” 

It was the counseling techniques, using the lie detector- 
like device known as the Emeter, which brought the Food 
and Drug Administration's raid on the Scientology's 
Washington church. 

The FDA claimed that the Emeter was being used in a 
false and misleading way and that Scientologists were 
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Some of these parents hired professional deprogram- 
mers to snatch their children from the group and through 
a kind of reverse brainwashing break the hold of Moon's 
religious doctrines on the young adults. 

The deprogramming resulted in a number of court 
cases around the country and the jailing of some 
professional deprogrammers on kidnapping charges. 

For many, the Unification Church became known for its 
support of former President Nixon during the last days of 
the Vietnam war and Watergate scandal. 

In addition, the church has engaged in a battle with the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service over use of 
foreign nationals as part of a missionary training 
program. 

The church's biggest confrontation has come with a 
three year investigation by Rep. Donald Fraser, D-Minn., 
into an alleged relationship between the church and the 
Korean Central Intelligence Agency. 

A year ago, Fraser's House subcommittee reported that 
it had found “reliable information” showing that Moon 


and the Unification church had “operational ties” with 
the KCIA. 

Moon's top aide, Pak, denied Moon received money 
from the KCIA, calling the charge ''so ridiculous that it 
does not require a rebuttal.” 

Pak said Moon “will not cooperate” with the investiga- 
tion but denied that the religious leader had left the United 
States to avoid a subcommittee subpoena, issued for an 
appearance June 13, Pak sald Moon had left the country a 
month earlier to officiate at a mass wedding ceremony 
and to conduct an evangelistic tour of Europe. 

Moon's aides also promised that the Korean religious 
leader would fight the subcommittee subpoena “all the 
way to the Supreme Court, if necessary" and that they, in 
turn, were filing a $30 million damage suit against Fraser 
and two subcommittee investigators for violating Pak’s 
and the church's constitutional rights. 

According to Pak, Fraser “is determined to destroy 
Rev. Moon and the Unification church and undermine 
KoreanAmerican relations.” 
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making medical claims for the device. The raid resulted oa 
in 10 years of litigation before the Scientologists finally Ww 
won a court decision ordering a return of the E-meters ~ 
and other seized books and materials from the FDA. 
According to the Scientologists, much of the group's raf 
troubles are the result of ‘false reports” about the church n° 
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by various government and international agencies and 
organizations. 
That belief has, led Scientology into a major con- 


frontation with the government, including several multi- “(y 
million dollar law suits charging harassment and 
violation of First Amendment rights against federal 
agencies ranging from the State Department to the IRS 
and some 60 Freedom of Information suits seeking to 


“clean up" government files on the church. 

Government officials believe the church has used less 
orthodox methods than the Freedom of Information Act to 
gain documents. After the FBI raid, in which tens of 
thousands of documents were seized from the church, 
officials said some of the seized material appeared to 
have been stolen from government agencies. 

An inventory of the documents, leaked to reporters, 
indicated that the Scientologists themselves maintained 
extensive files on government agencies and officials. 


There were also indications that the Scientologists also 


used ‘‘dirty tricks’’ against their enemies.” 


Science fiction 
flick has fine 
musical score 


“The War of the Worlds” is a story about something 
that never happened almost a century ago, but it has had 
a lasting effect. 

H. G. Wells wrote the tale about a Martian invasion of 
London and the English countryside and it put him 
alongside Jules Verne as a pioneer in science fiction. 

In the late 1930s, a comparatively unknown actor named 
Orson Welles updated the story, changed the scene to New 
Jersey and broadcast it on radio. Hitler was preparing the 
world for war in those days and the show put on by Welles 
was so realistic that it almost caused a panic. 

Now a movie has been made of ‘The War of the Worlds” 
and the setting reverts to England at the turn of the 
century. It stars Richard Burton as the journalist who 
narrates the story and David Essex as “the ar- 
tilleryman.” 

So much has been done in recent years with science 
fiction movies — ‘2001, a Space Odyssey,” ‘‘Star Wars” 
and ‘Close Encounters of the Third Kind" — that the fine 
visual effects of this film can almost be taken for granted. 

But what really makes this version of the story ex- 
ceptional is the fantastic musical score. The sound track 
of ‘‘The War of the Worlds” (Columbia PC2 35290), a two- 
LP album, is gripping, almost spellbinding. It deserves 
consideration for a Grammy. 

Jeff Wayne, son of theatrical producer Jerry Wayne, is 
responsible for this achievement. He wrote the music 
and orchestrated it. In the beginning there is a rumbalike 
rhythm which picks up tempo as Burton unfolds the tale of 
heat rays, vicious red vegetation and gigantic destructive 
tripods created and manipulated by the Martians. 

As the artilleryman, David Essex, a friend of Jeff 
Wayne, moves up front with songs near the end of the 
movie, which also casts singer Julie Covington in a brief 
but principal role. 

It is not unusual for those seeing a movie to want a 
recording of the sound track. But it is unusual for a sound 
track to make a person want to see the movie from which 
it is taken, That is the case with this compelling sound 
track from “The War of the Worlds."’

White House Conference 
on Small Business opens today 


Stuart Eizenstat, President 
Carter's donestic policy advisor, will 
speak in Boston today (Aug. 17) at the 
first-ever White House Conference on 
Small Business. 

The conference, the first full-scale 
White House study of the needs of 
small business, wilL,ge held today and 
tomorrow (Thursday and Friday) at 
the Copley Plaza Hotel, Boston. U.S. 
Snall Business Administration chief 
A. Vernon Weaver, Massachusetts 
Gov. Michael Dukakis and Boston 
Mayor Kevin White will welcome the 
conferees. 

The SBA counsel for advocacy, 
Milton D. Stewart, will report on a 
regional study of small business ac- 
tivity in New England. 

Nearly 400 representatives of srnall 
businesses in New England are ex- 
pected to attend. They will select New 


England delegates to the National 
White House Conference on Small 
Business in Washington, scheduled 
for January, 1980. They will also 
discuss issues affecting small 
business, including capital develop- 
ment, tax policy and government 
regulations. 

When he announced the new con- 
ference July 22, President Carter em- 
phasized his commitment to a strong 
small-business community. 

“T believe such a conference can 
help us identify the many special pro- 
blems facing small business and 
design an agenda that can address 
these problems in a constructive 
way,’ President Carter said. 

Conference proposals will help the 
President draw up a_ legislative 
package on small business. 


Edison will tell all users 
about peak-load pricing 


Boston Edison is mailing to more 
than 100,000 customers an explanation 
of optional electric rates based on the 
time they use electricity. 

Although the Time of Use Rates 
(TOUR) are available to all Edison 
customers, the company is making a 
special mailing to those residential 
and business customers who may 
benefit from TOUR 

However, all 550,000 Boston Edison 
customers are being notified of TOUR 
through bill enclosures with their 
regular bills. 

Any customer who expresses an in- 
terest in TOUR will be asked to fill out 
an application which will document 
their electric use and equipment. The 
application, when mailed back to 
Edisofearill be analyzed and will 
enable the company to determine 
whether or not TOUR might save the 
customer money. 

James Lydon, senior vice president 
of Edison, said “Generally, 
customers will not be able to save 
money without making significant 
changes in their life styles and that's 
the purpose of these rates.””

customers to shift their electric use 
from periods of high demand (peak) 
to periods of less demand (off peak). 

Currently, the biggest demand on 
Edison's equipment is from Monday 
to Friday during the nonths of mid 
June to mid October, from 11 a.m. to5 
p.m. The off peak period is from 10 
p.m. to 9 a.m. and on weekends; the 
remaining hours are called shoulder 
periods. 


Lydon said the optional rates are 
part of a joint effort by Boston Edison 
and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities to conserve energy by 
utilizing a pricing mechanism. In this 
case, TOUR, also called peak-load 
pricing, is potential way to slow down 
customers’ demand for electricity 
during peak periods. This should 
reduce the need for additional costly 
new generating and transmission 
equipment in the future, which in 
turn, will help slow rising electricity 
costs. 

Every investor-owned utility in the 
state has been ordered by the DPU to 
formulate optional peak load pricing 
plans and rates.

‘Hire II’ has incentives 
‘for employing veterans 


Hire II, a new program to assist 
Massachusetts businesses in need of 
skilled workers, is now being offered 
by the Division of Employment 
Security (DES), according to DES 
Director John Hodgman. 

Hire II reimburses employers for 
up to 50 percent of the cost of training 
new workers who are v.eterans, and 
also provides assistance in recruiting 
and screening workers. 

“Hire II, which saves 
Massachusetts businesses both time 
and money, should be especially 
valuable to those technical firms hav- 
ing difficulty finding —_ skilled 
workers,"’ Hodgman said. 

The guidelines for participation in 
Hire II are simple. Employers who 
agree to hire and train workers for 
skilled jobs can be reimbursed 50 per- 
cent of the training period wages. 

Training programs must not exceed 
six months in length, and wages must 
be at least $3.50 an hour. All training 
must be completed by Sept. 30, 1979. . 

All employees hired through the 
program must be veterans. 

Hodgman emphasized that Hire II 
has been designed with employers’ 


needs in mind, requiring a minimum 
of paperwork and red-tape. He stress- 
ed that employers will be doing their 
own hiring and training, with DES 
providing recruitment and screening 
assistance, and reimbursement for 
training costs. 

According to Hadgman, “Hire II 
has many advantages for 
Massachusetts companies. New 
employees will be trained according 
to the specifications of the individual 
firm. 

“The fact that the program pro- 
vides career opportunities for 
qualified veterans should assure 
employers that they will be hiring a 
stable and dependable workforce," he 
said. 


Funds for HIRE II are being provid 
ed by the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (CETA).

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Selecting aschool is one of life’s major decisions 


Juniors and seniors going back to 
high school this fall will be asking 
themselves one of life's most impor- 
tant questions: “Where will I go to 
school after graduation?” 

The answer will affect their earning 
power, career opportunities, and how 
and where they will spend the rest of 
their lives. Yet, many make the final 
decisions without investigating all the 
options, says Richard H. McClintock, 
president of ITT Educational Ser- 
vices, Inc., which is one of the coun- 
try's largest networks of career train- 
ing schools. 

Ask questions 

Whether you're planning to attend a 
junior or community college, a four- 
year college or university, or a post- 
secondary trade or business school, 
McClintock advises drawing up a list 
of questions to ask school officials, 
students, graduates and employers 
who regularly recruit at the school. 

What are some of the most impor- 
tant questions to ask? ‘Find out the 
school’s entrance standards,’’ Mc- 
Clintock says. 

“The school should enroll only those 
students who have the potential and 
motivation to succeed in their course 
of study. Also, check teacher creden- 
tials for academic training and work 
experience.” 

McClintock says another indication 
that the school can provide equality 
education is its accreditations, such 
as by state licensing, professional 
association approval, or by ac- 
crediting groups like the Association 
of Independent Colleges and Schools 


and the National Association of Trade 
and Technical Schools. 

Talk to the school's placement 
director to find out if you'll receive 
assistance in finding a good job when 
you graduate. 

“At proprietary schools like the 
business and technical schools 
operated by ITT Educational Ser- 
vices, ask to see the Placement 
Report required by the U.S. Office of 
Education for schools receiving 
federally insured loans, federal 
grants and Veteran's Administration 
approval,” McClintock advises. 

“This report specifies the number 
of students who have graduated from 
the school in each curriculum, how 
many requested placement 
assistance, the number who were 
placed in jobs related to their train- 
ing, and their average starting 
salaries.” 

The placement department also 
should be able to tell you which 
employers visit the school regularly 
to interview students for jobs in your 
chesen field, McClintock says. 

“Find out if the placement depart- 
ment surveys graduates and 
employers to determine if they are 
mutually satisfied,"' he adds. ‘‘Then 
talk to several employers and 
graduates yourself."” 

McClintock recommends visiting 
the school, both with and without 
classes in session to get a “‘feel'’ for 
the institution. 

Check to see if textbooks and equip- 
ment are up-to-date and sufficient in 
numbers. Ask students what they 
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think of the schoo! and why they chose 
to gothere. 

“You also should determine what 
your education will cost,"" McClintock 
says. “In addition to out-of-pocket ex- 
penses for tuition and fees, room and 
board, books, supplies, travel and in- 
cidentals, consider how long you will 


be in school before you can begin 
working and earning a salary. 

“The U.S. Department of Labor's 
Occupational Outlook Handbook, 
available at most libraries, can help 
you realistically estimate the starting 
salary in your field.”

Career education: one answer to a dilemma

Where am I going: What kinds of 
jobs are there? To whom can I turn to 
learn about locating them? 

These are some of the questions 
junior and senior high school students 
ask when they begin to think about 
their futures. At that point in their 
development they need guidance to 
reach some basic decisions about 
their lives. 

An interest sparked in a particular 
career could set them on the right 
track to choose intelligently the 
course they need for career prepara- 
tion 

One of the main problems with 
youths in this age bracket is their 
limited knowledge of vocations, 
apathy toward school, and lack of par- 
ticipation in the classroom. 

Concurrent with that road-block to 
learning, teachers cannot prepare 
them with the basics and also provide 
career interests. 

To supplement career guidance, the 
Exploring Division of the Boy Scouts 
of America. Greater New York Coun- 


cils, developed a program called 
“Career Education Exploring." 
Through this project, students in New 
York City are exposed toa wide varie- 
ty of job opportunities. 

The program provides a better 
understanding of a future in a 
technical or professional career area. 
It also motivates youths to explore 
career possibilities, while giving 
them the opportunity for out-of-class 
learning experiences, which are an in- 
tegral part of the career match-up. 

Kathy Koffer, a Boy Scout Explor- 
ing Executive, developed the pro- 
gram three years ago. She succeeded 
in bringing the program to 14 schools 
and 800 students. 

The project was so fruitful that the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare's Emergency School Aid Act 
funded a proposal that Ms. Koffer and 
a Scouting director submitted to in- 
crease the number of youths they 
could service. 

The program allows a professional 
to match his expertise with students 


who are interested in his profession, 
even though they may not want to at- 
tend college, are physically handicap- 
ped, or have a slight learning disabili- 
ty. 

Career sessions, held twice monthly 
during school hours, are coordinated 
with a different speaker who is a 
business professional, manager, or 
entreprenuer. 

The program thus far has been hail- 
ed as a vehicle for reducing voca- 
tional stereotyping, increasing atten- 
dance through greater student in- 
terest, and providing positive role 
models for the students. And for 
wifted youths, it is the catalyst that 
can set career aspirations on target. 

The scope of career sessions is 
broad and constantly expanding. 
Many corporations are involved, in- 
cluding American Airlines, Black 
Enterprise Magazine, the Bronx and 
Brooklyn Attorney's Office, CBS, 
Celanese Corp., Coast Guard, Con- 
solidated Edison, and the New York 
Transit Authority, to mention a few of 


the companies that support the pro- 
ject with manpower and donations. 

What does one teacher, used to deal- 
ing with apathetic students, say about 
the Career Education program” 
“This is the first thing in a long time 
that they've really been interested in. 
They've never been cxposed to 
anything like this before. 

“It took me months to get them off 
the backs of buses and the streets 
But they're overcoming their 
background, though it took a lot of do- 
ing."

Adults are joining kids in the annual back-to- 
school march, taking continuing education courses 
in greater numbers every year.

National Piano Foundation offers some tips tor 
musical success: 

Whether you had previous instruction or not, 
whether you were good at the keyboard or not, your 
motivation for taking piano lessons today is dif- 
ferent than it was 30 years ago. If you want to learn 
to play now, you can. 

Set aside a private time for daily practice. It's 
important to have a piano in your home and a time 
and place you can call your own, if only for half an 
hour. 

Find a teacher who is skilled in handling novice 
adult pianists. Teaching adults is different from 
teaching children. 

Your instructor should understand you are in- 
terested in a rewarding hobby, and not necessarily 
in learning to perform with perfection 

Group classes may offer a good solid beginning. 
Such groups can give you strong support from 
fellow novices. Just be sure you will have some of 
the instructor's individualized attention 

Have a goal in mind. While you shouldn't expect 
to master a difficult sonata or a complicated jazz 
number right away, a good teacher can help you 
meet your objectives in a reasonable amount of 
time. 

Talk over the musical pieces you'd most like to 
play with your teacher. 

If the individual piece is too difficult for your cur- 
rent skills and abilities, the instructor can suggest 
another, more readily mastered, piece in the same

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Good dental care for children 


Just before school begins, there's a 
whirl of activity. Shopping excursions 
are combined with trips to the doctor 
and the dentist, at which point many 
children become uneasy. 

Wise parents will make an effort to 
ease their children's minds, and calm 
their irrational and unnecessary 
fears. 

The need for some reassurance 
beforehand is likely to be particularly 
strong if this is the child's first visit 
The American Dental Association has 
some excellent and most practical 
tips for parents to make use of prior to 
taking their children to the dentist 
those crucial first few times. 

A good deal of the child's anxiety 
stems from fear of the unknown. The 
best way to conquer this is to prepare 
the child beforehand. Telling the child 
exactly what is involved clears the 
air, and allows the child to think about 
the situation for a while, bringing up 

any questions as they occur. 

With toddlers particularly, the best 
way to make them comfortable about 
the upcoming visit is to act it out first, 
in a play situation. Play ‘‘dentist™ 
with your child, reversing roles if the 
child desires, or help your child to 
play ‘‘dentist’ with a favorite doll or 
stuffed animal 

Make sure your child knows that 
you will be there during the session at 
the dentist's, for that knowledge will 
be the greatest comfort of all. 

If the dentist discovers cavities, 
your child in all likelihood will have to 
be prepared for the unfamiliar ex- 
perience of the drill. Explain to your 
child exactly what is going to happen 
to allay his or her anxieties

You won't see any top rank- 
ing pros, but the tennis is enjoyable 
and inexpensive for the real tennis 
fanatic. 

Last year, Patricio Cornejo, who 
had qualified by way of the special 
qualifying tournament, reached the 
quarter-finals. Often this tournament 
is a good showcase for young talent. 
It's a good way to spend a Sunday 
afternoon. It starts around noon. 

After the 64-man draw is selected, 
they will begin play Munday, August 
21, at noon. Throughout the week until 
Sunday the 27th, there will be two ses- 
sions of tennis, one starting at noon, 
the other at 7:30. The ticket prices run 
from $5 to $11. The prices are a few 
dollars more expensive in the even- 
ing, and they also get more expensive 
as the tournament gets into its later 
rounds on Friday, Saturday, and Sun- 
day. There will only be one session on 
Monday, August 28. This is the final at 
7:30.

Finally, to the draw. There will be 
many players to look for. Many of the 
players appearing are known 
throughout the world. Others will 
cause a wide-eyed look from even the 
most studied tennis observer, and the 
response when his name is announc- 
ed, ‘who's he?'. Here are a few of the 
favorites to win the tournament, and a 
rundown of their past performances 
here at Longwood in the last couple of 
years, 

MANUEL ORANTES 

Orantes comes to Longwood as this 
year's defending champion. He had 
been seeded 3rd last year, but became 
the tournament favorite when top 
seed Jimmy Connors was sidelined 
due to injury after the third round, 
and second seed Brian Gottfried was 
upset in the third round by Chilean 
Jaime Fillol. Orantes defeated Ivan 
Molina of Columbia in the quarter- 
finals, Fillol in the semi-finals, and 
finally polished off American Eddie 
Dibbs in the final. 7-6, 7-5, 6-4.

Barcelona, Spain. He has always lov- 
ed to play at Longwood, and came 
here in 1976 despite an injury. He was 
4th seeded despite his handicapping 
injury, but was defeated in the first 
round easily by Italian Paulo Ber- 
tolucci. It was sad to see this cham- 
pion play so badly, but he came back 
last year to win his first Longwood ti- 
tle. He returns this year as the 8th 
ranked player in the world. He is a 
tough competitor on clay, and should 
be one of the favorites in the tourney, 
as he has been playing well this year. 
EDDIE DIBBS 

Dibbs returns to Chestnut Hill with 
the reputation of being a bridesmaid. 
His Longwood career mirrors his 
career in many major tournaments, 
showing the ability to get to the later 
rounds, but never to go all the way. 
This year, however, things may be 
very different for Eddie Dibbs. 

The 27 year old from Miami Beach, 
Florida lost in 1975 and in 1976 at 
Longwood to eventual champion 
Bjorn Borg. Unseeded and virtually 
unknown in 1975, Dibbs bowed to Borg 
in the second round. In '76, however, 
Dibbs was seeded 7th. He met up with 
Borg this time in the semi-finals. The 
result was the same, but Dibbs fought 
much harder before being overtaken 
by the Swedish tennis machine. 

Last year, there was no Bjorn Borg

to get in his way. He came into the 
tournament as the fourth seed. He 
made it to the final after defeating 
Dick Stockton in the quarter-finals, 
and Wojtek Fibak in the semi-finals. 
Although he lost to Orantes in the final 
in straight sets, his play throughout 
the tournament was superb. He 
comes to Longwood as the 6th ranked 
player in the world, the highest rank- 
ing of any player in the tourney. Dibbs 
is also the champion over Orantes in 
the Volvo Tournament played three 
weeks ago in North Conway, N.H. 
Maybe this time Eddie Dibbs will 
throw the bouquet instead of catching 
it. 

RAUL RAMIREZ 

Raul Ramirez of Ensanada, Mexico 
is the 7th ranked player in the world. 
His list of accomplishments in tour- 
naments all over the world is lengthy, 
and his efforts at Longwood are part 
of this list. Ramirez is really known 
more for his doubles prowess than his 
ability as a singles player, but this is 
slowly changing. The 25 year old 
Ramirez and his regular doubles part- 
ner Brian Gottfried were the cham- 
pions at Longwood in 1975. They were 
the top team in the world for a couple 
of years. 

Ramirez did not play at Longwood 
in 1977, but in the two years previous 
his play was outstanding. In 1976, 
Ramirez made news at Longwood 
when he defeated doubles partner 
Gottfried in the third round and then 
ousted top seeded Jimmy Connors in 
the quarter-finals by scores of 2-6, 6-2, 
6-3. Connors had won the title in ‘73, 
and then had not returned to defend 
his title in '74 or ’75. Borg had won in 
both years, and in 1976 Connors 
returned to Chestnut Hill to take a 
shot at Borg. Ramirez killed this 
prespective final by upsetting Con- 
nors. Ramirez was eventually beaten 
in the semi-finals by Harold Solomon. 

Ramirez had been a quarter-finalist 
in 1975 as well as co-doubles cham- 
pion. To go along with his victory over 
Connors in singles, there was no such 
glory in doubles in 1976. The defen- 
ding champions were top seeded, but 
defeated in the first round by 
Australians Mark Edmondson and 
John Marks. However, Ramirez has 
always played well on clay and 
specifically, on Longwood's clay. He 
could very well make a run for the ti- 
tle. 

CORRADO BARAZZUTTI 

Although he is undoubtedly one of

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the world's top young players, Baraz- 
zutti has had little luck winning on the 
clay of Longwood. The young Italian 
was 10th seeded in 1976, but was upset 
by Australia's Mark Edmondson in 
the second round in straight sets. Last 
year, he was again a second round 
loser as the 12th seed. He continues to 
play well in Europe and on the 
American tour, but Longwood has 
been his nemesis. He has raised his 
ranking to 10th in the world, and if he 
can figure out his problems at 
Longwood and correct them, he could 
finally see a final this year. 
HAROLD SOLOMON 

Solomon delighted the New 
England tennis world two weeks ago 
when he decided to play at Longwood. 
He was a late, but welcome entry to 
the field. This native of Silver Spr- 
ings, Maryland who will be 26 in 
September is noted for his ‘“‘moon 
balls”. Solomon has always been 
known as a player who uses his lob to 
his advantage. At only 56 and 
weighing 130 pounds, Solly realized 
that due to his lack of size, he had to 
compensate with finesse. Unlike 
many of the dominating serve and 
volley players who dominated the 
game when he broke in, Solly was 
willing to stay back at the baseline 
and use the lob and groundstrokes to 
win matches, and win he does. His 
style has been adopted by many 
young players without great height, 
and this method is effective, if not 
thrilling to watch. 

Although he didn't play Longwood 
last year, he did well here in his two 
previous tournaments, Clay is his sur- 
face, and this has been evident at 
Longwood. 

In 1975, Solly was 9th seeded and 
played well before being defeated by 
Raul Ramirz in the tourney's third 
round. However, Solomon got his 
revenge in 1976. He was the 8th seed, 
and after beating John Alexander and 
Paulo Bertolucci, Solomon got a 
rematch with 6th seeded Ramirez in 
the semi-finals. This time Solomon 
was the victor in a four set thrilling, 4- 
6- 6-2, 6-2, 7-5. Solomon went on to be 
the tournament runner-up, losing to 
Bjorn Borg in Borg’s third straight 
Longwood Championship victory. He 
also reached the quarter-finals in 
doubles with ‘bagel twin" Eddie 
Dibbs. He should be tough this year on 
the slow clay. 

DICK STOCKTON 

Stockton is an often underrated

player who is now ranked 14th in the 
world. Stockton is living proof that 
you can make money on the pro tour 
without winning many titles. He con- 
sistently reaches the quarter and 
semi-finals, but hasn't won many ma- 
jor titles lately. He is however a 
talented player who has starred in 
Davis Cup play for the U.S. 

This 27 year old from Dallas, Texas 
was seeded 13th in 1975 at Longwood. 
He beat Erik van Dillen and 
Paraguay's Victory Pecci before run- 
ning up against eventual champion 
Bjorn Borg in the third round and los- 
ing. He and van Dillen were quarter- 
finalists in the doubles. In 1976, 
Stockton played Team Tennis and 
was unable to compete at Longwood. 
He came back last year as the Sth 
seed and won easily in the early 
rounds over South Africa’s Pat 
Cramer and John Yuill and UCLA's 
Billy Martin. Stockton was finally 
defeated in the quarter-finals by Ed- 
die Dibbs. 

If this tour veteran can put it all 
together he could be a surprise winner 
at Longwood. He is certainly an en- 
joyable player to watch—win or lose.

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in India, only the population steadily increases

NEW DELHI, India (UPI) India’s unchecked 
population explosion is eating up the steady increase in its 
grain production. 

The population reached a staggering 625.8 million at the 
end of 1977, according to figures released by the Registrar 
of India in June, and is increasing by about 2 percent 
annually. 

If the trend continues, the country second only to China 
as the world's most populous will break the 1 billion mark 
by the turn of the century. 


To feed that many, India would by then have to produce 
more than 200 million tons of grain a year. 


Despite steady improvements in the grain production — 
from 50 million tons in 1947 to an estimated 125 million 
tons this year — 200 tons is a tall order for farmers whose 
harvests depend on the varying mood of the monsoon. 


Population expansion has plagued India's planners 
since the country became independent in 1947. Not even 
forced sterilization under former Prime Minister Indira 


Gandhi has proved effective in stemming the tide; there 
will be 13 million more Indians this year alone. 

India's deeply ingrained adulation of children as ‘gifts 
of god" and the regarding children as a form of social 
security are roots of the problem, experts say. 

Bitter memories of forced sterilization during Mrs. 
Gandhi's 21-month emergency rule still are fresh in many 
minds — anda problem for the ruling Janata government. 


“The soft attitude of the (Janata) government is only 
going to spell disaster for the country,” says Chandra 
Dutta, a professor involved in a number of social 
programs in central India. 


“Remember, the downfall of Mrs. Gani's Congress 
government was partly due to forcing birth control upon 
people. The Janata government could also face a down- 
fall, sooner or later. if they fail to check the boom in 
births.”” 

A Hindi novelist who writes on social problems says 
sarcastically: “The only sector of the Indian economy 
which has shown steady growth so far is the population.”

Shapero's ‘Dead End’ 
wins Kodak film prize 


Newton artist Janet Shapero has 
won the Charles A. Kinsley Memorial 
Trophy from Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany for best motion picture, in the 
1978 Photographic Society of America 
(PSA) International Film Festival. 


The award honors the late Charles 
A. Kinsley, of Kodak, for his years of 
service to PSA. 


Ms. Shapero, of 53 Park Ave., will 
be awarded a trophy during the 1978 
PSA International Convention here 
this week. She was praised by selec- 
tion panels for her diverse 
capabilities and consistent winning 
qualities evident in her entry. 


An artist, photographer, and 
cinematographer for the past eight 
years, Shapero has won film awards 
at festivals in the U.S. and abroad 
The film which won her this coveted 
award, “Dead End," will be shown 
during the convention. 


“Dead End" is a subjective view of 
a walk down Skid Row. Initially, the 
visitor seems to be a casual passerby. 
Later, he discovers that the shoes he 
is walking in are those of an un- 
fortunate individual who passes out 
after a series of hallucinations and 


who awakens to find himself lying ina 
gutter. 


Shapero said the film began as a 
three-month project and ended up 
taking two years to complete. 


“During that time,’ she said, ‘I 
worked virtually alone in my parents’ 
basenent with borrowed equipment, 
with limited experience and with the 
limited funding that I had in my bank 
account. This film grew out of a per- 
sonal need to unravel my ambivalent 
feelings of responsibility and 
helplessness when confronted with 
desolate human beings. 


“The pain, torment and degrada- 
tion of those who are trapped in an 
abyss of depression and hopelessness, 
due to unemployment, alcoholism or a 
myriad of other social, physical or 
psychological pressures lies open for 
view, but most people find it too dif- 
ficult to look or to respond. 


“It was my hope that the viewer 
would find it less difficult to respond 
to an animated film, that he would be 
less apt to censor his emotional 
response, and that as a result he 
might become more aware of the 
plight of his fellow human beings,’’ 
the artist said.

Boston By Little Feet inte- 
grates games and stories 
with a look at some of the 
city’s architectural 
wonders, a happy mix 
indeed.

‘There is a rumor afloat that child- 
ren can learn a bit about history 
and architecture painlessly, that a 
brief dose of culture can be cased 
into their delicate souls with a 
minimum of trauma. We decided to 
check the story out — and guess 
what? There's some fine truth to 
it! 

Boston By Little Feet, the junior 
division of Boston By Foot, con- 
ducts a one and a half hour walk 
ing tour each Sunday afternoon. 
The tour integrates games and 
stories with a look at some of the 
city's architectural wonders, a 
happy mix that encourages the kids 
to actively participate in the experi- 

"s not a lecture tour,” 

s coordinator Polly Flans 
bury. “It’s really an attempt to get 
the kids to ‘feel’ the buildings.” 

One fine, bright Sunday after- 
noon, we met our guide in the 
lobby of 60 State Street to com- 
mence our tour. Carolyn begins by 
asking the kids to stand on the ter- 
race outside, looking across the 
street at the Old State House and 
the New England Merchant Build- 





ing. The first thing we learn is that 
where we are standing was once 
part of the harbor. In other words, 
we are perched on that contro- 
versial substance now popularly 
known as solid fill. 

Carolyn then begins a compari- 
son of the two buildings, soliciting 
answers from the children through 
a series of questions. “How many 
stories does each building have? 
What is each one made from?” 
With a bit of gentle prodding, we 
hear that one is made from bricks 
and the other from stone and steel. 
She asks next about the differ- 
ences in the windows — delicate 
12-over-128 on the State House, 
larger panes covering more total 
surface area on the Merchant 
Building. She asks if they can 
identify the symbols on the State 
House —- a lion and a unicom. 

After this, we all cross the street 
to run our hands along the build 
ings, to feel the roughness of the 
bricks and the smoothness of the 
polished granite. The kids are 
asked to form human chains. 
Hand-in-hand, they measure the 
distance between the pillars on 
each of the buildings by seeing how 
many children it takes to span the 
gap. 

Then we walk over to the Five 
Cents Savings Bank Plaza for a 
look at the Old South Meeting 
House and the Old Corner Book- 
store. We look too at the contem- 


porary structures on the Plaza, 
noting that there are two different 
types of pillar construction in 
residence. On one building the 
columns appear to be pegged 
against the main structure, while 
on another they seem to be shorter 
segments stacked one on top of the 
other. This provides interesting 
food for thought to youngsters 
expert with building blocks and 
erector sets. 

We move on over to Old City 
Hall, now housing an elegant res 
taurant and (what else?) a bank. 
‘This is a Victorian charmer, replete 
with fancy curlicues. A wedding 
cake dripping with frosting, it 
lacks only the statues of the bridal 
couple. But it makes up for this 
with the fine Benjamin Franklin 
figure in the courtyard out front. 
The children stare at Ben intently. 
Then they are asked to find him in 
each of the tableaux representing 
historic moments that are featured 
on the base of the statue. 

Onwards to King’s Chapel, 
where we first learn that there is no 
tower up top because the congre- 
gation ran out of money. The 
Chapel is closed on Sunday after. 
noon so we can't go inside, but we 
do wander around for a look at the 
burial ground after reading this 
lovely sign: “Tourists, Shoppers, 
Neighbors, Strangers — All Are 
Welcome.” It's not too tough to fit 
into one of those categories. 


Carolyn explains that Billy the Kid 
is thought to be buried here, 
perhaps under the floor of the 
Chapel. She points to a small door 
in the corner of the building lead- 
ing into the graveyard and 
whispers, ‘Billy the Kid, are you in 
there? Why were you hanged?” 

We then set to investigating the 
gravestones, and glory be if the 
most popular motif doesn’t happen 
to be a skull! Some of the stones 
sport whole skeletons creeping 
about; others make do with the 
skull alone, while one has a stylized 
skull and crossbones. There is even 
one marker featuring a skeleton in 
cahoots with the devil. Makes us 
wonder about the mental state of 
our forefathers. 

We then work our way back to 
City Hall Plaza, home of the New 
City Hall. Carolyn likes to give the 
kids a break here, a chance to run 
around, As she sits down on a step, 
she tosses out a seemingly 
innocuous question: “How many 
bricks do you think were used to 
build City Hall Plaza?” At least one 
young man spends the break mut- 
tering under his breath, “one, two, 
three, four. ..." The answer, dear 
folks, is two and a half million. 

We descend the steep steps 
which lead us to Quincy Market 
and Faneuil Hall. Carolyn pro- 
vides background information, 
explaining that the complex still 
serves its dual original purpose: 


functioning both as meeting hall 
and market place. Sunday after- 
noon is a crowded, active time at 
the marketplace, so when the tour 
ends the kids usually find a street 
artist to watch. 

Boston By Little Feet is not a 
“gee whizz" sort of kids’ trip. It is 
a low key affair, and one that we 
can hartily recommend as a peace- 
ful interlude in a frantic afternoon 
of shopping and eating at Faneuil 
Hall-Quincy Market. Parents are 
expected to go along on the tour 
(no charge) to prevent it from being 
used as a babysitting service. The 
tour is recommended for ages six to 
12, but we think eight to 12 might 
be a bit more realistic. Because this 
is its first season, the program is 
sparsely attended at present. For 
this reason we suggest you let your 
children bring along friends, 
because the tour is definitely more 
fun with a larger group. All systems 
are GO, however, even in if atten- 
dance is low. “We're like the 
Boston-New York Shuttle,” 
Flansbury explains. “If one child 
shows up, we run it.” 

Notes 

The price of the tour is $1 per 
child. Reservations are necessary 
(call 367-2345), and the group 
meets at 60 State Street at 2 pm 
each Sunday, School, scout and 
other youth groups can be accom- 
modated at other times by 
arrangement.

backhands with a respect 
for the history of the Club.

Next week's 51st U.S. Professional 
Tennis Championship brings 
together some of the biggest guns 
in men's tennis, led by Eddie 
Dibbs, Arthur Ashe, and defen- 
ding champ Manuel Orantes, to 
compete for $200,000 in prize 
money. The site for the week-long 
tournament is the Longwood 
Cricket Club in Chestnut Hill. 

For the tennis buff the tourna- 
ment holds a two-fold attraction: 
Great tennis in a great old world 
setting. Longwood Cricket Club is 
to tennis what Fenway Park is to 
baseball. With 25 grass and 16 clay 
courts, Longwood is the fourth 
largest outdoor tennis facility in the 
country. But the club's chief 
feature is its intimate and almost 
other-worldly feeling. And the 
beauty of seeing the U.S. Pro 
Championship at Longwood is that 
it manages to combine today's two- 
fisted backhands and 140-mile-an- 
hour serves with a respect for the 
history of the Cricket Club. 


Cricket Anyone? 

Cricket was the game played at 
Longwood when a group was 
organized for the sport on the prop- 
erty of David Sears. The year was 
1877 and the locale was Brookline 
und Longwood Avenues in Boston. 
It wasn't long, though, before 
tennis was played there. The first 
grass court was constructed in 
1878 and interclub matches began 
in the 1880s. Cricket was fading 
out slowly by this time. When the 
Brookline Chronicle ran a story on 
July 28, 1891 that the Longwood 
Circket Club would host its first 
annual tournament, it boasted that 
“crack players from New York and 
Canada as well as the New England 
champions” would compete. 
Tennis had cemented its place in 
Longwood history. 


Nine years later, prodded by 21- 
year-old club tennis star Dwight 
Davis, the United States and Great 
Britain paired off at Longwood in 
the first international Davis Clubs. 
The Americans roundly defeated 
their British opponents and one 
English player, H. Roper Barrett 
commented unhappily on the con- 
ditions there in One Hundred 
Years of Longwood: 

“The ground was abominable. 
‘The grass was long... The net 
was a disgrace to civilized lawn 
tennis, held up by guy ropes which 
were continually sagging ... As for 
the balls, I hardly like to mention 
them. They were awful — soft and 
mothery — and when served with 
the American twist came at you 
like an animated egg-plum. I do not 
exaggerate.” 

In 1911, the club acquired the 
Chestnut Hill Club in Brookline, 
realizing that the choice Sears 
property in Boston would be too 
dear to hold onto. From that time 
until 1951, various land filling, land 
acquisition and construction 
manuevers took place at the 
Chestnut Hill site. Permanent 
seating was dedicated in 1928 to 
Edwin Sheafe, Longwood presi- 
dent from 1902 to 1922. That 
stadium has since had its seating 
capacity increased to the present- 
day total of 7500, and the club 
grounds themselves have now 
spread over 10 acres. 

Longwood first hosted the U.S. 
Pro Tennis Championships in 
1964. It was a time when the lines 
between amateur and professional 
tennis were shifting. Professional 
tournaments weren't bringing out 
the crowds, vo exhibitions served 
as showcases for the pros. Yet even 
these were becoming redundant at 
best. 

Enter Longwood, with more 
than a little help from the New 
England Merchant's National 
Bank, which sponsors the tourna- 
ment to this day. The idea of a pro- 
fessional event at amateur-bred 
Longwood was not an easy one to 
get across to the Longwood Board 
of Governors. The National 
Doubles Championships were 
already being held at the club, so 
members were hesitant to bring 
another large tournament onto the 
grounds. But the pro concept pre- 
vailed and the first prize of $2200 
in that first final was awarded to 


Rod Laver, victor over Pancho 
Gonzales. 

Grass was the surface for 
tournament play up until 1969, 
when the courts inside Sheafe 
Stadium were replaced with a syn- 
thetic surface. The night play 
which Longwood pioneered in 
1964 — the first tourney held 
outdoors under the lights — 
dictated that the dewy evening 
grass be replaced. The courts 
changed surface again in 1974, to 
clay, which is the playing surface 
today. 


Rough or Smooth? 

Those clay courts have stirred 
more than a litle controversy over 
the years, and this summer is no 
exception. Traditionally, the U.S. 
Pros at Longwood precede the U.S. 
Open by one week in August, and 
provide a warm-up of sorts for one 
of the “Big Four” of tennis. This 
year the U.S. Open has switched 
sites from the clay courts of Forest 
Hills to the artificial turf of 
Flushing Meadows. Critics believe 
that the Longwood field is weaker 
than usual this year, since the clay 
courts provide 2 !css than enticing 
warm-up for the Open. 

Not, so, according to Longwood 
President Tom Raleigh. “If you 
really look at this year's draw,” 
Raleigh points out, “you'll see that 
as a group the quality is very high. 
It's a very strong field.” 

To date, eight of the world's top 
20 players will be competing. 
Raleigh expects 50 of the top 100 
to be signed by the time the 64- 
man event begins. Jimmy Connors, 
Bjorn Borg, Vitas Gerulaitas and 
Guillermo Vilas are notable by 
their absence, but Raleigh still 
believes that the field is of the 
highest quality: 

“T say that Longwood is the 
second toughest draw in the coun- 
try next to the U.S. Open. What's 
happening is that top players like 
Vilas, Borg and Connors have lots 
of options open to them at this 
point, Granted, the surface at the 
U.S. Open is different this year. 
The fact is that this is a very tough 
tournament to win — the last time 
Borg won here, in "76, he lost at 
Forest Hills the following week. 
And I think '.e feels he lost because 


he had such a tough week here. 

“Last year Connors was almost 
beaten in the first round by Marty 
Reissen, then ran into a tough 
match with John McEnroe in a 
later round.” 

This year's field is most cer- 
tainly a solid one ranking-wise. 
Defending champion Manuel 
Orantes, seventh-ranked in the 
world, is entered along with sixth- 
ranked Eddie Dibbs, last year's 
runnerup. Corrado Barazzutti of 
Italy, ranked eight and ninth- 
ranked Raul Ramirez of Mexico 
will also be top seeds. Ramirez is 
currently the fourth leading money 
winner on the pro tour. Arthur 
Ashe, John McEnroe and Jaime 
Fillol of Chile also rank with the 
high seeds, as do Victor Amaya, 
Tom Gorman, Wojtek Fibak and 
Adriano Panatta. 

“Anybody who comes out here 
in the early rounds on Tuesday and 
Wednesday,” Raleigh predicts, “is 
going to see great tennis.” 15 ses- 
sions in all are scheduled, with the 
first round kicking off at noon on 
Monday, August 21. Matches will 
be held at noon and at 7:30 pm 
Monday to Friday. The quarter- 
finals on Saturday, August 26, are 
slated for 1 pm and 7:30 pm, with 
the semi-finals at noon and 7:30 on 
Sunday. Monday's final will begin 
under the lights at 7:30. Both 
Sunday's and Monday's matches 
will be televised on Channel 2, at 2 
pm on Sunday and 8 pm Monday.

We drove into Boston last year ina 
van, four adults and two kids, 
loaded down with wine and cheese 
and munchies that come in cello- 
phane bags. 

“You ever been to a ballet 
before?” we said to each other. 

“No, I've never been to one, have 
you been to one?” 

None of us had been to a ballet, 
though we'd all caught the Ice 
Capades on occasion. So here we 
were driving to the ballet, mainly 
because this was a free perfor- 
mance of The Boston Ballet on the 
Esplanade. A dearth of cash and a 
wealth of curiosity compelled us to 
take a look. Altogether, we knew 
less about ballet than we did about 
the nutritional value of the 
lousewort. 

But guess what? Ballet is art, it’s 
music and color and luscious young 
bodies leaping and flashing across 
the stage, and you don’t really have 
to know anything about it to enjoy 
watching it. That's more than you 
can say for baseball or chess. 

We'd gone in early to get good 
seats, which in this case meant a 











nice spot in the grass where we 
could spread our blanket, pour our 
wine, chat and people-watch for an 
hour or two before the perfor- 
mance. You get good view of the 
Hatch Shell from almost any- 
where, but if you're a purist don’t 


get too close to the stage. You 
won't see the dancers’ feet. 

This was a night of revelations. 
‘Three short ballets were pre- 
sented, and I found I could enjoy 
them all in blue jeans and a tee 
shirt. My favorite was “Jazz For 


Boston.” This modern dance, espe- 
cially created for The Boston 
Ballet's Esplanade performances, is 
bright and brash and, unless there's 
something drastically wrong with 
my hormones, very, very sexy. The 
other two pieces were more tradi- 
tional examples of this art form, 
which is broad enough to entertain 
everybody. I loved them also. 

More significant, though, was 
the reaction of the children. Those 
uncultured little louts who are sup- 
posed to whoop it up for Spider 
Man and be lulled into lethargy by 
the mere mention of ballet sat 
straight-backed and wide-eyed 
with wonder through the whole 
thing. It wasn’t that our six-year- 
old and our 9-year-old were par- 
ticularly high-browed. Through- 
out the park kids were being 
dazzled. They had never seen any- 
thing like it. How were they to 
know we hadn't either?

But 
remember, if you do go and you 
don’t like the ballet, there’s nothing 
seriously wrong with you. Even 
Larry Murray, Marketing Director 
for the Boston Ballet, knows that. 
Says Murray, “Anyone can go and 
look at a ballet and decide for 
himself whether or not he likes it.”

The Buddy Holly Story 











The odds were against it. The 
Buddy Holly Story followed in 
the dying wake of such 
nostalgia-inspired rock 'n’ roll 
movies as American Hot Wax, 
The Last Waltz, Sgt. Pepper's, 
and Grease. How could anyone 
get enthusiastic about yet 
another blast-from-the-musical- 
past? But The Buddy Holly 
Story easily commands top 


billing over its less inspired 
predecessors and it has done so 
without expensive publicity 
campaigns or big named stars. 
Gary Busey, who's pre- 
viously appeared only as a sup- 
porting actor, plucked the 
“starring” role as Buddy Holly 
and he looks every inch the real 
Buddy, in his portrayal of the 
famous Fifties singer. But looks 


aren't everything. Busey also 
delivers a paramount perform- 
ance. 

You can forget about the 
story. It’s simplistic and 
glorified at best, and only 
sketches the popular singer’s 
career from lowly obscurity in 
his hometown of Lubbock, 
Texas, to the lonely heights of 

the record charts. But what 
makes this film so engrossing is 
Holly's music. It transports us 
to a time not so long ago and to 
a place that doesn’t seem so 
very far away, helping the film 
create a world that’s totally its 
own. From the opening scenes 
we are trapped in the aura of a 
difficult decade. 

Although the songs and lyrics 
are Holly's own, the film's 
soundtrack is performed “live” 
by the actors rather than 
dubbed. Busey sings surpris- 
ingly well and plays a mean 
guitar; while The Crickets 
(Holly's group played by Don 
Stroud on drums and Charles 
Martin Smith from American 
Graffiti on bass) do just as well. 

The charismatic apreal of 
Gary Busey and the cuinnetent 
direction of rookie Steve Rash 
make The Buddy Holly Story a 
finger-snapping and foot: 
tapping experience long after 
the final credits have dimmed. 
Scheduled to open August 23 in 
the suburbs only.

Affirmative action given new thrust

Virgil Perez of Lawrence has been 
hired as Newton's new affirmative ac- 
tion officer. He will start work Sept. 5. 

Perez will be the fourth affirmative 
action officer for the city in the past 18 
months. 

Newton was cited by the U.S. Office 
of Revenue Sharing in June 1977 for 
violation of federal revenue-sharing 
regulations against job discrimina- 
tion. 


Principal to teach 


Former Hamilton School Principal 
Joan Warner will receive her full pay 
of about $31,000 in September to be a 
fourth grade teacher at Bowen Schooi 
in Newton Centre. 

Hamilton School in Lower Falls has 
been closed due to declining enroll- 
ment, and Ms. Warner was demoted 
in June by the School Committee to a 
teacher, with a loss of about $7000 in 


pay. 

She objected through the channels 
of the Newton Teachers Association 
(NTA), which was still at the time 
negotiating a reduction-in-force 
clause with the School Committee to 
cover principals. 

Former NTA President Richard 
Adams said Ms, Warner's case had a 
great impact on the negotiations. 

The Unit B contract for school ad- 
ministrators now apparently insures 


that principals whose schools are 
closed will receive principals’ pay for 
two to three years, depending on how 
ambitiously and when they apply for 
principalships in Newton. 


The contract has not been ratified 
by the administrators, and neither 
side is discussing the details of the of- 
fer. 


Ms. Warner's lawyer, Jeffrey 
Freedman, said he advised her not to 
comment publicly on her opinion of 
the contract offer. 

Ms. Warner said she was hoping for 
some special administrative position 
in the schools since she would be paid 
full salary. 

She was passed by when the School 
Committee appointed Robert Harr- 
ington as the new principal of the Zer- 
vas School in Waban.

$2.3m more sought 
to run city in ‘79 


A §2.3 million supplementary 
budget request from Mayor Theodore 
Mann will be discussed with members 
of the Board of Aldermen at a private 
Supper meeting tonight ( Thursday) in 
preparation for Board action Sept. 5 
approving a new tax rale expected to 
be up at least $6. 

Asked Monday at a news con- 
8ference why the meeting is closed to 
the press and the public, the mayor 
answered that there would be discus- 
sion of collective bargaining.

Part of his job in Newton will be to 
change the attitudes of some 
employees both toward minority co- 
workers and about seeking promo- 
tions for themselves. 

Personnel Director Edith Meisser 
has frequently commented on the 
reluctance of most women employees 
to apply for a higher-level job that is 
vacant, even though they are 
qualified and could 

perform well. 

Internal promotion of minority 
members and wOmen is one of the 
goals of affirmative action. 

Perez will also have to deal with 
Civil Service, which has been accused 
of being one of the reasons for job 
discrimination inasmuch as higher 
test grades may be achieved, for a 
variety of reasons, by white ap- 
plicants.

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Architect picked for 40 units of 
state-funded elderly housing

After several hours of grueling in- 
terviews, the Community Develop- 
ment Authority and the Planning and 
Development Board Monday night 
selected Putnam & Associates as its 
top-choice architect for 40 units of 
housing for the elderly. 

The project will be financed by the 
state’s Department of Community Af- 
fairs (DCA). It is part of a $31 million 
package to be divided among 16 com- 
munities throughout the state. 

Putnam's projects include conver- 
ting the Putnam School in Cambridge 
to elderly housing and a 60-unit elder- 
ly housing project in East Boston. The 
firm is also working on a development 
for the elderly in Claremont, N.H., 
sponsored by the federal Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 

One of the architect's tasks will be 
to help the authority and the board 
select a suitable site for the project. 
The final site may call for new con- 
struction or for adaptive reuse of an 
old building. 

Buildings listed in the April 1978 ap- 
plication to DCA as possible sites 
were the Peirce, Peabody, Hamilton 
and Emerson schools. Also included 
were Gorin-Leeder's 235-295 
Washington St. building, the 
Gamewell building on Chestnut 
Street, L.E. Gurney's 44 Oak St., the 
Sherman Paper Products Company 


building at 275 Needham St., Security 
Mills on Norwood Avenue, and the 
Mazzola Bakery on Adams Street. 

Not mentioned were the the Murray 
Road School and Claflin Hall, for 
which 15 proposals are currently be- 
ing evaluated. The architect, 
however, will not be limited to those 
buildings listed in the application. 

In working on the elderly housing 
projects, Joseph Henry Putnam, the 
principal of Putnam & Associates, 
said he has consulted sociologists. 


They told him that many elderly are 
fearful of cliques that take over the 
front door seating areas to watch the 
comings and goings of tenants. 

Putnam's solution in the Claremont 
project was to make the seating area 
by the door limited and uncomfor- 
table. Instead he put the conversation 
area further back and blocked its 
view of the front door. 

In designing for the elderly, Put- 
nam said, the single most important

Paul Street project fading 


The city of Newton is contemplating 
landtaking procedures to acquire the 
land on Paul Street, Newton Centre, 
for elderly housing, according to 
Planning Director Charles Thomas. 

Failure of the Board of Aldermen to 
grant a license for an increase in 
storage of oil to the owner of the land, 
Frank Donato, who had relocated his 
oil depot to West Newton, has 
prevented the city purchase of the 
property. 

Under regulations of the U.S, 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, which was to have sub- 
sidized the project, the city must pro- 
vide another site fur a displaced 
business. 

The Board of Aldermen would not 
allow Donato to operate an expanded 


oil business in the business district of 
West Newton because of concerns 
about public safety. He is operating 
under a limited license from another 
firm's property 

Landtaking, however amicable it 
may be, requires HUD approval, 
Thomas said, and he is not at all sure 
that HUD will allow the landtaking. 

The size of the building, and the 
number of units in it, was whittled 
down until it was more or less accep- 
table to the neighborhood through 
many arduous meetings. 

But then the unit cost of the apart- 
ments was too high for HUD, and ar- 
chitects, working with the Planning 
Department, trimmed certain 
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Backman charges state with 
child abuse at Worcester 


State Sen. Jack Backman, chair- 
man of the Human Services Commit- 
tee, and representatives of the Task 
Force on Institutional Violence have 
released a report detailing a pattern 
of child abuse at the Worcester Secure 
Treatment Unit run by the Depart- 
ment of Youth Services. 


Sen. Backman called upon the State 
Secretary of Human Services to con- 
duct a thorough investigation of the 
policies of the Department and the Of- 
fice for Children, which is responsible 
for licensing the facility. 

Although the task force was initially 
directed by the Office for Children to 
make the investigation, Backman 
charged that the Office for Children 
later tried to suppress its findings and 
actually fired two employees for 
allegedly speaking to Backman about 
one suicide and two attempted 
suicides 

The report, compiled by the “Task 
Force on Institutional Abuse’ and 
based on on-site investigations in 
Worcester last spring, details a series 
of incidents which resulted in the 


death or serious injury of adolescents 
in the Commonwealth's custody. The 
Task Force report condemns the 
Department of Youth Service for run- 
ning an abusive facility and charges 
the Office for Children with failure . to 
carry out its monitoring obligations. 
An appendix documents a pattern of 
harassment and the firing of task 
force members apparently designed 
to suppress release of the report. 

“The ,administrators of the pro- 
gram at Worcester have admitted to 
me most of the abuses that the report 
alleges,’’ Backman said. “In fact, my 
personal meetings with the ad- 
ministrators and my inspection of the 
facility at Worcester this week con- 
firmed that the report actually 
understates the abusive treatment of 
the kids at Worcester." 

“We have heard much in recent 
weeks about the state's new commit- 
ment to ending child abuse. It is the 
most incredible hypocrisy to make 
such statements at the same time that 
abusive treatment is taking place in 
the Commonwealth's own  institu- 
tions.”” 


Reports of child abuse rise; 
study of services underway 


‘Reports of child abuse, which 
usually decrease in the summertime, 
are up this year," said Rep. David J. 
Mofenson ‘D-Newton), House chair- 
man of the Committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elderly Affairs. “Since the 
stories surrounding the Gallison child 
abuse case broke this spring, the 
number of reports of child abuse have 
risen dramatically statewide.” 

Mofenson based his comments on 
preliminary findings of the Speaker's 
Special Inquiry on Protective Ser- 
vices. The inquiry is an informal in- 
vestigation and analysis of protective 
services problems which House 
Speaker Thomas McGee established 


two months ago at the request of Rep. 


Mofenson. 


“It is still unclear as to whether the 
in the 


rise reflects an increase 
number of child abuse cases or people 
are becoming more sensitive to the 
importance of reporting problems 
and seeking help,’ Mofenson said. 


The special inquiry staff is current- 
ly visiting regional and _ local 
children's protective services offices 
around the state in an effort to unders- 
tand what the procedural problems 
are in delivering services to abused 
and neglected children in need and to 
their families.

Newton police are still investigating 
the hijacking of over $10,000 worth of 
goods at about 9:15 a.m. when a 23- 
year-old Hyde Park man was driving 
for the George Melhado Company of 
Hyde Park 

- The driver was released unhurt by 
another Melhado truck driver who 
came across the hijacked truck after 
it had been unloaded and left in King's 
Plaza in Braintree. 

Acccording to Newton police, the 
driver, James Harper, was pushed 
forward after getting in his cab by a 
man who held a revolver on the side of 
the driver's face.

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Two developers chosen 
for Moulton St. lots» 


The Planning and Development 
Board has chosen two developers for 
the Moulton Street single-family 
house lots. 


Selected to develop two of the eight 
parcels was David St. John. He is the 
developer and architect of the other 
Moulton Street houses. 


Vine Brook Realty Trust was 
chosen to develop five lots. Vine 
Brook offered to build on a sixth lot, 
but because of the terrain it was 
withdrawn from sale for reappraisal 

Both Vine Brook and St. John plan 
to build three-bedroom homes with an 
estimated sale price of approximately 
$60.000. 

Originally the eight house lots were 


planned. for subsidized single-family 
housing. When federal financing for 
such a project was no longer 
available, the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proved selling the parcels to a 
developer who would build for 
market-level sales. 

The lots were advertised this winter 
to be sold as a package to a single 
developer. When nobody bid on them, 
the Planning & Development Board 
put them on the market for individual 
sale at fixed prices. 

At the same time, the board 
eliminated the requirement of putting 
money down when submitting a pro- 
posal. The current rules give the 
selected developers two weeks to pur- 
chase the land. 


Foster care for elderly and 
disabled tried under new law 


David J. Mofenson (D-Newton), 
has called a new law which directs 
the Department of Public Welfare to 
establish a foster care program for 
aged and disabled adults one of the 
highlights of the 1978 legislative year. 

Mofenson, who as House chairman 
of the Committee on Human Services 
and Elderly Affairs helped shape the 
bill into law, said, ‘The goal is to help 
persons who due to age or disability 
are incapable of living in a home set- 
ting without the presence and 
assistance of another person. It’s 
designed to provide an alternative to 
nursing home institutionalization. 

“Not only does this proposal hold 
out the opportunity for enriched lives 
for the elderly and disabled, but it 
also has the potential for saving the 
Commonwealth millions of dollars 
which other wise would have to be 
spent on institutionalized care,” 
Mofenson said. 


Rules will include “qualifications 
for persons providing foster home 
care, requirements regarding the 
nutritional and personal care ser- 
vices rendered in foster homes, and 
health, fire, safety, and space re- 
quirements for foster homes; and re- 
quirements regarding the medical 
supervision. The Department shall 
investigate all potential sources of 
federal funding for such foster-home 
care and shall take all necessary 
steps to secure such funding. 

This program is a two-year pilot 
program. The Welfare Department is 
directed to “establish criteria to 
evaluate the program's cost effec- 


tiveness and life enhancement 
features” compared to nursing 
homes, and other long-term 


facilities. By May 1980, a decision 
will be made regarding whether the 
program should be extended, altered 
or eliminated. 


Alderman tries again to cut 


size of Board of 


Ald. Ethel Sheehan has filed a 
measure to reduce the size of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Her proposal would cut the Board 
from 16 aldermen-at-large and eight 
ward aldermen to eight of each. 

If the Board of Aldermen votes not 
to cut its size, Sheehan will get 
signatures of 10 percent of the 
registered voters to put the matter on 
the 1979 municipal ballot as a public 
opinion advisory question. 

The outcome would not be binding 
on the Board of Aldermen, but the 
Board would probably heed public 
opinion. A cut in the size of the Board 
made by this method could not take 
effect until the 1981 ballot.

Ald. Sheehan recently co-filed with 
Ald. Robert Sandman a measure to 
halve the present aldermanic salary 
of $1800 a year. The measure was 
defeated. 


Sheehan filed a measure to put the 
question on the ballot as a binding 
question. That proposal was defeated 
by a four-vote margin. An amend- 
ment to change it to a nonbinding 
guestion failed on a tie vote, 12-12. 


Sheehan feels that the 24-member 
size of the Board makes city business 
slow and cumbersome and that ac- 
countability and visibility of 
aldermen would be increased if there 
were fewer of them.

License fees remaining the same 
are package store, _all-alcoholic, 
$1500; druggist, all-alcoholic, $300; 
clpb, all-alcoholic, $1000; commercial 
club, all-alcoholic, $1800; educational 
institution, $1000; seasonal license, 
all-alcoholic, $500; seasonal license, 
wine and malt, $250; common vic- 
tualler, $25; one-day licenses, $15, 

License fees have been increased 
only twice in the past 21 years, most 
recently in 1972. 

Existing state law allows a max- 
imum of $2500 for a seven-day all- 
alcoholic license8and $1000 for a 
seven-day wine and malt license for a 
restaurant, Merrill noted.

Hoping to save money, the Newton- 
ville Advisory Committee 


unanimously rejected last week hav- 
ing a master plan developed for the 
village, choosing instead to concen- 
trate on specific projects for its com- 
munity development program. 

The projects were hammered out 
in previous meetings after sifting 
through the suggestions gathered at 
the villages needs assessment 
meeting held in May. They are a tot 
lot and shade trees for Albemarle 
Park, seating areas in front of the 
Newtonville library and at the corner 
of Walnut and Austin Street, alter- 
native greenery for the business 
district, and greenery at the Austin 
Street and Star Market parking lots. ‘ 

Arguing for a master plan, Samuel 
Glass said the village center suffers 
from the split caused by the bridge 
over the turnpike. A master plan, 
developed by an expert, could point 


the way to unifying the two 
segments, he said. 

Newton Corner also suffers from 
such a split, said committee member 
Martina Jackson. Its community 
association hired Skidmore, Owings, 
& Merril (S.0.M.), a firm with a 
track record in solving such pro- 
blems, she added. After spending 
much time and & money, S.O.M. may 
not have developed plans satisfac- 
tory to the community, Ms. Jackson 
said. 

Newtonville’s budget—$10,000 for 
planning and $150,000 for implemen- 
tation—is not any as large as Newton 
Corners, Ms. Jackson said. It cer- 
tainly will not be enough to solve the 
bridge problem, she said. 

A master plan would be cheaper 
than doing only specific projects, 
which in the end may not solve the 
village's problem, Glass said. A con- 
sultant is an expert and would know 
what to do with the bridge, he added. 

The committee would like to do 


much of the planning itself, commi! 
te Chairman Margaret Hannige 
said. Then it should have some of it

ded.

Drinan says small businesses need 
help in competing for U.S. 


Legislation introduced by Con- 
gressman Robert F. Drinan to pro- 
vide small companies a larger share 
of federal contracts has been approv- 
ed by the Senate Committee on Small 
Business and endorsed by more than 
100 members of the House of 


Representatives. 
Drinan will visit over a dozen 
businesses, including the Lake 


Systems Corporation in Newton, dur- 


ing the upcoming district work 
period. 

Drinan indicated that previous 
visits he has nade to district 


businesses strengthened his belief 
that small firms need assistance in 
competing for government contracts. 

‘My legislation could _ benefit 
several hundred small companies in 
the 4th Congressional District and 
literally thousands of businesses in 
the New England region,” said 
Drinan, ‘‘and it ultimately promises 
to decrease government purchasing 
costs by increasing competition. The 
support of HR 9321 has been over- 
whelming and I am optimistic that it 
will become law in the 95th Con- 
gress."” 

“Small businesses _ contribute 
almost half of the nation’s GNP anda 
vast majority of private sector jobs, 
yet they receive only $1 out of every $5 
in procurement by the federal govern- 
ment,”’ Drinan said. ‘‘More 
equitable treatment of small 
businesses can and should be a priori- 
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ty of federal purchasing policy.” 

“What small businesses are asking 
for is a fighting chance and fair com- 
petition, not charity or subsidies from 
the government. At the very least, my 
bill will ensure that small firms have 
the information, the access, and the 
even-handed treatment from federal 
agencies which they are presently 
denied.” 

The Small Business Government 
Contracting Reform Act, HR 9321, 
was drafted by Drinan early in 1977 to 
alleviate the procedural obstacles 
which prevent small firms from com- 
peting with large corporations for 
their share of the $60 billion govern- 
ment procurement market. 

The legislation mandates that 
government contract provisions be 
explained in plain English; that 
prime contract awards be contingent 


contracts 


on adequate plans for small-business 
contracting; that agencies give small 
firms free access to bidding materials 
and at least 30 days to bid on each con- 
tract; and that arbitration panels be 
established to resolve minor contract 
disputes without the trouble and ex 

pense of going to court. 

HR 9321 has been endorsed by the 
Smaller Business Association of New 
England, National Small Business 
Association, Council of Smaller 
Enterprises, and the American 
Association of Small Research Cor- 
porations. 

The Drinan legislation has been 
cosponsored by 105 members of Con- 
gress, almost a quarter of the House 
of Representatives, and inspired a 
similar bill by Senator Gaylord 
Nelson, chairman of . the Senate 
Select Committee on Small Business. 


West Newtorrman charged with arson 


Arthur P. Lipman, 35, of 128

under the car. The car had been dren 
ched with kerosene.

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Dumping of 
nuclear waste 


In recent months there have been an 
increasing number of demonstrations 
against the construction of nuclear 
plants. The latest was in California 
and was even larger than the several 
at Seabrook, New Hampshire. There 
have also been hearings in three parts 
of the country about the problem of 
disposing of radioactive waste. Both 
“‘anti-nuke”’ and “pro-nuke’’ 
spokesmen expressed doubts. 

Dr. Andrew Kadak of the New 
England Power Company, which 
seeks a step-up in nuclear facilities, 
said in Boston that ‘‘the public is con- 
vinced that the government doesn’t 
know what to do with the waste. The 
public wants to believe in the govern- 
ment’s answer to the problem, but it 
has been given precious little evidence 
that the government knows what it is 
doing.” 

Two incidents in different parts of 
the country and unrelated to nuclear 
plants should indeed raise doubts 
about the effectiveness of destroying 
lethal products. 

The case of the accidental mixture 
of PBBs in cattle feed in Michigan 
meant that hundreds of cattle had to 
be slaughtered and buried. But the 
problem didn’t end. Farmers have 
found that apparently the PBBs 
seeped into the ground, presumably 
from cattle wastes before they were 
destroyed. Sheep raised on the same 
acres are now evigcing symptons of 
the same illness, It even may be that 
grains and vegetables grown in that 
soil could carry traces. 

In Niagara Falls, vapors from 
chemical wastes dumped into an aban- 
doned canal and covered with soil and 
clay thirty years ago, have surfaced. 
It isn’t only the odor that is foul. At 
least 11 of the chemicals are known 
carcinogens. The incidence of birth 
malformations, miscarriages and skin 
eruptions are higher than average. 
Pregnant women and families with in- 
fants have been ordered to leave their 
homes. The area will probably be 
declared a disaster area. Yet the 
method of disposing of the chemicals 
had been considered safe in 1948. 

The Interagency Review Group, 
headed by the director of energy 
research in the Department of 
Energy, is specifically studying the 
problems of disposal of nuclear 
wastes. It has been holding hearings 
around the country. Meanwhile the 
problem continues to grow. 

There are now about 330,000 cubic 
feet of waste froin commercial power 
plants in storage, submerged in pools 
at the plants. The Defense Department 
has 11 million cubic feet of high level 
waste in storage. Some observers 
believe that such storage areas will be 
full to overflowing at just about the 
time the oil crunch is upon us — about 
ten years from now. Proposals to 
transfer the waste into the sea, or 
shoot it into space, have been largely 
discounted. Six states are now under 
consideration for a waste isolation 
pilot plant in which there would be 
what is now considered a long time 
burial. Undoubtedly citizens of those 
states will have a few demonstrations 
too. After all, no one wants what are 
now the unknown long term conse- 
quences of exposure in radioactive 
materials. 

With oil shortages apparently a 
reality in the near future, the United 
States desperately needs alternative 
sources of power.

A long, extra

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Carter has 
had a long hot summer. 

Items: 

—Much of his domestic program, including his 
energy proposals, are stalled in Congress. 

—He has had serious differences with three key 
Democrats: House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill, 
AFL-CIO President George Meany and Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy. 

—According to the polls, many voters are skep- 
tical about his competence. 

In conversations with several key staff members, 
one gets the impression that Carter and their aides 
have been assuming much of the blame 
themselves. There are signs, however, that they 
may be shifting some of the blame to Congress 

The problem, in their opinion, is that the White 
House has failed to focus clearly on priority items 
and has failed to pursue in a clear, crisp fashion 
what Carter is doing. 

Itis expected that in the weeks to come, there will 
be a more thematic approach to what Carter says 
and does. Without this kind of approach, aides say. 
it is difficult to get a clear grasp of who Jimmy 
Carter is and where he is going. 

This was evident in his speech this week to rural 
audience in Columbia, Mo. Carter spoke about farm 
prices, but in even more strongly about the need for 
Congress to deal with what he feels is now a serious 
domestic problem, inflation. 

Surely, some of the responsibility for the slow 
progress of the energy bill, hospital cost 
containment, voter registration, civil service 
reform, tax reform and other Carter initiatives 
must be placed on Congress itself. 

In the case of Congress, there are 539 members, 
each responsible only to his own constituency, 
many of them representing districts with almost 
total anonymity, with no newspaper or electronic 
reporters in Washington from their districts to keep 
track of them. 

It's easy on Capitol Hill to forget favors from 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue downtown, to put one’s 
regional interests ahead of the national interest, to 
rely on personal persuasion than on rational discus- 
sion. 

That's a possible reason why O'Neill, one of the 
most powerful persons in America, could, in a fit of 
pique because a bureaucract friend of his got fired, 
refuse to talk to the president's representative 

This was one of the embarrassing moments for 
Carter this summer, when he turned employment 
agent to find a $51,000-a-year White House job for

Robert Griffin, who only a few days before had been 
dismissed from the scandalridden General Services 
Administration. 

Whether Carter or Congress is more to blame, the 
public, if the polls are correct, tends to blame the 
president. Some surveys indicate that he should not 
run in 1980, and if he does, he probably would get 
beaten. 


Carter's differences with Kennedy, on whom is 
now the regular quadrennial speculation that he is 
running for president, came over natigpal health 
insurance. Kennedy, chairman of the Senate Health 
subcommittee, wants to move much faster than the 
president. who wants to tie full health insurance to 
the economy. 


Carter's differences with Meany came over his 
handling of the economy, and especially the presi- 
dent's decision to hold federal pay increases to 


about 5 percent and the suggestion the private sec- 
tor ought to do likewise. 

Aides say that there is in Carter a little bit of the 
preacher and a little bit of the engineer. He does 
have a clear sense of the nation and what he wants 
to achieve, they say, and if he can begin to speak 
out with clarity and sensitivity to the people's 
moods and needs, as he did during the campaign, he 
will recapture the momentum. 

Carter is a person of high morals and impeccable 
private behavior. and the polls about him personal- 
ly actually reflect this, At least one aide says that if 
to be successful Carter, for instance, has to give in 
on what he feels are inefficient and wasteful water 
projects to be a successsful politician, he would 
prefer to be a one-term president. 

But they argue that he is both competent and 
tough, and they recognize this is what they ought to 
emphasize more. 





A sour Strain in sweet Sunkist

NEW YORK — For years, Sunkist 
was a sweet word to both my stomach 
and my soul. But of late, those golden- 
flavored oranges have begun to sour 
my spirits, although I continue to 
please my palate with these citrus 
delights. 

To me, Sunkist was more than a 
fruit; it was a philosophy. It was a 
symbol of the little man who made it. 

Sunkist is a cooperative — a form of 
social organization that makes it 
possible for the small independent 
producer to compete with the giants. 
The co-op called Sunkist has several 








thousand members, each of them a 
small-time grower who has joined 
with fellow growers to market their 
products. Without this sort of banding 
together, the diminutive  en- 
trepreneurs long ago would have been 
wiped out by the corporations of agri- 
business. 

Sunkist has been remarkably suc- 
cessful. About 70 percent of the 
California-Arizona citrus crop comes 
from Sunkist members. The combine 
is responsible for exporting more 
citrus than any other grower or com- 
bination of growers, having shipped 
more than 21 million cartons of its 
product overseas last year. 

Now, reports The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, Sunkist is facin9 complaints from 
the Federal Trade Commission that 
may break up the cooperative and — 
worse — may endanger all 
cooperatives in the land. 

The charge is that Sunkist has been 
withholding “unreasonably large” 
quantities of lemons from the market 
in order to keep the price 
unreasonably high. Further charges 
allege that Sunkist has bought out a 
competing processor and that Sunkist 


has signed contracts binding some 
packing houses to work for them ex- 
clusively and to turn away indepen- 
dent growers. 

In effect, this means that Sunkist is 
now doing what agricultural 
monopolies have been doing in the 
past: raising prices artificially, buy- 
ing up competitors, choking indepen- 
dent operators. 

Legally, Sunkist is probably guilty 
of nothing. The Capper-Volstead Act 
of 1922 exempted cooperatives from 
the anti-trust laws on the correct 
theory that it was necessary for the 
little guys to form a “combination” so 
that they could have equal power with 
the big corporations in the business 
arena. 

But now Sunkist, itself, begins to 
look like just another of those cor- 
porations it was originally formed to 
oppose. And the FTC is moving to 
curb Sunkist. 

Under present law, the FTC may 
not be able to do so. Hence, there may 
well be a new law to revoke or amend 
the Capper-Volstead Act. If that hap- 
pens a deadly blow will have been 
struck at all kinds of cooperatives in 





America that have played a positive 
role in making it possible for the 
small businessman to survive. 

Even some of the members of 
Sunkist who created Sunkist to be 
their protector now complain that the 
cooperative has become their op- 
pressor. A former grower is quoted as 
saying: “We need a selling organiza- 
tion, but the co-op itself grows and 
@rows, and we end up working for the 
management instead of the other way 
around.”” 

Once again we are treated to the oft- 
told tale of Frankenstein: the monster 
who turned against his creator.

Congressman Drinan is opposed by Norm Walker, 
teacher and football coach from Newton North high 
school; the winner in this race has no opposition 
from the Republican Party so this is the contest. 

On the state level, the chief constitutional of- 
ficers, —- governor, lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, state treasurer and state auditor — all 
have opposition in both parties and many intrapar- 
ly opponents. 

The shrinking of the State Legislature has 
created built-in opposition in the three intra- and 


inter-city contests along with the scramble of local

candidates seeking to replace those who are mov- 
ing up te higher levels. 

Locally State Sen. Jack Backman is unopposed. 

The county-level candidates for treasurer and 
commissioner ride the coattails of the state can- 
didates, but local candidates and an attempt at 
visibility by some of the candidates may have some 
effect. 

The political activity in Newton has generated 
more candidates from the city and candidates pay- 
ing more attention to Newton. 

But more on each race and candidate in the next 
few weeks.

Save 13-cent stamps for letters 
weighing over one ounce 


Many customers mailing heavy 
envelopes are not aware that postage 
is only 13 cents for each additional 
ounce over one ounce, Postmaster 
Philip Sullivan of Boston said recent 
ly. 

Spot checks of large envelopes 
deposited in post offices in the 
Greater Boston area indicate that 
families are often using two or more 
l5-cent stamps in mailing items 
weighing over one ounce, Postmaster 
Sullivan finds. 

Postal rates effective May 29 call 
for 15 cents for one ounce or less, and 
13 cents for each additional ounce 
through 12 ounces. 

Because many families have a 
surplus of 13-cent stamps on hand, 
Postmaster Sullivan suggests that in 
addition to matching them with two-

Beyond 12 ounces, first-class mail is 
called priority mail Packages 
weighing up to 70 pounds can be mail- 
ed at this rate. 

Within Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, priority packages should be 
delivered the next business day. With 
the exception of a few distant areas, 
there is second-day service within the 
U.S. for priority packages 

Priority mail rates for a five-pound 
package range from $2.72 for

For the past 2'2 years, 
historical groups have 
been trying to acquire the 
threestory, brick Victorian 
house where Baltimore's 
most famous 
newspaperman, critic. 
author and editor was born 
and lived for nearly all his 
75 years. They’ want to 
restore it and open it to the 
public 


They Qaip: the rowhouse 
Mencken so __ fondly 
recalled in “Happy Days” 


has been neglected since it 
was bequeathed to the 
University of Maryland in 
1967 by Mencken's brother, 
August 

It has been divided into 
apartments occupied by 
students in the School of 
Social Work. The first floor 

once used for offices and 


later converted to an 
apartment has been 
closed. 

Most of the original 


furnishings and Victorian 
bric-a-brac were carted off 
to a warehouse, where one 
preservationist says they 
were damaged by fire, or 
taken to the Enoch Pratt 
Free Library where 
Mencken's memory is kept 
alive in a room bearing his 
name. 

The brick walkways in 
the backyard where 
Mencken tended grapes 
are overgrown with grass 
The pony shed he knew as 
a boy has been torn down. 

Now, Joe Anne Whitely, 
a member of the Urflon 
Square Association and the 
Maryland Historical 
Trust's Baltimore com- 
mittee, said she is con- 
sidering asking other 
preservationists to join her 
in filing a suit against the 
university 

I have spoken to an 
attorney and I would not 
hesitate to pursue it,”’ said 
Mrs. Whitely, who lives 
four doors from the 
Mencken house in a one- 
uume funeral home. She 
was sitting on a settee in 
the bay window where 
Mencken's casket was 
placed 

Mrs. Whitely one of 
the movers behind the 
restoration of the Union 
Square historic district, a 
once decaying 
neighborhood — claims the 
university has 
misrepresented its in- 
tentions for the house 
fronting on Union Square 
and has violated the 
conditions of August 
Mencken's will 

But Alice Blondell, who 
has lived next door to the 
Mencken house for more 
than 40 years and knew the 
Mencken family, is certain 
Baltimore's most famous 
writer wouldn't like people 
meddling with his 
brother's will. 

“He'd turn over in his 
grave if he knew all the 
fuss they were making 
over his house,"’ she said 
Mrs. Blondell thinks the 
house is fine “just the way 
it is’ and the preser- 
vationists should leave the 
neighborhood alone. 

Mrs. Whitely, who never 
knew Mencken, said it is a 
“sacrilege’’ that the house 
where Mencken did so 
much of his writing is not 
open to visiting scholars on 


a regular basis. The 
Mencken family was 
meticulous about the 
house's upkeep and 
Mencken always had 


strong ties to it 

Mencken's first 
publishing venture began 
in that house, at 1524 
Hollins St., after he 
received a printing press 

- a Baltimore No. 10 Self 
Inker — for Christmas the 
year he turned 8. 

And he died in that same 
house, on Jan. 26, 1956 

Some critics claim Mrs. 
Whitely and her husband 
Robert, who are in the real 
estate business and own 
several pieces of property 
in the Union Square urea, 
are interested in the 
preservation of the Menck- 
en house as bait to sell 
more real estate 

But Mrs. Whitely, who 
grew up in the 
neighborhood, said

Commenting on a report issued by 
the House of Representatives Select 
Committee on Aging, Drinan said 
“the extent of poverty among the 
elderly stands as painful evidence of

the inadequacy of the programs 
created to assist impoverished older 
Americans." 

Drinan, who is the only member of 
the Massachusetts delegation ever to 
sit on the House Select Committee on 
Aging, called for an end to ‘the 
deplorable pattern of indifference and 
neglect that has forced over 3.3 
million Americans over the age of 65 
to live below the poverty level. 

“The extent of poverty among the 
aged and the accompanying despair 
partially account for the bleak fact 
that out of every four suicides in the 
United States is committed by an 
elderly person," Drinan said. 

The committee report detailed the 
pervasiveness of poverty among the 
elderly. It pointed out that “although 
persons above 65 constitute little 
more one-tenth of the population, they 
account for 29 percent of all persons in 
America receiving below $3,200 an- 
nually,"’ he said. 

“The federal program designed 
specifically to assist the elderly must 
be strengthened,” Drinan said. He 
noted the report's findings that 
almost three-quarters of the families 
who depended on Social Security and 
supplemental security income in 1975 
fell below the poverty line or were just 
slightly above it. 

“Despite Medicare and Medicaid, 
elderly persons still pay a far greater 
out-of-pocket cost for health care than 
any other age group in America,” 
Drinan said, ‘In addition, these pro- 
grams encourage the institutionaliza- 
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tion of the elderly, thereby severing 
many persons from family and com- 
munity ties,” the congressman said.

Staying within the budget was 
another concern.

Thomas and the board ranked Put- 
nam as their first choice after inter- 
viewing five finalists. These were 
selected by sifting through 51 applica- 
tions, choosing 16, and then narrowing 
those down to five. 


The four others selected were Hugh 
Adams Russell, _ Bastille-Neiley, 
Dinisco Associates, and Endevor. 
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Each was interviewed for a minimum 


of 45 minutes, 

After the interviews, the field was 
narrowed to three. In a second vote 
board members Margaret Smith, Otis 
Robinson, Harry Crosby, and David 
Lurensky as well as Thomas ranked 
Putnam first. Alternate member 
Ellen Lipson ranked the firm second 


The final selection, according to 
Thomas, is dependent on DCA’s ap- 
proval. In addition, since no one ar- 
chitect can work on more than one of 
the 16 projects, it must first be deter- 
mined if Putnam was selected by 
another community’ he said. If such is 
the case, the architect makes a 
choice, Thomas said. 
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Police test radio network in single-engine aircraft

How much would it cost for 55 
Greater Boston police departments to 
pool their resources and lease a 
single-engine airplane to keep a bird's 
eye view on high-speed chases and in- 
ter8city parades and marathons? 

That question may come up at some 
future meeting of the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC), since ex- 
Perimentation with a new police radio 
network has demonstrated that new 
hand-held police radios can com- 
muricate with any of 1100 cruisers on 
the ground.

Timothy Coogan, administrative 
aide to Newton Police Chief William 
Quinn, said officers from other com- 
munities who fly on their own time 
took up the four-channel radios and 
tested them recently with auxiliary 
antennas outside the planes. 

Calling themselves ‘‘Air 1,"’ the off- 
duty officers were able to com- 
municate directly with ‘Newton 501” 
cruiser and several other cruisers and 
police departments. 

The idea of ground-to-air com- 
munications is not new, of course, but 
before the Boston Area Police 
Emergency Radio Network 


(BAPERN) started operation, there 
was no way a pilot could talk to police 
officers on the ground unless the air- 
craft could carry 55 radios for the 
various police forces. 

Any BAPERN radio has four fre- 
quencies, two of which allow for 
transmitting to any of the 55 com- 
munities, one of which covers the 
North, West, or South districts, and 
one for the local police department. 

Coogan said BAPERN took seven 
years to develop after the GBPC was 
formed in 1969. The system, partially 
federally funded, uses repeaters that 
receive signals from local radios, 


boost them with more power, and 
send them out again to be heard over 
the Greater Boston area. 

Coogan, who worked extensively 
with contractors for the BAPERN 
system, said many large cities use 
aircraft in police work’ but would not 
speculate when any formal plans 
might be presented for purchase or 
lease of an aircraft by the GBPC. 

Newton police have used the 
BAPERN system in . a few high- 
speed chases, but Coogan said the 
system is used more in northern 
suburbs where there are more armed 
robberies and high-speed chases.

Talent reflected in a variety of patterns

Charlotte Roth Wolfe of Chestnut Hill is a woman 
headed in many directions at once—-sewing direc- 
tions, that is. 

Now a fashion designer, she has been sewing 
since she was four. It was not until her children 
were almost grown—-the eldest is now 19—-that 
she followed a path dictated by her talents. 

She has built a successful business using her 
natural and seemingly endless creative sewing 
ability. 

When Mrs. Wolfe graduated from The School of 
Fashion Design in Buston, her husbands Norman's 
gift to her was the addition to their home of a large, 
airy sewing room. It was the start of her business. 

In that long, bright room overlooking the 
Chestnut Hill golf course, Mrs. Wolfe creatively 
transforms fabric. Sewn into the garment is her 
label—-either “Charlotte of Chestnut Hill" or “IXL 
Chestnut Hill.” 

Born in Harrisonburg, Virginia, she still retains 
a Southern softness to her voice. It was her grand- 
father, “Roth the Tailor” who introduced her to his 
sewing machine. Today, she still uses his sterling 
silver thimble. 

Often as she works, an album of opera music is 
playing in the background. Mrs. Wolfe is an opera 
buff who has been studying with Jane Appleton and 
William Miranda. Music is something woven into 
her life. It is not only the love of the music which 
spurs her on. She studies with an eye on learning 

about opera costuming for the stage. Costum- 
ing is an aspect of fashion design which intrigues 
her. During Halloween, everyone in her 
neighborhood can hardly wait to come to the Wolfe 
house for their yearly “fright.” For Mrs. Wolfe 
creates a ‘fun house" and greets them at the door 
dressed as an old witch. When they enter, they 
meet the rest of the family disguised as the ‘‘Red 
Devil,"’ a ghost, a black cat and “Zorro.” 

The costumes became well-known and Mrs. 
Wolfe was asked to lend them for a ‘First Night 
"78" press conference. 

It wasn't the first time her costumes have gone 
public. She designed the costumes for the locally 
produced children's television fantasy series, 
“Catch a Rainbow.” 

Her sewing talent became apparent when she 
was nine years old. Then, she took the tuxedo her 
father was married in and made herself a three 
piece suit. 

However, as a young woman, she was not con- 
tent to go in only one direction. Thus, while she won 
a first prize at the North Carolina State Fair for an 
afghan, she also went on to win three medals from 
the National Fraternity of Student Musicians—- 
and worked part-time cataloguing ‘‘one of the 
countries largest private coin collections.” 

Liberal Arts was her major at the University of 
North Carolina and when she graduated she got a 
job with the Central Intelligence Agency. She met 
her husband, a lawyer, in Washington and the cou- 
ple moved to New York. 

There she landed another interesting job. She 
worked for Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt and Harold 
Russell at the World Veteran's Fund, a United Na- 
tions affiliated agency. 

She rode in the elevator with Eleanor Roosevelt 
and Vanderbilt gave her his opera tickets to use 
regularly. But no matter where she was, sewing re- 
mained a part of her and she would enroll in course 
after course. It is knowledge she puts to use every 
day. 

While setting up her business, her first customer 
arrived sooner than expected. “It was a friend who 
needed a dress desparately,” and so before the 
new room was completed, her business was laun- 
ched. 

Today, her backleg can be anywhere from two to 
six months. Customers do not always want new 
clothes. Sometimes she “recycles” by a garment. 
For example, ‘I made a new wedding gown trom 
an old one.”’ Some customers do not want a new 
pattern—they want her to copy a famous 
designer's pattern.

An original pattern can costs between $25-100 
plus notions, fabric, snaps, interfacing—"'if there 
is a lot of detail such as handhemming, then it 
becomes more expensive.” She arrived at what 
she should charge with assistance from “Pat” 
Fiandaca of Fiandaca Couturier. He was one of her 
former teachers. 

Cost also put her in another phase of her 
business. In an effort to save money, some people 
wanted to do some of the work themselves. Mrs. 
Wolfe then began a school for adults and children. 
She charges $6 for two hours. 

Because she herself enjoys learning, she joined 
the Costume Society of America, the American In- 
stitute of Textile Arts and is a founding member of 
the recently established Women Business Owners 
of New England. 

As a pastime she enjoys collecting antiques that 


have to do with sewing. ‘‘I have a piece of fabric 
from General Pershing's uniform because my 
father worked in a factory which made the uniform 
and saved the piece—he gave it to me when I was 
a little girl."" cPD She also swims, plays tennis and 
golf and has won a hole-in-one cup and tennis com- 
petition awards. Her interest in tennis led her to 
design tennis outfits. 

Recently she was selected artisan of the month 
by the Newton Free Library where seven cases 
displayed her ‘Sewing Directions.”” Through the 
display, she hoped to point out ‘‘career op- 
portunities for the creative designer. It wasn't 
theory, it was all applied knowledge—it was her 
style of growth. 

Mrs. Wolfe continues to develope. ‘‘Someday,”” 
she mused, ‘‘I will teach a course on all the ways 
you can use the circles in sewing.””

For months, you've spade, raked, 
planted, weeded and chased the rab- 
bits and woodchucks from your 
garden and now it's time for your 
reward: basketsful of red, green and 
yellow vegetables — a credit to your 
green thumb. 


As the bounty continues, you'll 
want to prepare them in varied ways. 
Add spices for tasty interest. There's 
caraway seed, for instance, for green 
cabbage, new potatoes and carrots. 
Dill weed or seed for leafy greens, 
cucumbers or green vegetables. Mix- 
ed pickling spice for sweet-sour beets 
and curry powder for butters for 
sweet corn or cauliflower. This just 
starts the list — your tastebuds will 
furnish further inspiration. 


Stir-fried green beans, carrots and 
cherry tomatoes cooked in a skillet 
are as appetizing as their vivid colors 
would lead you to believe. Onion is a 
must for almost any vegetable and 
here rehydrated sauteed onion flakes 
can make a savory contribution. 
Basil and chives complement not on- 
ly tomatoes, but green beans, peas, 
zucchini or whatever's coming out of 
your garden at this time. When the 
home garden is brimming over with 
red pepper, think canned relish. 


Quick Ratatouille is a healthful and 
colorful combination eggplant, 
tomato, zucchini and celery. This is 
tastily seasoned so that it’s perfect as 
a relish when served cold as well as a 
hot vegetable. 


HERBED SUMMER 
VEGETABLE SKILLET 


3 tablespoons onion flakes 


% teaspoon instant minced garlic

4 tablespoons vegetable oil, divided

Why was a full-size bus used to 
carry one Day Junior High athlete 
from his school to Newton North High 
School for an inter-school meet? 


Are two buses needed to transport 
the varsity and junior varsity 
lacrosse teams to practice fields in 
Newton, or could one bus make 
separate trips for each team? 


Newton Centre resident George 
Levine raised these questions at the 
first meeting of Transportation Com- 
mittee chaired by School Commit- 
teeman Howard Spergel. 


Levine, who works for the 
Metropolitan Coach Service for 
Newton school children, said the 
above three examples of questionable 
use were indeed exceptions to the ser- 
vice contracted by the School Depart- 
ment. . 

Sue Baldauf, a street worker for the 
Human Services Department, told 
about the needs for transportation by 
Weeks Junior High School students 
who answered a survey in school last 
year. 

Students would like to get to other 
parts of the city after school, and 
especially on weekends.

Book review 

Dr. Barnard’s 
thought-provoking 
medical novel 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Christiaan Barnard. ‘In the Night Season" 
Prentice-Hall, 261 pp. $8.95. 

Cancer is no longer a taboo subject in fiction - 
numerous novels of late deal with it - and one of the 
most provoking is this novel by the famous South 
African heart surgeon whose heart transplants 
startled the world. In fact, Dr. Barnard not only 
questions the treatment of breast cancer, but also br- 
ings into his story moral and ethical questions, ques: 
tions faced by doctors who must decide if life is to be 
prolonged beyond hope, and their role in euthanasia. 

Barnard's novel is set in South Africa, adding a 
unique political and cultural dimension to his story. 
The protagonist is a general practitioner, Dr. 
Charles de Ja Porte, third generation landed gentry 
in South Africa, and his patient, Dr. Janice Case. 
Dr. Case is young, beautiful, very intelligent, and it 
has been determined, though she does not know it, 
that she has a malignant growth in her breast which 
has spread to her spine, All indications are that 
Janice, herself an outstanding physician, is dying. 
Dr. de la Porte makes the decision not to tell her of 
her cancer, for obvious as well as complex personal 
reasons. 

This act is denounced as unethical medical prac- 
tice and Dr. de la Porte is faced with a huge malprac- 
tice suit at the urging of another physician who 
discovers the truth months later. 

A mastectomy is performed and chemotherapy 
begun. Dr. de la Porte defends his position to his at- 
torney but hides the personal involvement with the 
patient Janice. 

Flashbacks reveal that 15 years previous he and 
Janice were lovers when she was a fourth year 
medical student and involved in radical (Com- 
munist) activities in the university. As the years 
pass they each marry other partner but remain 
friends. more 

In recent years Janice has built and presides over 
a hospital for the aged, with the help of her wealthy 
journalist husband. It is out of love and compassion 
for her, and the knowledge that her condition is 
hopeless, that has lead Dr. de la Porte to his deci- 
sion. 

Much of the novel is an attempt to create the full 
character of Dr. de la Porte, a man of competence, 
compassion and protectiveness, who must represent 
the status quo in white South Africa. Contrasting 
this portrait is Dr. Janice Case, who has in the past 
championed the rights of blacks and is now minister- 
ing to the aged, and the young and vigorous doctor 
who takes over her treatment, using the latest scien- 
tific and technological techniques. Both points of 
view are convincing, yet there is the moral question 
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of action which remains unresolved almost to the 
Inst page. 

Janice's condition worsens, and being medically 
knowledgeable to the extent that she knows she is 
dying, she attempts suicide by taking poison. Her 
young doctor saves her, but her own husband comes 
i Dr. de la Porte begging him to intervene, to let her 

ie. 

The ethical dilemma is dramatic and real, but 
whether this novel gives a satisfactory answer 
ultimately depends upon the reader. Dr. Barnard's 
disturbing novel is at the Newton Main Library or

Thrill to a sunrise over the rim of Haleakala Crater 
(House of the Sun), world’s largest dormant 
volcano. Cruise near Lahania in a glass bottom boat 
and watch for the prized black coral. According to 
legend, the Hawaiian demigod Maui fished the 
islands from the sea and scattered them in their 
present chain. When your tour ends here, you may 
say ‘Maui no Ka ot" (Maui is the best. )

Still, this is ancient history to the 28- 
year-old bachelor who realizes that 
the tennis game is getting more com- 
petitive—and has seen his ranking 
drop to 258th on the computer due to 
inactivity. He has played very little in 
the last year, just getting back into 
shape in hopes of playing Longwood. 
He won a NETS tourney in Vermont a 
movth ago and then qualified for the 
Volvo Tourney in New Hampshire 
before being beaten by Nick Saviano. 


It is refreshing in the days of in- 
creased prize money and the business 
end of sports, to see a player travel to 
Vermont to play in a tournament with 
only $500 as a first prize. He may not 
be very good compared to even some 
of the unseeded players in this tourna- 
ment, but Longwood and its in- 
habitants know who he is, and admire 
him for what he does so well.

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Selecting a school is one of life's majo 


Juniors and seniors going back to 
high school this fall will be asking 
themselves one of life's most impor- 
tant questions: ‘‘Where will I go to 
school after graduation?" 

The answer will affect their earning 
power, career opportunities, and how 
and where they will spend the rest of 
their lives. Yet, many make the final 
decisions without investigating all the 
options, says Richard H. McClintock, 
president of ITT Educational Ser- 
vices, Inc., which is one of the coun- 
try's largest networks of career train- 
ing schools. 

Ask questions 

Whether you're planning to attend a 
junior or community college, a four- 
year college or university, or a post- 
secondary trade or business school, 
McClintock advises drawing up a list 
of questions to ask school officials, 
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students, graduates and employers 
who regularly recruit at the school. 


What are some of the most tmpor- 
tant questions to ask? “Find out the 
school's entrance standards," Mc- 
Clintock says. 


“The school should enroll only those 
students who have the potential and 
motivation to succeed in their course 
of study. Also, check teacher creden- 
tials for academic training and work 
experience. 


McClintock says another indication 
that the school can provide equality 
education is its accreditations, such 
as by state licensing, professional 
association approval, or by ac- 
crediting groups like the Association 
of Independent Colleges and Schools 


and the National Association of Trade 
and Technical Schools. 


Talk to the school's placement 
director to find out if you'll receive 
assistance in finding a good job when 
you graduate. 


“At proprietary schools like the 
business and technical schools 
operated by ITT Educational Ser- 
vices, ask to see the Placement 
Report required by the U.S. Office of 
Education for schools receiving 
federally insured loans, federal 
grants and Veteran's Administration 
approval," McClintock advises.

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“This report specifies the number 
of students who have graduated from 
the school in each curriculum, how 
many requested placement 
assistance, the number who were 
placed in jobs related to their train- 
ing, and their average starting 
salaries." 


The placement department also 
should be able to tell you which 
employers visit the school regulariy 
to interview students for jobs in your 
chosen field. McClintock says. 

“Find out if the placement depart- 
ment surveys graduates and 
employers to determine if they are 
mutually satisfied,"’ he adds. “‘Then

talk to several employers and 
graduates yourself." 
McClintock recommends visiting 


both with and without 
“feel” for 


the school, 
classes in session to get a‘ 
the institution. 


Check to see if textbooks and equip- 
ment are up-to-date and sufficient in 
numbers. Ask students what they 
think of the school and why they chose 
to go there. 


“You also should determine what 
your education will cost,"” McClintock 
says. “In addition to out-of-pocket ex- 
penses for tuition and fees, room and 
board, books, supplies, travel and in- 
cidentals, consider how long you will 
be in school before you can begin 
working and earning a salary.

Dukakis appoints Dr. Mogul 
to medical registration board 


Gov. Michael Dukakis recently 
appointed Kathleen M. Mogul, 
M.D., of Newton, as a member of 
the state's Board of Registration 
and Discipline in Medicine. 

The board has responsibility for 
licensing all physicians in the Com- 
monwealth and for investigating 
complaints against them. The 
board also has broad disciplinary 
powers for physicians who have 
violated either the board's rules 
and regulations or state laws. Each 
physician in the state must register 
with the board every two years. 

The board is composed of five 
licensed physicians and two public 
members who receive a salary of 
$1000 per year plus travel ex- 
penses. 

In making the appointment 
Dukakis said, ‘‘Dr. Mogul is a well- 
known, experienced psychiatrist 
whose presence on this board will 
greatly increase its ability to serve 
our consumers.” 

The governor went on to en- 
courage people to take their com- 
plaints to the state’s 27 boards of 
registration, saying that ‘‘these 
boards can play a valuable role in 
aiding our consumers to receive 
the quality care and services they 
need and deserve. They can only be 
effective, however, if we make use 
of them.”’ 

Mogul has a private practice in 
general psychiatry in Newton, and 
is a‘ clinical instructor in 
psychiatry at the Massachusetts 
Mental Health Center. She has also 
served as a psychiatric consultant 
to the Florence Crittenton Home in 
Brighton and the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Multi-Service 


Mogul received her B.A. from 
Barnard College and her M.D. 
from Harvard Medical School, She 
has served as chairwoman of both 
the Health and Safety Committee 
of Newton High School and the 
Mental and Public Health Commit- 
tee of the Newton PTA Council.

Auto theft rate 


Massachusetts’ highest-in-the-nation car theft 
rate is continuing to hit motorists in the pocketbook 
through high costs for auto comprehensive in- 
surance, reports the Insurance Information In- 
stitute. 


According to the FBI, the Bay State's auto theft 
rate is nearly three times the national average, 
higher than in New York, California, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania. In 1976, latest year for which com- 
plete statistics are available, 76,257 auto thefts 
were reported in Massachusetts. 


Paid insurance losses on the theft of 
Massachusetts private passenger cars — whether 
the entire vehicle or parts stripped from the car — 
amounted to $60,642,632 in 1976. But this figure 
alone, said the institute, does not tell the full story 
of how the state's notorious stolen car rate is vic- 
timizing motorists year after year in the cost of in- 
surance. 

Optional comprehensive insurance covers not on- 
ly theft but also fire, vandalism, glass breakage, 
flood and a number of other perils, all of which pro-

On this basis, the institute notes that the cost of 
comprehensive insurance could be reduced 
materially in Massachusetts if the frequency of 
auto thefts were lowered, at least to levels ap- 
proaching the FBI national average of 446 thefts 
per 100,000 population. In 1976, the Massachusetts 
rate stood at 1313 per 100,000 residents.

Increased public awareness and anti-theft ac- 
tivities by law enforcement agencies, the insurance 
industry and other private groups have brought 
about an encouraging improvement in the theft 
rates of a number of Massachusetts communities 
last year. Recent reports of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles indicate a decline in theft for 1977, and in- 
surance industry data on losses will become 
available later this year.

The institute cautions that leaving your car 
unlocked invites theft. In many cases, thieves must 
work within seconds to avoid detection, and fre- 
quently a locked car will provide sufficient deter- 
rent to discourage the theft. In addition to rolling up 
the windows and locking the doors before leaving a 
parked car, the motorist never should leave 
packages, clothing or luggage in the passenger 
compartment. And whenever possible, be sure to 
park in a well-lighted area.

Aldermen hear pleas to delay 
$1 million Underwood project

Proponents for the $1 million 
renovation project at Underwood 
School defended their plans for what 
might be the last time Monday night 
at a public hearing before the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The hearing was brought on by 
members of the Newton Citizens for 
Neighborhood Schools (NCNS), who 
petitioned for the Board to postpone 
its approval of a bond issue for the 
renovation for 60 days. 

The aldermen are expected to vote 
on the bond issue for the Newton Cor- 
ner school Tuesday. 

At least four of the aldermen are 
sympathetic to those who are not 


pleased with the School Committee's 
performance in regard to recent 
school closings. 

According to Clerk of the Board of 
Aldermen Edward English, Ald. 
Carol Ann Shea, Cynthia Creem, 
Robert Tennant, and Rodney Barker 
have filed a resolution to ask the 
School Committee to formulate a 
“comprehensive plan" dealing with 
declining enrollment, surplus space, 
and especially to consider redistric- 
ting. 

English said the resolution was filed 
Aug. 28, but has no direct tie-in with 
the delay request. 


Elizabeth Cody of NCNS spoke 
strongly for delaying the bond issue 
until more information comes from 


the School Committee. No one at the 
hearing stated the renovation work 
should never be done. 

Ms. Cody said, ‘In one area the 
autonomy of the School Committee 
must be redefined. It should not allow 
for the School Committee to remain in 
the real estate business.” 


Brian Yates, an NCNS member 
from Upper Falls, disagreed with the 
opinion of his group and urged the 
aldermen to pass the Underwood 
money soon. 

Regarding the request for a 6(-day 
delay to allow the School Committee 
to produce a long-range study, Yates 
said, “This School Committee lacks

Blind maneuver through city

Teaching the blind mobility in 
Newton is loaded with snafus, one of

“While teaching, I have been asked 
to leave (the mall) by both the securi- 
ty guards and by the management,” 
said Michael Scione, a mobility in- 
structor at the Carroll Center for the 
Blind. Because of its design and con- 
struction, the mall is a valuable 
teaching ground for some students, he 
added. 

The mall blames its insurance 
liability, Scione said. But since he has 
not been bothered while teaching 
there in the mornings, he believes the

real reason is the cosmetic effect. The 
blind learning to maneuver about are 
uncomely, said the mobility instruc- 
tor. 

“The mall is not public property,” 
said a member of the mall manage- 
ment office who wished to remain 
unidentified. “If there is an accident, 
we're liable.” 

According to the mall staffer, the 
mall is exclusively for shopping. Even 
politicians on the campaign trail have 
been asked to leave, he said. 

While the mall management may 
be sticky about allowing blind mobili- 
ty students to train, Scione reports 
Newton shopkeepers are on the whole 
most helpful. Many may be surprised 
to learn how thie blind are trained to 
locate their stores.

The new 10th Middlesex district was 
tailor-made for Joe DeNucci, say his

The new district, a result of the cut 
in the House and the consequent 
redistricting, pits DeNucci, seeking 
his second term as a state represen- 
tative, against another incumbent, 
William Stanley of Waltham, in the 
Democratic primary election Sept. 19. 
Stanley had a district to himself in 
Waltham before redistricting. 

Hoping to capitalize on the 
similarities between DeNucci and 
Stanley is Newtonville’s Joan Harr- 
ington, wife of lame-duck Rep. Peter 
Harrington, who decided not to seek 
reelection after his district was merg- 
ed into the new 10th Middlesex. 

By the numbers alone, Newton 
should have the edge in electing a 
representative, since registered 
Democrats in Newton outnumber 
those in Waltham about about 5 to 3.

The blind learn to sniff out a bakery 
shop and to listen for a music store. 
But some stores must be located by 
their distance from a corner. 

Young people working at stores 
sometimes unknowingly make shopp- 
ing difficult for the blind, said Vicky 
Berg, Carroll's other full-time mobili- 
ty instructor. “If they would only say, 
‘May I help you?' the person would be 
able to locate them" she said. 

Shopkeepers running sidewalk 
sales sometimes create a problem, 
Ms. Berg said. The blind use their 
canes by moving them continually 
back and forth to locate dangers. If 
the cane inisses the obstruction, 
because the merchandise is pro- 
truding from a rack or hanging from 
an awning, they are in trouble, Ms. 
Berg said. 


Anything hanging less than eight 
feet from the ground is a danger, Ms. 
Berg said. Tree limbs are frequently 
in this category, she said. Protruding 
rose bushes and fire boxes as well as 
telephones on poles also create 
hazards. 

Glass windows and doors without 
kick plates are another problem, ac- 
cording to Scione. The legally blind 
with limited vision often look through 
the glass, but are unable to see the 
decals put on for the protection of the 
sighted, Scione said. One of Scione's 
students, before coming to Carroll, 
once unknowingly walked through a 
glass door. 

At Carroll mobility instruction is 
always tailored to the student's needs 
and the surroundings he will return to

The announced sale of 34 acres of 
the 60-acre Novitiate land on Win- 
chester Street does not leave enough 
for a city park, according to the 
Newton Conservators, Inc. 


The board of the Conservators, a 
private group that has been urging 
Mayor Theodore Mann to acquire 45 
acres of the property, voted Aug. 22 to 
express ‘‘serious reservations” about 
plans announced by Combined Jewish 
Philanthropies (CJP), purchaser of 
the land from the Xaverian Brothers 
order. 

CJP plans to retain the existing 
buildings, build an indefinite number 


of new structures, and use the proper- 
ty for community purposes and to 
house several Jewish social service 
agencies. 

The land CJP is in the process of 
buying includes the entire frontage 
along Winchester Street about 
halfway to the river, plus a separate 
four-acre piece, containing playing 
fields, that is not contiguous to the 
rest of its property. 

In addition, the CJP wants a right- 
of-way to the Charles River and a 200- 
foot easement on the riverbank.

Three groups cooperated to restock 
the Deer Park after two dogs attacked 
and killed three deer in December 
1977. 

For five days there were eight deer 
in Newton, but on Tuesday night, Aug. 
22, someone cut through a chain at an 
unused gate in the park fence and let 
in a dog. 


According to Steven Nottonson of 
Newton Centre, one of the volunteers 
who helped restock the park, seven 
deer escaped that night. Four were 
captured in the area, two were found 
dead, and one is missing and presum- 
ed dead. 


Nottonson is a director for the New 
England Chapter of Safari Club Inter- 
national, a group that promotes 
hunters' rights and conservation of 
wildlife. 


The Conservation Commission ac- 
cepted his offer to restock the Deer 
Park at no cost after the last deer 
slaying by dogs. 

He arranged for the deer with Ben 
Kruser of the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society and James McDonough of the 
State Department of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 


Nottonson said this week that the 
cooperation of the three groups on this 
project is a ‘first’ in the state, since 
one group often opposes the views of 
the other two. 


The Deer Park is visible from Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway in Chestnut Hill 
and the entrance to the Webster Con- 
servation Area on Suffolk Road. 


Remaining in the park now are one 
buck, three does, and one female 
fawn. The new stock comes from 
Drumlin Farm, owned by the 
Audubon Society. 


Nottonson, who has watched the 
deer in Deer Park since 1948, said con- 
servationists “‘are trying to maintain 
the park for Newton citizens to see 
wildlife up close.”’ 


He asks residents who visit the park 
to report anything suspicious to the 
police, in order to prevent another dog 
incident.

Harrington politics ‘not welcome’

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Intervention 
in Cambodia? 


Sen. George McGovern’s proposal 
for an international military force in 
Cambodia to try to halt the mass kill- 
ings there seems a million light years 
away from his one-time vehement op- 
position to U.S. involvement in Viet- 
nam. There is, of course, a con- 
siderable difference. 


An international force would not 
take sides as did the United States. But 
an international force, to be effective, 
must be essentially accepted by both 
sides-efa conflict as a means of saving 
face. In other words, the combatants 
must really want peace. That does not 
yet seem to be the situation in Cam- 
bodia. 


Atrocities against Cambodian peo- 
ple have apparently come from two 
sources. The most serious have come 
from Cambodians themselves, the 
relatively new Communists acted 
when they first gained power. One 
method to insure allegiance is terror, 
punishment for the slightest deviation 
and wiping out of any oppositionists. 


The forced evacuations of the cities, 
re-education camps from which few 
return, slaughter of the weak and 
dissident are all part of the program. 
Vietnam, under Communist rule, may 
have been aimost as brutal toward the 
South Vietnamese. 


The second disaster for the Cambo- 
dians is the Vietnamese. There are 
border squabbles, raids and mini- 
invasions. No village is secure. Viet- 
nam’s leadership in Hanoi apparently 
fears an unfriendly Cambodia on its 
flank, a Cambodia that might be closer 
aligned to the giant in the north, China, 
from which Vietnam has kept its 
distance. 


But could a peace-keeping force do 
anything to halt the slaughter? At this 
time it seems doubtful. U.S. officials at 
least understand the quagmire of In- 
dochina. There is reason to doubt that 
there would by many volunteers for 
such a force, especially in Asia where 
there should be the most concern. Non- 
Communist Asians would probably 
prefer to let the fighting go on as long 
as they kept aloof. 


The horror stories coming out of 
Cambodia via desperate refugees tend 
to discredit the one-time portrayal of 
Cambodians as gentle, singing, soft- 
spoken people who just want to be left 
alone to raise rice, smoke opium and 
look beautiful. Currently, there seems 
little chance of appealing to the better 
nature of either Cambodian or Viet- 
namese Communists. 


Rather than a peace-keeping force, 
the United Nations might try to send a 
mediating team. But at this juncture 
the chances of success appear slim.

Senate race destroys State GOP

When the personal troubles of junior United 


States Senator Edward W. Brooke surfaced earlier 


this year, Bay State politicians in both major par- 
ties smelled blood and figured that, finally, the na- 
tion's only black senator was vulnerable. 

In the minds of mosi observers, Senator Brooke is 
struggling for survival politically. Oddly enough, 
the paradox is that his fight is tougher in some 
respects in his won GOP primary September I than 
it looms in the November 7 statewide election. 

Former Boston radio talkmnaster Avi Nelson, a 
man of lofty moral tones when vocalizing on the air- 
ways, is the Repulican now seeking to unseat the 


nation's highest elected black official. Nelson, ac- 
cused often of being a racist by some of his radio 


listeners, sparked a massive cross-over campaign 
that lured some 12,000 diehard anti-busing 
Democrats to switch registrations so they could 
vote for him in the GOP primary. 

Senator Brooke, obviously, has tried through 


necessity to do likewise and, while a late started, 
see starter, seems to have largely negated Nelson's 
vote gain through this ploy with his own cross-over 
campaign. Interestingly enough, the big losers in 
this strategy for the Republican primary are two 


Democrats — gubernatorial candidate Edward J 
King and Boston City Councillor Albert L. (Dapper) 


O'Neil, candidate for sheriff of Suffolk County. 


Ed King, a conservative with compelling finan- 


cial credentials, is the ex-boss of Massachusetts 


Port Authority and the former head of the New 
England Council. Dapper O'Neil, despite his 


detractors is a beloved quardian of the “little peo- 


ple's"’ rights. Each man will lose the 10,000-odd 
Boston conservative cross-overs lured from 
Democratic inner city strongholds by Nelson's 
strategy. The magnitude of this loss to King and 
O'Neill (these were almost cinch votes for each) 
may be appreciated when one realizes that En- 
dicott 1Chub) Peabody defeated incumbent GOP. 
Governor John A. Volpe by a mere 5,324 votes in the 
1962 election. 





Nelsons effort for cross-overs was successful un- 
til largely negated by Brooke's counter-strategy. 
The core of Nelson's strength, of course, lies among 
GOP conservatives, and among Democrats 
primarily upset by forced busing and affirmative 
action programs. 

The perception that Brooke can be beaten is still 
there, but many acute followers of the political 
scene feel that, barring some late bumb-shell, he 
has hit the nadir and started back up. 

As mentioned above, Avi Nelson as a talkmaster 
set high moral tones for all politicians, and held 
them to standards far above the rest of us mere 
mortals, Left unexplained, until the stories broke in 
the Boston news media, were two background in- 
cidents that protrayed Nelson more as a man on the 
make than a man witha mission. 

A few weeks ago, a U.S. Post Office official said 
flatly that a 1972 mailing designed to elect Avi 
Nelson to Congress was “‘outright fraud."’ Subse- 
quently, higher-ups over-ruled that official and said 





that the fraudulent mailing wasn’t criminal in 
nature. Of course the man that fraud was directed 
against, Martin Linsky, who defeated Nelson inthat 
1972 primary, felt it not only fraudulent but “a 
deliberate attempt to deceive the primary voters, 
i The ploy failed....Linsky won that fight. ) 





Then, of course, there was the disclosure in 
August 1976 in the Boston Globe that Avi Nelson and 
his wife, Laura, were involved in the commodity op- 
tions scheme, a sophisticated and unregulated form 
of speculation in which many individuals lost 
money. Laura Nelson was listed as president of The 
London Commodity House of Boston, Inc., and, the 
story alleged, Avi was acting in a co-managerial 
capacity. 

No final resolution of the serious charges made 
against the Nelson's firm resulted because it finally 
closed its doors about the time the commodity op- 
tions racket was making headlines from coast to 
coast. Nonetheless, the operation of the commodity 
house failed to emulate the high moral recommen- 
dations and pronouncements made on the air by Avi 
Nelson to those troubled days. 


Nelson, of course, repudiated even the conser- 
vative chieftains in GOP ranks when he decided to 
challenge Brooke. Party leaders felt, and rightly, 
that vast sections of America would consider it a 
reflection upon the Republican party if Brooke 
were rejected in the September primary. Senior 
Republicans are not alone their belief that Brooke's 
defeat in either the September primary or 
November election would doom the two-party 
system in Massachusetts. 


The irony is that Nelson's conservative support is 
too narrowly based to permit him to win in 
November, although he's trying to shed that conser- 
vative label by describing himself as a moderate 
and embracing doctrines espoused by the late John 
F. Kennedys, that's a whole new moral tone entire- 
ly, entitled “anything to win.” 


Better late than never, George 


WASHINGTON — It was like reading that Barry 
Goldwater had defected to Communist China, or 
hearing that Madalyn Murray O'Hair had seen the 
light and become a born-again Christian, or being 
told that former Marine Corps Commandant Gen. 
Lewis Walt had grown shoulder-length hair, donned 
love beads, and burned all his Vietnam medals. But 
there it was in black and white, in a four-column 
story in the Washington Post headlined: 
“McGovern Backs Anti-Cambodia Action.” 

McGovern? George McGovern, the Democratic 
senator from South Dakota” Yep, the same guy. 

It seems that during a Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee hearing, McGovern had suggested 
the possibility of assembling an international 
military force — excluding U.S. troops — to stop the 
genocide being committed by the | communists in 
Cambodia. Noting that this carnage makes Hitler's 
mass murder of Jews look ‘‘tame" by comparison, 
the senator asked Robert Oakley, the deputy assis- 
tant secretary of state; 

“Do we sit on the sidelines and watch a popula- 
tion. . slaughtered, or do we marshal military force 
and put an end to it?" 

The State Department quickly threw cold water 
on McGovern's idea. Within 24 hours. press 
spokesman Tom Reston declared: 

“The United States does not intend to initiate an 
effort to resolve the terrible human rights situation 
in Cambodia by military force.’ He said: 
“Although the United States has no means of direct 
influence in Cambodia, we will continue to do 
everything in our power through consultations with 
other governments. through efforts at the United 
Nations ( Note: Reston obviously has a droll sense 
of humor) and in other international forums, to 
focus international attention on the inhuman situa- 
tion in Kampuchea in order to seek an end to the 
monstrous human rights violations there." 

So what is one to make of all this? Well, first there 
are the obvious ironies. In February 1975, when he 
was lobbying hard for $222 million in military aid to 





help the pro-Western government of Cambodia 
resist the communist onslaught, President Ford 
asked an almost-identical should-we-just-sit-on-the- 
sidelines-and-watch-the-slaughter . . ype of ques- 
tion. In a message to Congress, Ford said: 

“Thiuestion that must be faced squarely. Are we 
to deliberately abandon a small country in the 
midst of a life-and-death struggle? Is the United 
States, which so far has consistently stood by its 
friends through the most difficult of times, now to 
condemn, in effect, a small Asian nation totally 
dependent upon us?" 

The answer, from a sufficient majority in Con- 
gress to defeat this aid request — a majority that in- 
cluded George McGovern — was a resounding 
“Yes!"" McGovern said the Cambodian people 
would be “better off” without more U.S. military 
aid, and that they could work out political ar- 
rangements “in their own way." We all know what 
happened. Cambodia was swiftly lost to the com- 


munists, and the genocide McGovern now deplores 
ensued. 

Although he was originally a hawk (‘With in- 
creased inputs of military power, I now feel that a 
military victory of sorts might be possible" — U.S. 
News and World Report, Jan. 3, 1966), McGovern 
built his political career opposing increased U.S. 
military inputs in Vietnam and anywhere else in In- 
dochina where people sought to oppose communist 
aggression. 

In April 1975, when President Ford moved to save 
some . . 50,000 South Vietnamese from communism 
after the fall of Saigon, McGovern viciously assail- 
ed this rescue operation, calling it the ‘‘final 
blunder” of the Vietnam War. The senator said that 
it would be “in the best interest'’ — although he 
didn’t say how — of those who had fled communism 
if they would return to their communist-captured 
country. Sixty percent of these 50,000 refugees were 
children. 
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Big 1S better in GOVErNMENt — »200»0ss0.«: 


Next year will see the Massachusetts Legislature 
with one-third fewer members. This reduction was 
conceived under the guise of economy and efficien- 
cy ingovernment. 

What really happened is_ that represen- 
tative government has become almost too costly for 
a person in modest financial circumstances to be a 
candidate. At the same time, the size of a district 
has been increased to such a degree that a state 
representative without paid staff finds the task of 
serving his constituents monumental. 

The reduction will, if it hasn't already done so, 
create an elitist position of the representatives’ 
role. 

It will certainly be much easier for lobbyists to 
have their persuasive positions presented to this 
smaller law-making body, and control of critical 
legislation can be accomplished with fewer 
numbers, 

Part of the problem at the Legislature is that bet- 
ter than 60 percent of past bodies were made up of 
people who were lawyers and insurance men and 
considered it a part-time venture at most. 

Very few members derived their sole income as 
legislators because the pay was, andis, so low. 

Until the pay scale is set at a level sufficient to at- 
tract more qualified candidates and until staff and 
resources are equitably distributed among all 
members, not just a favored few, the quality of the 
Great and General Court will be uneven. 

This reduction in the House has moved govern- 
ment further from the people. The operative term 
in discussing what has happened is “control.” 

Control of the voting fabric, instead of sharp and 
defined shapes and colors in its makeup, has been 
blended, blurred and absorbed into larger controll- 
ing interests. 

The voters’ role is to elect those who will repre- 
sent them, and if those sitting are inadequate, inef- 
ficient or worse. then it is their responsibility to 


purge those members. Reducing the size of the 
House does not abrogate that responsibility. . 

To take the argument of reduction to absurdity, 
why couldn't the United States Senate and House of 
Representatives each have only a single member 
from the Bay State? Don't laugh. There is actiun in 
both bodies attempting to tinker with these 
numbers. 

Which brings me to the local level, Newton city 
government. Alderman Ethel Sheehan, once again 
with feeling, is suggesting that our legislative body, 
the Board of Aldermen, be reduced by one-third or 
one alderman-at-large from each ward. 

The reasons cited are the unwieldy size of 24 





members, the lack of accountability of some 
members who seem not to take part in the work. 
and economy 

Politics takes many forms, some healthy, some 
not so healthy, 

Spirited public debate of many divergent in- 
terests and areas, carried on in a public forum, in 
my opinion. is one of the strongest arguments for 
representative government. 

All views get presented, and that diversity is a 
strength, 

Think how insidious government might become if 
all those sharply variant shades and hues of a socie- 


ty's conscience and opinion were suddenly blended 
into a bland blob that stood for very little. 
Arguments would come as to degree, not dif- 
ferences, 

And who is asking for this reduction in the size of 
the Board. The people? What people? All the years 
I've campaigned in this community I've never 
heard this concept advanced. 

I have heard that because of the large size of the 
Board not every voter is aware of every candidate's 
qualifications. But one of the electorate's respon-

The figures presented by the mayor 
last week for financial items pending, 
which will have to be paid for during 
fiscal 1979, were more than $500,000 
higher than the supplementary 
budget request presented only a week

The earlier supplementary budget 
request of $2.3 million included money 
for collective bargaining ‘‘and con- 
tingency,”’ Blue Cross-Blue Shield, 
street renovation, and school 
maintenance. 


The new list asks that new taxes be 
raised to cover many items that in 
past years would have been paid or 
bought from ‘free cash,"’ which this 
year amounts to $720,000. Another $1.8 
million will be collected during the 
year, but cannot be spent as it comes 
in.

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divert toward keeping taxes down, 
but first the mayor must propose 4 
specific figure. Some years, the 
Board has left only $300,000 or 
$400,000, but this year mayoral assis- 
tant Jane Pitt said she wants to keep a 
“healthy surplus position.” 

Some aldermen at the meeting cast 
about for ways to reduce the $5 tax 
rate increase by using a large portion 
of the free cash and hoping for large 
turnbacks from departments. 


But Acting Public Works Commis- 
sioner Charles Thomas warned that 
there would not be a large turnback 
from his department, where most 
unspent money would be counted on to 
come from. 

Ald. Richard McGrath takes issue 
with the notion held by some depart- 
ment heads that if they are able to 
scrimp on one account, they should be 
allowed by the Board to transfer the 
unspent money to a different account 
to pay for something not budgeted. 


McGrath believes that if money is 
not spent on, for example, a new 
truck, it should be returned to surplus 
rather than transfer it to a different 
account and spend it. 

Any tax rate arrived at in Tuesday 
night’s Board meeting will have to be 
submitted by the Board of Assessors

Last year was the second year of two- 
year contracts for which money had 
already been provided. 


After restating his disappointment 
with state reimbursements, the 
mayor added, “I'd blame the federal 
government for not curbing inflation, 
but there's no point in blaming 
somebody."

Despite numerous audits and surveys, no one in the 
government knows precisely how much is being spent for 
all public information programs. 






However, officials in several sectors of the government, 
including the Office of Management and Budget and the 
Civil Service Commission, privately maintain the annual 
cost is now between $1 billion and $1.5 billion. 


The estimates include $500 million for audio-visual pro- 
grams, over $200 million for advertising, and about $400 
for all other public relations and public information 
programs, including the salaries of the employes to 
operate them.

The Defense Department has one of the largest public | 
information and public relations forces in the govern- 
ment, costing more than $25 million a year (excluding oe = —_ 
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press and public affairs staff of 316 persons in the Pen- 
tagon. plus more than 1,200 military and civilian workers 
scattered among the services and Defense agencies. 

Despite its smaller size, the Department of Agriculture 
virtually matches Defense with a 1,000-worker in- 
formation-media force costing $26 million a year. 

USDA's information army includes 311 public in- 
formation officers and specialists, 90 writer-editors, 50 
general information officials, 19 illustrators, and 59 film 
specialists. 

USDA writers turn out a mountain of material each 
year — everything from the annual USDA Yearbook 
(often used as a giveaway campaign item by members of 
Congress who get allotments of the book each year! to 
literature on “How to Grow Strawberries” and suburban 
lawn care. 

The Health, Education and Welfare Department, 
Washington's largest department in terms of ex- 
penditures, has a “public affairs’ staff of 459 whose 
salaries and activities cost $25.4 million a year. 

The total includes 96 media information specialists, 57 
writers who turn out speeches, articles and statements, 90 
who work fulltime on HEW publications, plus 44 who 
handle film and broadcasting projects. 

The Commerce Department, which surrounds many

MBTA to permit 


student transfers 


Students will be permitted to 
transfer between urban and suburban 
MBTA public transportation routes 
beginning Oct. 1. 

The long-standing restriction 
against transfers between the “urban 
and suburban" divisions of the MBTA 
is a holdover from the pre-1964 days 
when the public transportation 
authority was the Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Authority which covered 14 “‘ur- 
ban" cities and towns, and private 
transportation companies handled 
buses in the other 65 "suburban" com- 
munities.

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Campus notes 
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Police chief asks drivers, parents 
to do their part for child safety 


Chief William F. Quinn announced 
that on school opening day, Sept. 7, his 
force will be supervising approx- 
imately 90 school crossings, with 
coverage at the following hours: 8:15- 
8:45 a.m., Monday-Friday; 11;15 
a.m.-12:15 p.m., Monday-Friday; 
11:15 a.m. -12 p.m., Tuesday and 
Thursday; 3-3:30 p.m., Monday- 
Friday. 

“We appeal to all motorists to exer- 
cise extra caution as they drive dur- 
ing these hours,” the chief said. 
“Pedestrian routes change, new and 
younger children are walking 
sidewalks and crossing many streets 
not previously used. School buses will 
be stopping and perhaps creating 
some vehicular tie-ups.” 

The chief added, “All motorists 
should be reminded that when a 
school bus stops, and has its flashing 
lights on, ALL TRAFFIC STOPS. The 
only exception is on a divided 
highway — Route 9, Boylston Street, 
Commonwealth Avenue. etc.” 








“This year we ask parents to 
familiarize their children with the 
routes the children will take to and 
from school. We have noticed children 


crossing busy streets at points away 
from supervised crossings, and in 
many instances crossing streets that 
have pedestrian control lights without 
using the lights or waiting for the 
‘walk’ cycle,”' he said. 

“We recommend that a parent or 
parents walk the route to and from 
school with their children, placing 
stress on driveways, crossings, and 
difficult areas and introducing their 
children to our police personnel. For 
those who walk to school, it is impor- 
tant that parents discuss with their 
children safety procedures while 
traveling to and from school. This 
might include the use of proper cross- 
ings, looking both ways before cross- 
ing any street, and staying on the 
sidewalk 

“On arrival at school in a car, 
please let children out of the car at the 
curb on the school side only. Always 
be sure car doors are closed before 
pulling away. We also recommend 
seat belts and car seats for infants. At 
dismissal time, please park on the 
school side of the street only. Avoid 
picking up children in the middle of 
the street. Bicycle-riding students 
should obey all traffic signs and

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“The 
English 
Gentleman” 


By ROBERT MUSEL 

LONDON (UPI) — An 
English gentleman decided 
to commit suicide. True to 
his class, recounts Maj 
Douglas Sutherland, he got 
out the Game Book in which 
real sportsmen keep a 
record of everything they 
shoot and entered his own 
name under the category 
“various”. Then he pulled 
the trigger. 

Considering the cir- 
cumstances, lesser men 
might have dispensed with 
this final formality, but 
Sutherland, who claims to 
inhabit one of the coldest 
castles in Scotland (gen- 
tlemen tend to disdain 
central heating), is not 
interested in them. His new 
book is confined strictly to 
the endangered species 
represented by the title, 
“The English Gentleman.” 

The casual reader, 
chuckling from anecdote to 
anecdote iwhen the Bath 
Club and the Conservative 
Club merged the result 
became known as the Lava- 
Tory) can't be blamed for 
suspecting Sutherland is 
more interested in good 
humor than good breeding 
But the book was published 
by Debretts, whose guide to 
the peerage is the standard 
work on bluebloudstock, 
and the foreword is by the 
holder of a unique and 
ancient title, Sir Iain Mon- 
creiffe of That Ilk. 

Sir Iain, who knows many 
of them, offers the 
assurance that the English 
gentleman has not disap- 
peared, as many think these 
egalitarian days. He is 
simply getting harder to 
find. Sutherland offers 
clues on how to recognize 
one, butit isn’t always easy. 

For example, a gen- 
Ueman found walking in 
Picadilly in somewhat 
shabby clothes explained to 
a friend: 

“Tt does not matter how I 
dress in London. Nobody 
here knows me.” 

Later the same friend 
visited him in the country 
and found him no better 
attired. 

“It does not matter how I 
dress here,” said the gent- 
leman. “Everybody knows 
me.” 

Sutherland implies that 
those who consider the 
gentleman mildly 
anachronistic forget his 
real achievements, such as 
inventing “abroad.” 

“The gentleman ventured 
into Europe because he had 
to find something to do 
between the end of the 
foxhunting season and the 
beginning of the shooting 
seasons,” he said. “Thus it 
came about that he 
pioneered golf at Le 
Touquet, gambling at 
Deauville and boar shooting 
in the Ardennes. 

“It was because the hard 
weather made hunting 
impossible after Christmas 
that he invented the im- 
probable sport of sliding 
down Swiss mountains 
precariously balanced on 
two narrow boards. All that 
is changed now. The 
Americans started the rot 
with their lavish tipping and 
their eccentric habits like 
not changing for dinner 
which has had the effect of 
raising the price and 
lowering the tone so far as 
the English gentleman is 
concerned.”

She also favors the idea of a for- 
mulary of interchangeable drugs. 

Harrington was in favor of the bill 
for displaced homemakers women 
who for whatever reason find 
themselves needing to work but un- 
trained for today's job market. 

The bill was enacted but never fund- 
ed. Funding is needed to provide 
career counseling, job retraining and 
other support services, 

Though she is categorized as a 
liberal, Joan Harrington would not 
parrot liberal views in her voting. 

“T would listen to my constituents’ 
views and unless they bothered my 
conscience, I would vote that way. 
You have to be true to yourself, 
though. But it would be my obligation 
to listen — a representative is one who 
listen as much as studies." 

As a veteran of 15 years in other 
people's campaigns, Harrington has 
picked up considerable knowledge of 
issues outside the limited 10th 
district. 

She is tremendously worried about 
the problem of disposing of nuclear 
waste, for example, and objects to ex- 
pansion of nuclear power facilities un- 
til much more research has been 
done. She says, too, that nuclear 
power is not necessarily cheaper, 
when all other costs are taken into 
consideration. 

Harrington is opposed to abortion 
personally, but would not vote for an 
amendment prohibiting use of public 
money for abortions. It would be like 
Prohibition, she feels, and lead to 
criminal activities 

William Stanley, 41, is a Waltham 
city councillor and finishing his first 
term as state representative. 

He recognizes perhaps more than 
anyone else that his and DeNucci’s 
points of view are close. But he points 
to somewhat unexpected votes by 
DeNucci — to decriminalize mari- 
juana, for example — as instances in 
which DeNucci is inconsistent in his 
voting, perhaps because of un- 
familiarity with the matter. 

Stanley voted in favor of the bottle 
bill, which would have required 
deposits on beverage containers and 
reuse of bottles. DeNucci was oppos- 
ed. 

“People want somebody who not on- 
ly does constituent service but also 
studies each measure and knows the 
consequences," Stanley said. The 
district requires ‘tremendous’ con- 
stituent service, he said. 

Stanley is on the Urban Affairs 
Committee and is greatly interested 
in housing, especially housing for the 
elderly. He feels that large housing 
projects for familes are not advisable 
and that leased housing scattered 
through an area is better because low- 
income families are not so easily iden- 
tifiable. 

“I'm not in love with Dukakis,” 
Stanley said, ‘*but he has put us on the 
right track financially." Now he 
wants to pursue better management 
of state finances. 

He voted for giving the Welfare 
Department more money to go after 
welfare fraud and keep a tighter con- 
trol on disbursements, but the 
measure was defeated. That vote took 
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courage, Stanley said, because on the 
face of it, the vote appeared to be 
throwing good money after bad, when 
it was really a vote to try to encourage 
good management. 

Stanley says one step toward a 
meaningful property tax reform 
might be a graduated income tax. 
“It's not a bad idea — the feds do it'” 
he said. ‘“‘It seems a fair way of doing 
things.” 

If elected, he will work again for 
raising the legal drinking age. He is 
the parent of teenagers and says he 
sees what problems drinking causes. 
He would also try locally to get better 
police enforcement of laws against 
public drinking. 

Stanley gives the impression of 
carefully thinking out what he is going 
to say and how he makes decisions. 

He is opposed to abortion for 
anybody and is Opposed to any pro- 
posal to use public money for abor- 
tion. 

Joe DeNucci is one of those people 
who radiates a certain force as he 
walks through a crowd. 

At a recent party for him in 
Waltham, he moved from guest to 
guest with ease, remembering names 
and patting the elderly people on the 
arm as he passed. 

He spoke confidently to the gather- 
ing, outlining his feelings about health 
care, government, alcoholism, and a 
variety of other matters. 

DeNucci, a member of the Public 
Safety and Health Committee, wants 
to institute sliding-scale fees for nurs- 
ing homes, which now are reluctant to 
take Medicare patients because of the 
low fees allowed. 

DeNucci is in favor of putting a cap 
on taxes, but not through Proposition 
242, which would not provide enough 
money. Better management and 
establishing priorities for the money 
available is the way to control spen- 
ding, he says. 

Judges and the courts come in for 
criticism from DeNucci. He feels that 
judges should be made accountable 
by a review process every few years. 
“The courts have too much say in how 
we run our life," he said. 

He is in favor of sunset legislation 
that would automatically end state 
programs unless they could be proved 
to be worthwhile. 

The increased money given to cities 
and towns by the state this year was 
“intended to reduce the property 
tax,” he said, ‘but that probably 
won't happen. 

Alcholism among teenagers, with 
whom DeNucci is closely associated 
through his membership on the 
Newton Youth Commission and other 
youth activities, is a serious problem, 
he says. He would also vote to raise 
the drinking age if the matter comes 
before the Legislature again. 

DeNucci is proud of his constituent 
service record of his two years in of- 
fice. He spends a large majority of his 
time on constituent service. 

DeNucci clearly loves being a state 
representative and the people clearly 
love DeNucci. Now 39, he spent 16 
years working as a page and then an 
aide at the a State House. He seems to 
be have been born into politics.

when he leaves the center. For those 
who must learn to maneuver around a 
commercial area, Newton Corner, 
Newtonville, and Newton Centre are 
the training grounds. 

In the three village centers, the 
wheelchair ramp can present pro- 
blems to the blind, especially if the 
slope of the grading is too gentle, 
Scione said. The ramps are cut at a 45- 
degree angle to the apex of the curve, 
making it difficult fora blind person 
to determine the end of the sidewalk. 
Unkowingly, Scione said, he finds 
himself in the street crossing 
diagonally to the traffic — one of the 
most dangerous ways to cross a 
street. 

Traffic in Newton and all through 
the Northeast makes life for the blind 
difficult, according to Scione. Red 
lights and stop signs are frequently ig- 
nored, he said. 

The situation will become even 
worse, Scione predicts, if 
Massachusetts adopts a right turn on 
red light regulation. In other sections 
of the country where the regulation 
has been in effect for years, drivers 
must stop when a pedestrian is mov- 
ing in the intersection, he said. 

But in Massachusetts, where the 
driver reigns over the pedestrian, it 
will mean trouble for the blind, Scione 
said. With such a regulation, he said, 
a person will find himself crossing 
against two active lanes of traffic. 

Although traffic in the Newton area 
creates a problem, there is at least 
public transportation and a lot of 
sidewalks, Scione said. 

While Newton is fortunate to have 
public transportation, traveling 
within the city is hampered by long 
waits and the necessity for making 
several bus changes,"’ Scione said. 
His complaint has been echoed by the 
city's youth street workers and by the 
executive director of Housing Ser- 
vices. 

Sidewalks present a teaching pro- 
blem in Newton. When a student is 
ready to leave the Carroll grounds, he 
moves to Boston College Law School, 
and then to residential streets. Fin- 
ding a large enough area with 
sidewalks running four or five blocks 
east and west is a big problem for the 
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mobility instructors, Ms. Berg said. 

While Newton has its limitations for 
the blind, Scione and Ms. Berg do not 
believe a city should totally change 
the environment to suit the blind. For 
this reason, Scione feels lights with 
bells are unnecessary, except at 
dangerous crossings. 

“The constant ringing is obnox- 
ious,"’ Scione said. A person having 
mastered mobility should be able to 
analyze the traffic to know when to 
cross, he said. 

Teaching mobility is a profession. 
Both Berg and Scione came to the 
field through an interest in teaching. 
Both were classmates at Boston Col- 
lege’s master's program in mobility 
instruction. 

Ms. Berg only joined the Carroll 
staff in July. She also has previous ex- 
perience working in Manhattan. 

Scione has worked at Carroll for 
four years. Previously he worked in 
Connecticut and in New York City. 
Scione recalled being mugged during 
one of his mobility classes in Manhat- 
tan — just one of the snafus of work- 
ing in New York. But that is another 
story.

Thompsonville agrees on 
improvement priorities

After ‘everal tries, the Thompson- 
ville Advisory Committee was finally 
able last week to raise a quorum and 
pass its priorities for its community 
development program. 


In the area of beautification, the 
committee wants to landscape 
Thompsonville’s commercial district 
at Langley Road, Jackson Street, and 
Route 9. Improvements here will in- 
clude the traffic island, known as 
Veterans’ Park. For safety, short ce- 
ment posts will be considered at the 
corner where Barrow's Custom In- 
teriors is located 


Sidewalks and curbing are another 
priority. The committee wants them 
installed on Jackson Street, Madoc 
Street at Langley Road, and on 
Cypress Street near the Bowen 


School. . A one-lane road for 
Beecher Terrace is also on the com- 
mittee’s agenda. Removed from the 
list was Carlisle Street. The water 
department dug it up, and it should 
properly repair it, committee 
member Alderman Dominic Taglienti 
said. It should not need community 
development money, he said. 

Improving the water pressure was 
the final priority item, It is especially 
low on Beecher Terrace, Co- 
Chairman Pamela Taglienti has said 
at an earlier meeting. It is so low that 
one has to coordinate all water uses, 
even flushing the toilet, she said. 

The committee plans in the future 
to meet with Water Commissioner 
Paul Giunta. It also hopes to meet 
with members of the state Depart- 
ment of Public Works to look into 
possibility of solving the traffic pro- 
blems at the jug handle on Route 9. 


Chief William Quinn said, ‘‘These

The Reynolds Aluminum Recycling 
Company's permanent recycling 
facility at 50 Tower Rd., Upper Falls, 
is open Tuesdays through Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m, to pay con- 
sumers 17 cents a pound for their used 
aluminum. 

“At the recycling center, the 
aluminum is inspected and weighed,” 
according to E.J. Kelly, Reynolds 
district manager, “and the recycler is 
paid 17 cents a pound, on the spot.” 
The aluminum is then run over 
magnetic separators, compacted and 
blown into trailer trucks capable of 
transporting 18,000 pounds of the 
metal at a time 

The aluminum is trucked to plants 
and shredded into popcorn-size chips 
to remove moisture and make the 
load denser. The chips are shipped to 
a smelting plant in Alabama or 
Virginia, 

where they are melted. 

Molten aluminum is tapped from 
the furnace and poured into large in- 
got molds, which are transported to 
fabricating plants, rolled into sheet 
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on any pair of shoes

and manufactured into new 
aluminum cans or other aluminum 
products. 

Recycling aluminum in this way 
saves 95 percent of the energy used in 
its original production. Aluminum 
does not deteriorate and can be 
recycled again and again. 

One problem recyclers often face is 
correctly identifying aluminum cans. 
Aluminum cans are lightweight, with 
rounded, shiny bottoms. The most 
reliable way to identify an aluminum 
can is to put a magnet on the side of 
the can. If the magnet does not stick, 
the can isa valuable aluminum one. 

Other recyclable aluminum items 
include clean foil, frozen food trays, 
pieplates and snack containers. 
Aluminum items such as siding, gut- 
ters, storm door and window frames 
and lawn furniture tubing are worth 
17 cents a pound if all non-aluminum 
parts are removed, the aluminum is 
cut into lengths not exceeding three 
feet, and it is not mixed with cans. 

Posters illustrating the aluminum 
recycling process are available at the 
Reynolds recycling center.

Great skinny-dipping 
controversy 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) — Tradition and women's 
rights are butting heads down at the YMCA in a case 
which might be best known as ‘‘The Great Skinny-Dipping 
Controversy.” 

The tradition in question is the local YMCA's “nude 
swim," the time-honored policy of sealing off the swim- 
Ming pool to the general membership so adult males can 
swim sans suits. 


Two female members of the “'Y" have challenged the 
scheduling of the male-only nude swim on weekdays be- 
tween 11:30 a.m. and 2 p.m. The women think the pool 
should be open during the lunch hour to all adult members 
with swim suits, 

Many of t#® YMCA's male members are furious about 
the attempt to invade their aquatic sanctuary. 

“Why don't they go swim in the river?” grumbled 
Lester Ginanni, vice president of the YMCA’s Board of 
Managers and a skinny-dipper himself. 

The members — including a judge, a minister, the local 
district attorney and affluent businessmen — have hired a 
lawyer to help keep the ‘men only” rule in force at the 
Olympic-sized pool on the ist floor of the downtown 
YMCA 

There are, according to the local YMCA's application 
for United Way funds, 298 female members at the 
downtown “Y" and 3,500 males 

Last November, Eileen Barrett and Linda McKenna, 
both 26, asked the YMCA’s Executive Committee to allow 
women members to swim at Junchtime. 

They argued that many women members were profes- 
sionals who worked downtown and could swim most 
conveniently during their lunch breaks. 

They also argued that during the 24-hour nude swim, 
women members must walk up two stories, across a 
gymnasium and down two stories to enter the women's 
locker room. At other times, women enter the locker room 
by way of the pool. 

The committee rejected the request. 

The “Y" board and an ad hoc committee later 
separately rejected the request and two compromises 
proposing that men be allowed to skinny dip three days a 
week but share the pool or two, or start or end the nude 
swim at 12:30 p.m. 

In December, Ms. Barrett filed a sex discrimination 
complaint with the Pennsylvania Human Relations Com- 
mission. 

In March, the women challenged a 1972 loan the YMCA 
received from the Small Business Administration, 
arguing that the “Y” was violating SBA regulations 
barring discrimination. 

The SBA found in early June that the “Y" was in 
violation of its regulations and the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
A hearing is expected in the case. 

J. Thomas Menaker, the YMCA's attorney, said the 
women's efforts to use legal means to win the fight have 
ued out a compromise. 


Just why the YMCA won't grant the request depends 
upon the spokesman. 

Jim Kuntz, the YMCA‘s executive director, said the 
pool is overcrowded. 

William Sutphen, chairman of the local board, said it’s 
not a question of overcrowding but of the Y's" right to 
schedule events to satisfy its members. 

Ginanni says the women's membership is cheaper 
because the women have less use of the facilities. 

Menaker said it isn't 4 question of overcrowding or 
scheduling or contributions, but of elminating the nude 
swim. “The men would have to wear suits. They don't 
wish to,"’ 

Ms. Barrett and Ms. McKenna believe their request is 
being blocked by a small group of influential businessmen 
who remember the good old days when the YMCA was a 
male domain invaded, only occasionally, by a char- 
woman. 

“They want to maintain the image they have of the ‘Y’ 
as a men's club, an athletic club for wealthy businessmen. 
They have been successful so far because they are in- 
fluential in the community and because they are financial 
supporters,"’ said Ms. Barrett. 

The women said past scheduling problems involving 
other facilities have been settled by the use of reser- 
vations, but never by discrimination, 

Menaker, however, said the YMCA is a “private 
membership organization’ exempt from anti- 
discrimination law. 

“There is no law against the ‘Y’ discriminating. You 
can have discrimination without having a violation of the 
law. If that were not the case, you would have no more 
Girl Scouts, no more Boy Scouts,” he said. 


But the position of the local “Y,’” and Menaker's 
argument, have been questioned by the national council of 
the YMCA. 

Despite its name, the Young Men's Christian 
Association does not limit its membership to men — just 
as many of its members are non-Christian and many are 
no longer young. 

The YMCA is entirely separate from the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 

Nationwide 39 percent of the YMCA's members are 
women. And according to the national organization's 
bylaws, the YMCA has a policy of nondiscrimination. 

According to Robert Jenkins, an attorney for the 
national council, the national board is investigating the 
Harrisburg case. 

“Discriminating against women, if in fact this is what is 
happening, is not the policy of the national board. The ‘Y’ 
has female members and female programs and we have 
always tried to keep in step with the timber of society," he 
said.

Living is easy for Newport's wealthy 


NEWPORT, R.I. (UPI) — Life is cozy for the 
300 families -of the leisure class who summer in 
Newport. But to the rest of the world, the sum- 
mer colony is anything but typical. 

The elegant families live in 10-bedroom ‘“‘cot- 
tages", dip their toes in the exclusive water at 
Bailey's Beach, attend small 24-guest dinner 
parties five nights a week and go to $100 per- 
person balls. 

Newport's wealthy insist they are a conser- 
vative bunch, far different from their 
predecessors who lived in outrageously 
extravagant mansions and threw luciously 
lavish parties. 

“The members of the summer colony are real- 
ly warm people, they just want to relax with 
their own friends,”’ said Jane Pickens Langley 
Hoving, a former singing star and unsuccessful 
candidate for Congress. 

“I don't consider Newport a jet set place like 
Southampton (N.Y.).-The people are simple and 
more conservative here. I know that doesn't 
sound true to the outsider, though,"’ Mrs. Hoving 
said. 

As the new wife of Walter Hoving, the presi- 
dent of Tiffany's and former head of Bonwit 
Teller in New York, she is a noted Newport 
hostess, whose Chinese picnics are ‘‘the rage of 
the summer season.” 

The Wiley T. Buchanans live in one of the first 
“cottages”’ built on posh Bellevue Avenue, a 
tree-lined boulevard selected by the in- 
dustrialists of the bygone Gilded Age for their 
huge summer mansions. For instance, the three- 
floor, ninebedroom Victorian mansion 

“Beaulieu” was built in 1853.

“When we first came here (in 1961: the impres- 
sion was that Newport was filled with rich, old 
people. But now there are a lot more young peo- 
ple here who have their own homes, not great big 
homes. Everything is a lot more low-keyed,"' she 
said. 

Mrs. Buchanan said she didn't’ know if 
Newport is the most exclusive summer resort in 
America, “but it's certainly nice. Everybody you 
meet here has already arrived. Nobody's 
impressed." 

By “arrived,” Mrs. Buchanon said she doesn't 
necessarily mean wealthy. “You can be 
accepted here even if you don't have all that 
much money. It’s more background." 

To belong in Newport summer society, you 
need to get on a telephone and mailing list com- 
piled before each season by Carey, Richmond & 
Viking, Real Estate and Insurance. 

The cardboard list conveniently slips over the 
cover of the local telephone directory. It includes 
the six social clubs. 

There's Bailey's Beach for sun and surf; the 
Newport Casino for tennis and parties; the Clam- 
bake Club for dinner; the Newport Country Club 
for golf and tennis; the Ida Lewis Yacht club for 
boating; and the Newport Reading Room — the 
oldest men’s club in America — for backgam- 
mon, bridge, and pool. 

The ‘‘Season 1978" list also has a category call- 
ed ‘telephone numbers of your friends.” 

The following 242 pages detail 239 names and 
addresses of such blueblood-sounding people as 
Countess Anthony Szapary. Mrs. and Mrs. 
Chauncey Beasley, Mr. and Mrs. Livingston L. 
Biddle II, Count Alexander dePortales, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Oakley Rhinelander.

“Newport's rather a cozy place. I see all these 
people all winter long. We're all intimate friends. 
There are no feuds, I see the same people in New 
York and Florida,” Mrs. Aitken said. 

The summer colonists say the current summer 
season is just as socially strenuous as ever. The 
whirl of dinner parties, luncheon picnics, and 
$75-perperson Newport Preservation Society 
balls keeps them busy. 

For ‘‘coaching weekend", Mrs. Aitken had 150 
people for cocktails in honor of ‘the whips,"’ or 
coach drivers, on Friday. Mrs, Hoving followed 
with a dinner party. The Preservation Society 
hosts a ball Saturday at The Breakers. Mrs. 
Buchanon is having 120 people over for Sunday 
brunch. 

Candy Van Alen invited ‘‘dozens of people" to 
watch the coaches from the terrace of the 
Newport Casino on Bellevue Avenue Saturday 
Her husband, James, a member of both the Astor 
and Vanderbilt clans, is president of the National 
Lawn Tennis Hall of Fame.

“Everyone says it's been far and away the best 
summer ever, with music and coaching," said 
Eileen Slocum, a descendant of Sam Houston 
who has weathered ‘‘at least 57 summers in 
Newport.” 

The seaport's elite agree that one major aspect of 
their summer life has changed. More and more 
tourists now venture into their enclave to poke and 
peer at how the rich spend their time. 

Last summer, more than 700.000 tourists tramped 
through the eight mansions on or near Bellevue 
Avenue. Even without the America's Cup races 
which padded last year’s crowds, the Preservation 
Society of Newport County. which owns the man- 
sions, reports this summer's attendance is 8 
percent ahead of last year's. 

“T think it’s great the society's taken care of those 
mansions that we couldn't keep up, or else they'd 
turn into those wretched condominiums," said Mrs. 
Slocum, who lives in her family's massive stone 
house on Bellevue Avenue.

The Breakers, overlooking the sea on Ochre Point 
Avenue, was built in 1895 by Cornelius Vanderbuilt. 
It looks like a 16th Century Italian palace and is 
perhaps the most popular tourist attraction. 

Another popular mansion, Rosecliff, cost $2.5 
million to build in the early 1900s. Its opulent in- 
teriors were used in the films “‘The Great Gatsby” 
and ‘The Betsy." It currently is closed to filming 
and partying because of restoration problems. 

The Preservation Society rents entire mansions 
out to parties during the after-tourist hours. Marble 
House, for example, can be reserved for a wedding, 
debutante ball or whatever for $1,500 a day.

“I don’t understand how Newport got to be sucha 
terrific tourist center all of a sudden,” said Mrs 
Van Alen. ‘‘But the tourists don’t bother me at all, 
they're well behaved for the most part."’ 

But some of Newport's younger elite are bothered 
by the idea of gawking tourists. They complain of 
discarded beer cans and hamburger wrappers 
along the fashionable avenues. 

“What the tourists don’t realize is that Newport is 
no longer a summer colony of really rich people liv- 
ing the easy, carefree life,"’ said 23year-old Harriet 
Reed, whose family has been summering here for 
40 years. “There are a lot of young people who now 
live here all year round. Newport is a new kind of 
living city.”’ 

On any sunny summer Sunday, 12-mile-long 
Ocean Drive is clogged with traffic. Buses filled 
with tourists stop to look at elegant 30-room 
mansions on lush lawns and rocky shorelines. 

Security is becoming a problem at Bailey's Beach 
on Ocean Drive. Manager Jack Gleason said his 
staff watches to ensure only the 300 member 
families enter the grounds. 

For members of Bailey's Beach, often called the 
world's most exclusive playpen, life revolves 
around the club. There are three club-sponsored 
balls a season, but members can use the facilities 
for private bashes.

State has grant for transportation 
of elderly and handicapped persons 


State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), House chairman of the 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, recently announced 
that Massachusetts had been granted 
$515,000 for the third year of funding 
for a program which provides special 
vehicles for transporting elderly and 
handicapped citizens 

Transportation vehicles for elderly 
and-or handicapped citizens are pro- 
vided by a grant program of the Ur- 
ban Mass TransportAtion Administra- 
tion of the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and administered by 
the Executive Office of Transporta- 
tion and Construction (ETOC) of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The program (16-b-2) provides 
financial assistance to private non- 
profit organizations that transport 
elderly and handicapped persons 
where mass transportation is 
unavailable, inappropriate, or insuffi- 
cient. It provides 80 percent of the 
cost of transportation equipment; 
local non-profit organizations must 
provide the semaining 20 percent fun- 
ding in cash from _ non-federal 
sources. 

Mofenson explained who may apply 
and what is available. A private non- 


profit organization incorporated 
under Chapter 180 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, or

The local organization must also 
be able to execute a binding contract 
with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and apply to the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Transportation and 
Construction in order to be considered 
for funding 

The Commonwealth has been 
allocated $515,000.00. This year two 
types of vehicles are being offered — 
a 8-12-passenger converted van or a 
15-20-passenger transit vehicle, Cer- 
tain types of communications equip- 
ment are also eligible for the 80 per- 
cent federal funding. All equipment 
purchases are made through EOTC. 

The Executive Office of Transpor- 
tation and Construction has been ac- 
cepting applications on a continual 
basis beginning June 1978. Review of 
applications will be on Oct. 15, 1978. 
Another review is scheduled for June 
15, 1979. Applications received after 
Oct. 15, 1978, will be part of the June, 
1979, review. 

An interagency advisory committee 
of 10 state agencies reviews all ap- 
plications and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Massachusetts Secretary 
of Transportation. The review con- 
siders each applicant on the basis of 
selection criteria established by 
EOTC.

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A record $2 billion 
spent for cancer test

NEW YORK (UPI) — _ The 
American Cancer Society is putting $2 
million — the most it has ever in- 
vested in a single test — behind ef- 
forts to learn if a substance produced 
in the body can slow the growth of 
cancerous tumors in humans. 


The Cancer Society said it hopes to 
have some indication within six mon- 
ths whether the substance, called in- 
terferon, will work without the harm- 
ful side effects of some other an- 
titumor agents. 

Interferon, a protein substance that 
occurs naturally in the body and is 
also produced by a virus-infected 

animal cell, has been shown to shrink 
tumors in animals and has already 
helped some humans. 


Dr. Jordan Guttermam of 
Houston’s M.D. Anderson Hospital 
and Tumor Clinic and Dr. Thomas C. 
Merigan Jr. of Stanford University 
Medical Center in Palo Alto, Calif., 
are hoping to prove whether in- 
terferon: 

Will stop growth of human tumors 
at a faster rate than it interferes with 
normal cell growth. 


Activates the normal body 
defenses against infection and 
cancer, giving the tumor host, the 
cancer patient, a double punch 
against cancer. 

—Circulates in the blood stream, 
keeping an active patrol at the 
cellular level against cancer cells, 
upsetting their viability at first 
contact. 

The three to six-month test of 
interferon will involve 150 randomly 
selected cancer patients divided into 
two groups — one will get interferon 
in treatments that will cost $25,000 to 
$30,000 a person and the other will not. 


The Cancer Society each year 
collects more than $100 million from 
Americans interested in fighting 
cancer. But this is the most money the 
Society has put into a test of a single 
antitumor substance. 

Ina telephone interview Gutterman 
said if the testing is successful, there 
will be positive proof interferon can 
keep some killer tumors from 
growing to a lethal size — choking 
vital life processes and killing the 
host. 


The victims will live longer and 
perhaps have a normal lifespan.

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Lawyers denounce Carter-8urger charges

Many of the nation’s leading lawyers object to in- 
dictments of their profession by the president and 
chief justice. If the courts move slowly and justice 
does not always triumph, they say, the blame must 
be laid at least in part on the federal government. 

A UPI survey showed general agreement with 
President Carter's complaint that too many 
lawyers take too much time and charge too much 
money for too little justice. 

Most lawyers concurred with one prominent 
Texas attorney who said justice has become ‘‘a rich 
man's game.”” 

But Carter's charge last spring before the Los 
Angeles Bar Association that the practice of plea 
bargaining robbed Americans of justice was 
denounced by judges and lawyers alike, including 
Leon Jaworski, special prosecutor of the Watergate 
and Korean bribery scandals. 

Jaworski condemned Carter’s broad criticism of 
the profession as ‘‘a grave mistake on the part of 
any man who is supposed to lead the country.’’ He 
said the nation would never have had the answer to 
Watergate without “perfectly fair and proper plea 
barganing.”’ 

The lawyers reserved their harshest responses 
for Chief Justice Warren E. Burger. 

He called half of the nation’s trial attorneys in- 
competent and then went further at the American 
Bar Association convention in New Orleans, saying 
“inadequate performance” by trial lawyers was 
“one of the major reasons for congestion and delay 
in the courts.” 

San Francisco attorney Charles Garry, best 
known for his association with the Black Panthers, 
agreed there are incompetent attorneys but added: 

“TI place the blame on the courts. If only 10 cases 
have been reversed in recent years for incompetent 
counsel, what can you say? I have never heard that 
Chief Justice Burger ever reversed a case because 
of incompetent counsel, so where does he get off?" 

L. Ray Patterson, dean of Emory Law School in 
Atlanta, conceded Burger's charge has some merit. 
“If you have even one lawyer who is incompetent or 
gives an adequate representation,” he said, “‘you 
have too many.”’ 

In Philadelphia, Common Pleas Court Judge 
Marvin Halbert took none too subtle aim at Burger 
himself, saying: 

“There are no more unqualified attorneys in the 
bar than there are unqualified doctors, than there 
are unqualified plumbers, than there are 
unqualified justices of the Supreme Court.” 

Criticism of lawyers isn’t new, of course. 

Anyone wanting to score points against the legal 
profession can cite Shakespeare, Dickens or Ben- 
jamin Franklin's Poor Richard, who wrote nearly 
250 years ago: ‘‘Necessity knows no law; I know 
some attorneys of the same.”” 

But lawyers aren't about to run from a good fight, 
and they've mounted a vigorous counterattack in 
self-defense against the one-two punch of Carter 
and Burger. 

“By resorting to litigation at the drop of a hat,” 
Carter said in Los Angeles last May, ‘‘by regarding 
the adversary system as an end in itself, we have 
made justice more cumbersome, more expensive 
and less equal than it ought to be.”” 

But, lawyers said, most people don’t use the legal 
system unless they have a problem they can’t solve 
themselves. 

Los Angeles attorney Grant B. Cooper noted that 
when human beings are involved, discord naturally 
follows, and the legal process is needed to deal with 
both facts and friction. 

“It someone can change human nature and 
devise a system that will take rancor, revenge and 


hatred out of the hearts of litigants in a broken ° 


marriage,” 
ed.” 

Quintin Johnstone, a Yale Law School professor, 
said lawyers are unpopular because they are in- 
volved in arguments, and not everyone can win. 

“I think lawyers have gotten a black eye on 
Watergate, unjustifiably,” he said. ‘But I think 
they'll always have a black eye because lawyers 
deal in conflict. Someone loses, and lawyers often 
take the blame for the losing side.”’ 

When Carter’s remarks made headlines, lawyers 
seemed particularly upset by his suggestion that 
plea bargaining is an injustice to society. The im- 
plication was such practice is necessary because 
crowded dockets do not allow all people their day in 
court. 

“Tam worried about a legal system in which ex- 
pensive talent on both sides produces interminable 
delay — especially when delay itself can often 
mean victory for one side," Carter said. ‘Justice 
should not be forced to obey the timetables of those 
who seek to avoid it. 

“In many courts, plea bargaining serves the con- 
venience of the judge and the lawyers, not the ends 
uf justice, because the courts simply lack the time 
to give everyone a fair trial.” 

Philadelphia's Judge Halbert strongly disagreed 
with Carter's assessment of plea bargaining. 

“That comment is absolutely absurd,”’ he said. 
“To say it accommodates the court or the system 
itself is a secondary gain. 

“Our lists would run five years behind. We would 
fill our jails. You would increase your taxes 30 to 40 
fold conservatively. A judge can refuse plea 
bargaining. They can be questioned. Believe me, 
Justice is done.” 

At Houston, Jaworski recounted for UPI his ex- 
perience with success in plea bargaining: 


Cooper said, ‘‘the problem will be solv- 


“T can tell you we would never have had the 
answer to Watergate, if it had not been for perfectly 
fair and proper plea bargaining. And yet, in every 
single instance, I did not give anybody immunity. I 
didn't give them a walk. 


They had to plead guilty to a felony before I ac- 
cepted their pleas. And the rest of the counts were 
dismissed. They wouldn’t have gotten any more 
anyway because usually the court lets the 
Sentences run concurrently.” 

Jaworski cited the case of Herbert Kalmbach, 
personal attorney for Richard Nixon, where vital 
information was gained because of plea bargaining. 


“Every one of these people who turned govern- 
ment's evidence, so to speak. has gone to the 
penitentiary, has been imprisoned,” the silver- 
figired lawyer said. ‘What more can you ask?’ 

Laughlin McDonald of the American Civil Liber- 
tips Union in Atlanta said pressure may be put on 
criminal defendants to plea bargain, and some 
suspects who insist on going to trial may risk longer 
séntences. But, he said, crowded dockets may be 
the price Americans pay for protection of their 
individual rights. 

“Some of the time spent in the courts is 


unavoidable,” he said. “It should be hard to put 
people in jail.” 





Many factors can be blamed for clogged dockets, 
Not the least of which is an American view toward 
litigation that can be traced back to Colonial days. 
The saying goes that many towns unable to support 
one lawyer can easily support two. 

Houston's Percy Foreman cited one particular 
cause for delays in civil courts — insurance com- 
panies trying to avoid court-ordered settlements. 

“They always settle anyway, as soon as you em- 
panel a jury, but they want to keep their money as 
long as possible,”’ he said. ‘The backlog in dockets 
would melt away like snow in July with just one lit- 
tle change in the law — if they would make the judg- 
ment that might eventually be returned bear 
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interest from the date the cause of action rose in- 
stead of the date the judgment is rendered.” 

Another roadblock to speedy justice, so-called 
nuisance suits, may be on their way out in 
Michigan. In May a state appeals court in Lansing 
ruled an attorney may be sued for ‘malicious pro- 
secution” in a civil case if there is reason to think he 
knew his client's suit was without merit. 

Ivan E. Barris, vice president of the Michigan 
bar, said the decision would have a ‘‘chilling effect” 
on the profession at first, but it may later prove to 
be a benefit to justice overall. 

“If a lawyer is worth his salt, has done his in- 
vestigation on the suit, talked to the experts and has 
grounds to believe his client's claims, he should 
proceed full steam ahead with the lawsuit,” Barris 
said. 


“This will be a deterrent to any lawyer with an 
ounce of brains to stop filing any frivolous suits.” 

But judging what is frivolous is a task few would 
care to undertake, and barring access to the legal 
system is decidedly un-American. Besides, said 
Benjamin Lerner of the Defenders Association of 
Philadelphia, clients often think their claim is so 
clearly right, there's no reason not to go to trial. 

“Clients often fail to see how an impartial jury or 
judges could not see something their way,"’ he said. 
“They are more likely not to see the inherent risks 
in litigation. 

“So when the lawyer says it's in their best in- 
terest to settle for half a loaf, the client says, 
‘You're afraid to go to trial.’ 

Carter's comments about high legal fees struck a 
sour note with attorneys who feel the profession has 
done much to achieve the equality of justice that is 
a basic part of the American dream.

BOSTON ‘ UPI) — US, Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development 
Patricia Harris says state govern- 
ments will play an important role in 
the Carter Administration's urban 
policy. 

“The states can and must play a 
major roll to conserve and develop 
their communities. Without total com- 
mitment by the states, the national 
urban policy will not work effective- 
ly,"" Mrs. Harris told the National 
Governors’ Association Tuesday. 
“We welcome the fact that you are 
Now aggressively involved.”” 

Ms. Harris, appearing at a meeting 
of the NGA’s Task Force on Urban 
Development, said officials in her of- 
fice have opened talks with the top 
executives of several national retail 
chains in an effort to persuade them 
to invest more money in cities. 

“We're talking, probably a little 
past jawboning, with three major 
chains," said Mrs. Harris. “They all 
deny, as I would expect they would, 
that they have written off the center 
cities.”’

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A match of fewer mistakes

It had to feel good. 

Manuel Orantes, the 29-year old 
ninth best player in the world had won 
only one tournament since winning 
the U.S. Pro title at Longwood last 
year, yet he returned here last week 
and defended his championship by 
defeating Harold Solomon of Silver 
Spring. Md., 6-4, 6-3 in the final. 

“I was nervous,” admitted the 
Spaniard. Although Orantes has 
played some 8of the best tennis of his 
life this year, he had not won a grand 
prix event since last November in 
Tokyo. The final victory, his 10th win 
in 12 meetings with Solomon, was 
much closer than the score indicated. 

He said, ‘‘The games were very 
close. I served a lot of aces and 1 
played good points at the important 
moments." Orantes simply made 
fewer mistakes that than his 25-year 
old opponent, and his ability to 
capitalize on Solomon errors on key 
points won him the match. As 
Solomon said later, ‘‘It came down to 
seven or eight points. If I win these 
points, then it changes the match 
around.” 

Orantes reached the final with vic- 


tories over Wojtek Fibak and Arthur 
Ashe in the quarter- and semi-finals, 
Solomon beat John McEnroe and Cor- 
rado Barrazzutti8 in the two rounds 
previous to the final to gain his berth. 

Both are known for their proficien- 
cy on clay, although their styles are 
not similar. Solomon had commented 
all week that he was changing his 
style and becoming more aggressiv 
and coming to the net more. Orantes 
had commented prior to the match, 
“Basically, his game is the same as it 
was before. I don't think he can 
change his game right now.” 

Solomon was behind in the final 
match almost from its outset. In the 
second game, his service was broken 
by Orantes after a long game at 
deuce. Solomon had a chance to break 
back seven times on Orantes' next 
three services, but he failed to do so 
until the seventh opportunity, which 
occurred in game nine with Orantes 
leading by 5-3. 

The break brought the score to 54, 
and Solomon was back into the match. 
But seemingly as soon as a glimme of 
hope became apparent for ‘Solly', his 
luck changed. Orantes broke his ser- 
vice in game 10 and won the set 6-4

Although Solomon seemed to be 
volleying better by the end of the first 
set, his inability to capitalize on his 
first six opportunities to break 
Orantes' service as well as his inabili- 
ty to finish off points with his 
overhead smas led to his downfall. 

Orantes simply stayed back and 
tried to bring Solomon to the net and 
force him to commit the errors. 
Orantes commented, ‘The court was 
very fast. I couldn't use the drop shot 
because the ball was bouncing too 
high. I had to stay back at the baseline 
and beat him at his own game.” 

At the start of the second set, 
Solomen seemed to play inspired ten- 
nis. He moved to the net well and plac- 
ed his volleys excellently. However, 
Orantes was serving exceptionally 
well, and Solomon was unable to 
break him. Both players held servic 
through the first seven games of the 
second set. 

Solomon had a 1540 lead on 
Orantes' serve in game five, but was 
unable to break service. In game 
eight, finally it was Orantes who did 
the breaking. He passed Solly at the 
net to gain a 5-3 advantage and was 
serving for the set. Orantes had little 
trouble in the final game, winning the 
second set 6-3 and capturing the 
match in one hour and 35 minutes. 
Seven aces along the way propelled 
Orantes to his second consecutive 
Longwood title. 

Tourney notes 

In summary, this year's tennis was 
as good as ever, although attendeance 
was way down due to the lack of top 
name players. Only 57,066 fans came 
to the matches this year, a decrease 
of almost 19,000 spectators. The 
players were asked what solution they 
might have to increase attendance in 
the future. 

Most of them felt that if this tourna- 
ment was changed to hard courts, 
many of the top European and South 
Anerican clay court players wouldn't 
play. 

Arthur Ashh commented, ‘‘most of 
the Europeans and South Americans 
are very partial toward clay. They 
don't want to play on anything else. 
Some of the Europeans don't even 
bother to to go to Wimbledon. Next 
year, with the move to cement of the 
U.S. Open, they're saying they'll 
never play the U.S. Open.” 

After his victory, Orantes seemed 
to state the opinion of most pros here 
this week about the best interests in- 
terests of Longwood's future. 

“IT think if you don't change the 
date, it's going to be very difficult to 
play here in the future because before 
a big tournament, all the top players 
would prefer to rest and prepare 
themselves for the big tournament. 

“T think it's very difficult to have 
two top tournaments one after 
another because it takes a lot out of 
you. This tournament is too big to be 
so close to the Open. Maybe if you 
move it to earlier in the summer, then 
I think the players would come’ I 
hope." 

Certainly, it seems some kind of 
change is imminen in Longwood's 
future. Still, the 51st U.S. Pro Cham- 
pionships had plenty of excitement, 
surprises, and good tennis action. The 
doubles champs were the seventh- 
seeded tean of Victor Pecci and 
Balazs Taroczy. They defeated 
unseeded Heinz Gunthard of 
Switzerland and Van Winitsky of the 
US., 6-3, 3-6, 6-1. 

It was a week to remember for ten- 
nis enthusissts and especially for 
Orantes, who leaves Boston the reign- 
ing king of Longwood for another 
year, and some $27,000 richer. 


Americans fail to understand

The difference in world cultures is 
apparent, but sometimes it shows up 
in the strangest places, like sporting 
events for instance. 

American tennis fans take for 
granted that with each tournament 
they see, players from every corner of 
the globe are present, causing a mini 
United Nations for the local tourna- 
ment director and organizer. 

However, ususallly the problems of 
different cultures only hinder rela- 
tionships between one player and 
another. However, this week at 
Long'vood a controversy brewed 
about culture differences between two 
players and the crowd that was wat- 
ching their match. 

In the quarter-finals of the U.S. Pro 
Tennis Championships last Saturday 
night, Corrado Barazzutti of Italy met 
Jose Higueras of Spain in a matach. 
The Boston crowd was not ready for 
what was in store for them. 

Both players are clay court 
specialists who play the same type of 
game. They like to stay back at the 
baseline and force the other player in- 
to mistakes after long rallies. This is 
not indicative of the way most 
American players play, and it is cer- 
tainly not thrilling to watch. 

As play began, the fans realized im- 
mediately what they were in for. 
Points lasted several minutes, and 
often, the ball traveled over the net in 
excess of 100 times during a volley. 
Although most fans realized that the 
players were giving their all, they 
became disinterested and began talk- 
ing among8 themselves to relieve 
boredom.

When the umpire asked the fans to 
please be quiet and respect the game, 
nothing was accomplished. When he 
asked again, and threatened to ter- 
minate play if the crowd was not 
silenced, a roar came up from the 
spectators and many stoo and 
cheered at the consideration of stopp- 
ing the match. 

At one point, a cruel fan threw a ten- 
nis ball onto the court during a tedious 
point, forcing the stoppage of play. 
Barazzutti got so exasperated that he 
began making obscene gestures to the 
crowd, which began to boo and hoot 
him. 

One of the linemen practically fell 
asleep during the long volleys and 
missed three or four lines calls 
against Higueras in a very important 
first set tie-breaker. After Higueras 
lost the tie-breaker, he seemed to give 
up, eventually retiring due to cramps 
in the fourth game of the second set, 

After the match, tournament 
referee Frank Hammond was asked 
about the crowd's reaction. He com- 
mented, ‘When you get two players 
who are unbelievably oriented toward 
clay to the average American who 
doesn't understand a serve and the 
then moving side to side to try to 
finish off the point, it’s very tough. 

American crowds, or the average 
person, don’t understand these long 
rallies going back and forth. But they 
were certainly going all-outbec use 
they were safely hittin the ball back 
and forth in the court’ To say that they 
didn't try to do their utnost is 
asinine.” 

Barazzutti was most upset after the 


match. He blasted the Longwood fans. 
He said, ‘I'm very disappointed in the 
crowd. They don't understand tennis. 
When we play, it’s nomral that it's not 
very interesting. That's because we 
are two players who play well at the 
back of the court. We can’t go to the 
net every point because we'd lose 
easily.” 

He went on,”I cannot understand 
this crowd. They've watched tennis 
for many years, but they don’t 
understand anything. They hit a ball 
on the court and they asked the um- 
pire to stop play. You can't play when 
you see that the crowd isn’t interested 
in your match. 

“You play to win. The umpire asked 
them to please respect the game of 
the player, and everybody laughed. 
It's animal. Why can’t they respect 
Me as a player? It’s not my fault if 
Higueras and I play the same game." 

Higueras commented that he had 
played this type of match two weeks 
before in Indianapolis, and the crowd 
was tolerant, if not interested. He 
said, “I'm surprised, because I've 
played this way other times here in 
the States and this is the first time 
that this has happened." Higueras ad- 
ded jokingly, ‘In Europe, this treat- 
ment is normal.” 

Barazzutti finished with an appeal 
to the American tennis fans for 
understanding. 

“I want them to understand that 
there are many types of players with 
many kinds of games. When I play 
against another player whose game is

‘Evergreen’ shows 


immigrants 


seeking, finding ‘The Dream’ 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Belva Plain, “Evergreen,” 
Delacorte, 593 pp. $9.95. 

The heroine of this novel is a beauty with dark red 
hair, but she is also intelligent, sensitive, hardwork- 
ing and humble, and she remains a true believer in 
the Jewish faith of her forebearers. 

Anna Friedman is only 16 when she arrives in 
America from Poland where her family has been 
ravished by pogroms and cholera, leaving only 
herself and twin brothers left in Vienna. 

She works in the sweatshops with the thousands 
of other immigrants who hold the dream of the 
Great Success in America in the early 20th century. 

To Anna it comes, and to her children and grand- 
children, whose lives we follow in this fascinating 
story which begins in Poland in 1906 and ends seven 
decades later tn a wealthy New York suburb. 

After learning to speak English, Anna becomes a 
maid in the home of the Werners, Jewish banking 
millionaires whose son Paul falls in love with her. 
Marriage is impossible, and Anna wisely marries 
nee Joseph Friedman, an immigrant as poor as 
she. 

They live happily in a two-room tenement where 
Maury, their son, is born. When Joseph needs $2,000 
to buy an apartment house he begs Anna to ask the 
Werners for the loan. 

Anna goes to their home and Paul gives her the 
money but, still loving her, he seduces her and she 
conceives his child. Iris is born, Paul Werner's 
daughter, but Joseph is never to know the truth 

Joseph and his partner Malone, a Catholic builder 
and contracter, buy land and build apartments and 
tn a few years become wealthy. Anna is a devoted 
mother and sees her two children live in luxury and 
attend private schools. 

Maury excels and is headed for Yale; Iris is 
homely but intelligent and artistic. Suddenly the 
crash of 1929 wipes Joseph's company out, leaving 
only the one apartment house with which he began 

Yet through struggle and ingenuity Maury goes to 
Yale and graduates with honor, marries a girl out 
of his faith and has a son.

Foreign marketing of Kansas’ 


hard red winter

TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI: — Most of those amber waves of 
hard red winter wheat are in the elevator now. The far- 
mer has done his job. It's up to the American marketing 
system to sell his product 

Wheat inarketing is a case of export or die, Two out of 
every three bushels of wheat grown in the United States 
must be exported 

Most of the wheat grown in Kansas — the nation's 
largest wheat producer — and other plains states is hard 
red winter wheat, the descendant of a variety brought by 
immigrants from the Ukraine 104 years ago. 

The variety is tailor-made for Kansas, hardy enough to 
be planted in the fall, and survive the winter and the hot, 
dry, windy spring and summer. It's also a cheap, 
nutritious winter pasture for cattle, another major 
Kansas product. 

“Because of the makeup of hard red winter, it has to 
spend about 45 days at a temperature below 40 degrees,” 
says Myron Krenzin, administrator of the Kansas Wheat 
Commission in Hutchinson. “It has a dormant stage. If 
you planted hard red winter in the spring, it would be a 
beautiful plant. It would head out, but there would be 
nothing in the head.” 

Its chief disadvantage is it has a somewhat lower 
protein content than some other varieties of wheat from 
other parts of the country and other nations, However, 
Krenzin said the difference is made up because the 
protein in hard red winter is of higher quality. 

“There's protein and there's quality protein,” he said. 
“Taka two pencils. One is better than the other because of 
the way it's made.” 

Although it makes no actual difference in the wheat 
quality, another disadvantage is its reddish color, Krenzin 
said it sometimes is difficult to sell to foreign buyers who 
are used to purchasing varieties of white wheat. 

“For example, England mills their flour to a color 
standard and it’s easier to get their color out of white 
wheat than red," Krenzin said. 

The Wheat Commission, responsible for helping find 
and develop markets for Kansas’ No. 1 product, is faced 
with such problems when dealing with millers who are 
reluctant to change suppliers and types of grain. 

An unexpected opportunity came to Midwest winter 
wheat marketers this spring when rainfall caused 
sprouting problems in spring wheat from Canada and 
North Dakota, Wheat marketers saw the opportunity to 
advertise the millions of bushels of 12.5 percent protein 
hard red winter wheat as a substitute to foreign markets.

“We saw a chance to convert these foreign buyers to 
using hard red, which I understand, since the first of the 
year, they've been using,’ Krenzin said. ‘Whether it will 
last more than a year, I don't know, but millers and wheat 
buyers tend to get into a habit. They don't like to change 
grists. So this could be the opening for hard red winter 
wheat.” 

Another breakthrough came with wheat blending 
studies conducted for the Wheat Commission in Europe. 
They showed native European wheat can be successfully 
mixed with 30 percent or more American hard red winter 
wheat for an improved baking blend. It is further am- 
munition in efforts to promote the U.S. product 

Recently an experimental white winter wheat was 
developed by Kansas State University that promises the 
same qualities as red winter wheat, perhaps a higher 
protein level, and caters to the preference of English 
millers and others who shy away from the red grain. 

“I would say we will never replace red, but maybe with 
another wheat there will be more sales," Krenzin said. 
“Instead of buying white wheat from Washington, 
perhaps they'll buy it from Kansas." 

The new variety, still considered experimental, won't 
be available to farmers for a few more years. And one 
initial problem would be handling and storage since red 
dominates most bins and elevators now. The government 
forbids mixing more than 3 percent of a class of wheat in 
with another class. 

Western Europe imports about 240 million bushels of 
wheat annually, only about 37 million bushels.of which is 
hard red winter wheat from the United States. 

The administrator was optimistic of the prospects for 
foreign sales. 

He said the People's Republic of China appears to be in 
the market for more grain. Although a good Soviet har- 
vest might reduce buying from Russia, that nation still is 
expected to buy several million tons. 

Krenzin also pointed to drought in Brazil and needs of 
other developing countries as factors in Kansas wheat 
sales. He mentions Japan as a good customer whose 
citizens have developed a taste for products made with 
American wheat. 

The Wheat Commission, Kansas State University and 
grain interests have been stimulating foreign tastes by 
offering courses to grain millers and buyers from around 
the world. 

Tn May, 25 Japanese millers came to Kansas for a short 
course in milling wheat. Visits have been set up for other 
delegations from Egypt, Iran, the United Kingdom, 
Central America, Bolivia, Romania, Ghana, Morocco and

Tennis Open 
flunks first act 


NEW YORK (UPI) — It was a gala 
opening in New York, the dedication 
of a new $10 million facility to house 
the U.S. Open Tennis Championships 
with the usual number of celebrities 
in attendance. 

Unfortunately, very few other 
people, the ones who pay the bills to 
support new stadiums, bothered to 
show up for the ceremonies despite a 
pleasantly warm summer evening. 

A disappointing turnout of 6,186 was 


on hand in Flushing Meadow, hardly - 


making a dent in the 19,500-seat Na- 
tional Tennis Center. 

Top-seed Bjorn Borg had the honor 
of playing the first match and he 
swept through the first 10 games 
against South African veteran Bob 
Hewitt before settling for an unevent- 
ful 6-0, 6-2 victory that required only 
51 minutes. 

Hewitt was so gratified when he 
finally won his first game that he rais- 
ed his hand in triumph and saluted the 
cheering crowd. 

Tracy Austin, the shy, l5year-old 
fifth seed, was even more merciless in 
the second match of the night, also 
capturing the first 10 games before 
disposing of Pat Bostrom of Seattle, 
Wash., 6-0, 6-1, in 45 minutes. 

Borg wasn't as overjoyed as one 
might think with his easy passage into 
the second round. His dismay was 
caused by the concrete-based surface 
he has played on in only three 
previous tournaments. 

He also suspects the surface was 
tailor-made to suit the power games 
of such Americans as Jimmy Con- 
nors, Vitas Gerulaitis and Roscoe 
Tanner

“I was very surprised at the court,"’ 
said the 22-year-old Swede. “They 
were very fast, too fast. ...

down Webster 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The race isn’t 
always to the swift. Sometimes, the 
runnerup gets lucky and winds up the 
winner by default, which is how the 
New York Knicks finally cornered the 
kind of center they've been trying to 
sign for years in seven-foot-one Mar- 
vin Webster. 

He didn't cume cheap, costing $3 
million over five years, but in the cur- 
rent market for basketball players, 
that's a relative bargain. At least the 
Knicks think so, and they're the ones 
shelling out the money. 

Only three years in pro ball, the 26- 
year-old Webster already is regarded 
one of the better defensive centers in 
the NBA. 

Last season, he was a workhorse for 
the Seattle SuperSonics, dominating 
the boards in the final championship 
series even though the Washington 
Bullets eventually won the title. At the 
conclusion of those playoffs, Webster 
became a free agent. 

With Larry Fleisher, head of the 
NBA Players Association, 
representing him, Webster began 
listening to the offers. Ultimately, it 
came down to only two teams, the 
SuperSonics and the Knicks. Dollar- 
wise, their offers were comparable 
and that being the case, Webster had 
no difficulty making his decision. 

He would stay with Seattle. 

Fleisher informed the Sonics of 
Webster's decision and last Thursday 
morning he called Mike Burke, Presi- 
dent of the Knicks, and told him the 
same thing. 

But then something happened. 

The “understanding” Webster and 
Fleisher had, or thought they had, 
with the SuperSonics turned into a 
misunderstanding. 

None of the parties involved cared 
to be specific about what caused the 
breach between Webster and the 
Sonics. 

Fleisher turned back to the Knicks. 

He called Burke back Friday and 
told him something had happened in 
the negotiations with the Sonics that 
Webster did't like, 

“Is your offer still on the table?” 
Fleisher asked Burke, 


“Yes,” said Burke. 

Whereupon, Fleisher and the 
Knicks’ attorneys negotiated all last 
weekend and Webster finally signed 
with the New Yorkers Monday night. 

At Tuesday's news conference in 
Madison Square Garden, where 
Webster posed with Knicks’ Coach 
Willis Reed, he said he decided to sign 
with the Knicks because ‘‘they offered 
the truth.” 

The Sonics, Webster elaborated 
under questioning, had “‘reneged on a 
promise.” 

“My decision wasn't based on 
money at all, although I consider 
myself a good ballplayer and feel I 
should be paid that way,"’ he added. 

Among those present Tuesday were 
Sonny Werblin, president of Madison 
Square Garden; Knicks’ General 
Manager Eddie Donovan and Knick 


players Bob McAdoo, Spencer 
Haywood, Jim McMillian and Toby 
Knight. 


Werblin confirmed Webster would 
be the highest paid player on the team 


and said the Knicks had not yet decid- | 


ed on the terms of compensation to 
Seattle. If the two teams can't agree 
on those terms, Larry O'Brien, the 
NBA Commissioner, wiil have to step 
in and decide. 

“We asked the commissioner what 
he intended to do and he said he would 
decide after we signed Marvin,” 
Werblin said. ‘I imagine the commis- 
sioner will be fair. I don't think he will 
break up the Knickerbockers.”” 

Haywood, one of the Knicks’ 
forwards, looked absolutely delighted 
with the addition of Webster, and ad- 
mitted he was. 

“I've played nine pro seasons, but 
never with a center," he said. ‘'I 
mean a big center like Marvin. I need 
to be in a championship atmosphere 
and his coming here gives us that kind 
of atmosphere..”” 

When Webster graduated from 
Morgan State, the Atlanta Hawks had 
the NBA draft rights to him as well as 
to David Thompson. The Hawks 
didn't have the money to sign either 
one and gave the Knicks permission 
to talk with Webster.

BOSTON (UPI) — It had been more than three years 
since pitcher Dick Drago started a game. 

But the “Black Dragon” threw enough fire for six 
innings and rode the crest of a batting explosion Tuesday 
to lead the Boston Red Sox to a 10-5 romp over the er- 
rorplagued Seattle Mariners. It was Boston's fifth 
straight win and kept them 7!2 games up on second-place 
New York. 

Drago pitched six innings, allowing four runs and strik- 
ing out two before yielding to Tom Burgmeier, who not- 
ched his fourth save. 

He gave up single runs in the first, second and fifth and 
sixth to improve his record to 3-4. 

“It was hard to relax out there. I thought I would be 
able to handle it better but I ended up overthrowing and 
getting behind hitters,"’ Drago said. ‘The four runs in the 
first were a big help.” His last start was July 11, 1975 for 
Baltimore. 

Boston's four first-inning tallies off loser Byron 
McLaughlin, 2-5, came on a Jim Rice single, consecutive

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Farmers, state fairs 
have changed only a mite

ITLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Banners 
wave, band music battles calliope 
sounds fomamusement rides and car- 
nival barkers vy for attention at*food 
stands and games of skill 

It’s all the fever of a state fair 
where Mom, Dad and the kids exhibit 
their prized projects and look at new 
products 

Today's state fair resembles a 
county fair, only much larger. But 
both still retain the family at- 
mosphere that created fairs more 
than 100 years ago. 

When the crops were harvested, the 
farmer would reserve the best to take 
to the fair. His wife would pack her 
best canned pickles, bake her favorite 
cake and take her quilt to display 

A fair also was a place where new 
products developed. A couple of 
farmers discussing a problem with 
equipment got advice from a mer- 
chant and soon there was a new 
product. 

A couple of farmers, boasting of 
their tractors got a judge to decide 
whose tractor could pull weights far- 
ther 

A day at the fair was a family 
outing. So there had to be something 
for the children to do. Amusement 
rides were added. 

Then came the midway. And, of 
course, food stands. 

By and large, fairs today are 
basically what they were years ago 
when most of America lived in rural 
areas. 

With some changes: Early 
exhibitors were the farmer and his 
wife, while the kids came along for 
the fun. Today, while Mom and Dad 
still exhibit, the emphasis is on young 
exhibitors. 

The 125th Ohio State Fair, which 
just concluded its 13 day run, had 
some 63,000 items on display from 
more than 10,000 exhibitors. Some 2.5 
million people paid at the gate 


Youngsters from all over the state 
brought their farm and home 
economics-related projects. 

Tamie Rawn, 15, Canal Winchester, 
Ohio, has been showing livestock for 
six years, She and her two sisters 
were influenced by their brother 
Terry, now 20. 

“We exhibit for competition, the 
chance to meet new people and go lots 
of places,”’ said Tamie. 

“And for the sportsmanship,” said 
sister, Tricia, 13, ‘and challenge,” 
said sister, Tonya, 16. 

Many exhibitors do not stop when 
they outgrow junior fair, which ends 
when they graduate from high school 

Bob Rowe, 25, Gahanna, has been 
showing sheep for 15 years. Now he 
exhibits as a senior. 


“I got into exhibiting for 
competition,” he said. “It gets 
addictive.” 


While youngsters depend on the sale 
of their animals at the auction to 
cover expenses and put a little in the 
bank, Rowe and senior showmen use 
this as a way to get their name known 
in breeding circles. 

Exhibitors work on their projects 
throughout the fair. 

“You have to bathe, feed, water and 
bed down the animal,” said Deanna 
Hart of New Albany, whose steer took 
grand champion award at the 
Franklin County Fair, and was the 
first animal sold at the livestock auc- 
tion. 

Many times youngsters have slept 
on a bale of hay at close to their 
animal. Nowadays, most stay in dor- 
mitories on the grounds. 

The livestock auction comes near 
the end of the fair. 
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“First year members get 
emotionally attached to their 
animal,” said Cindi Grover, 20, of 
Washington Court House, reigning 
Lamb and Woo] Queen and a sheep ex- 
hibitor. ‘It's the first thing they had 
that is really theirs and they do cry.” 

Cindi remembers when she was 
younger and her sheep were sold. 

“I had the champion sheep for two 
years in a row. I had fed and weighed 
the sheep every day and walked them 
every night. When I realized it was 
my last market lamb at the county 
fair, it was kind of sad. It was like a 
good friend leaving. I cried.” 


Exhibitors look forward to the 
livestock auction, knowing the sale 
will attract top buyers and high 
prices. 

“Animals sold at the junior fair br- 
ing about 10 cents more than the cur- 
rent market price," said Brenda Esty 
of New Albany, who exhibited dairy 
cattle. “Buyers know the quality of 
the 4-H meat.” 

Miss Esty has shown dairy cattle 
for eight years. Her father showed 
dairy cattle and so did her brothers 
and sisters before her. Her two 
younger brothers are doing it, too. 

“I feel cattle is your biggest 
money-making project, but then 
we've never tried anything else,’’ she 
said. ‘‘You put down a couple hundred 
dollars for a steer. We raise our own 
grain for feed so that helps. And by 
the time it (the animal) is sold, you've 
made a couple of hundred dollars."’ 

Youngsters put the money away for 
college or to invest in more animals, 
or like Cindi, when she was 11, to pay 
off a loan she had gotten at the bank 
for her project the year before. 

She remembers getting that loan to 
buy her Dorset sheep. 

“My father co-signed for me. I was 
scared to death I wouldn't be able to 
pay it back. But that year I cleared 
enough to pay back the loan and put a 
little away, too."’ 


e Not all young exhibitors are from 
the farm. Some are from the city or 
suburbs. They, too, get into the act 
with their 4-H, home economics and 
school club displays, scout troops, 
even marching bands and choirs that 
perform at various places on the 360- 
acre grounds. 

Meanwhile, the women are just as 
busy with exhibits, displays and pro- 
jects. Fairs have seen an increase in 
the number of fine arts displays. 

Among displays in the Fine Arts 
area are quilts, afghans, knitted and 
crocheted items, canned and baked 
goods, sewing projects. 

“Exhibiting is a hobby with 
women,': said Carol Rings of 
Columbus, a home economist who 
judges fairs. ‘They like the com- 
petitiveness. They put their best ef- 
forts forth and want to see how it 
stacks up with someone else's." 

Rules for the various contests 
require the item be made by the ex- 
hibitor. But it may be made from a 
kit, such as an afghan, a sweater or a 
latch hook rug. And some entries are 
originals or modifications of patterns. 

Marjorie Obrist of Columbus, 
showed a crocheted pillow with 
gingerbread-color bottom and 
gingerbread lattice across the top to 
resemble a cherry pie. 

“It's a modification of a pattern 
from a book,” she said. “I wish it 
were an original." 

Then there was the latch hook rug 
proclaiming a high school basketball 
team had won the conference cham- 
pionship and the needlepoint pillow 
that told the story of a high school 
golfer.

Boyer charm made hima 
‘great lover’ of the screen 


Boyer's debonair 
manner and suave 
French accent captured 
the hearts of feminine 
moviegoers as he made 


screen love to 
Hollywood's most 
glamorous leading 


ladies, including Hedy 
Lamarr, Marlene 
Dietrich, Greta Garbo, 


Jean Harlow, Ingrid 
Bergman and Rita 
Hayworth. 


But Boyer was also a 
fine actor who won 
critical praise for stage 
and screen 
performances. 

He was active in 
television not only as an 
actor but as a successful 
executive. With Dick 
Powell, David Niven 
and Tom McDermott he 
formed ‘Four Star Pro- 
ductions," which 
became a top producer 
of network television 
shows. Boyer served as 
vice president in 
charges of finances. 

The role that firmly 
established Boyer as 
one of the screen's 
greatest matinee idols 
was in the 1938 movie 
‘Algiers,’ when he was 
widely quoted as 
whispering to Hedy 
Lamarr the famed line, 
“Come wiz me to ze 
Casbah." 

But Boyer denied he 
ever spoke the line 
which became 
synonymous with his 
name. 

“T never spoke that 
line in my life,” he once 
said. ‘‘Nor has anyone 
else to my knowledge 
except for people 
impersonating me.” 

Nor was he happy 
about his title as a great 
lover. 

“It is something I 
never earned nor 
wanted," he said. ‘I am 
not a lady-killer on 
screen nor off... the ma- 
jority of my roles have 


not been romantic 
ones.”” 

His personal life was 
quiet. He married 


English actress Pat 
Patterson in February, 
1934. Their son, 
Michael, was born Dec. 
9, 1943 and died in a 
tragic shooting accident 
in 1965. 

His best known films 
included “Gaslight” op- 
posite Ingrid Bergman 
and “Love Affair” with 


Irene Dunne. Greta 
Garbo was his co-star in 
“Conquest"’ while 


Marlene Dietrich joined 
him in the “Garden of 
Allah.”' His leading lady 
in ‘Tovarich’ was 
Caludette Colbert with 
whom he later co- 
starred in the Broadway 
hit “The Marriage 
Go-Round.” Some of his 
other movies were 
“Shanghai,” “Hold 
Back the Dawn” and 
“Tales of Manhattan.” 

Boyer was born in 
Figeac, France, on Aug. 
28, 1899, to Maurice 
Boyer, a farm 
machinery manufac- 
turer and dealer, and 
his wife. 

Boyer displayed a 
remarkable memory at 
an early age. When he 
was three, he could 
recite a long, com- 
plicated religious work.

that lower speeds do 
translate to fewer 
highway fatalities, The 
federal government 
plans to step up its 
demands on states to 
launch tougher speed 
compliance programs. 


Meanwhile, many 
tates are in- 
dependently 
discovering the value 
of tough enforcement. 
In the state of 
Maryland, where a 
vigorous enforcement 
program has been in 
effect since November 
1973, officials have 
found a link between 
the number of tickets 
issued and the number 
of highway deaths. 


From 1974 to 1977, 
Maryland — patrolmen 
| Increased the number 
of Speeding sum- 
|lonses issued from 
108,000 to 231,000. Dur- 
ing that same time, the 
state highway death 
|rate dropped from 822

| than 650.

TAYLORVILLE, — Ill. 
(UPI) — Late next month 
two fairly typical farms 
in central Tilinois’ 
Christian County will be 
jammed with people, 
livestock and exhibits. 

The Phil Deal and Jim 
Micenheimer farms three 
miles south of Taylorville 
are the site of the 26th an- 
nual Farm _ Progress 
Show. It is billed as one of 
the largest extravagan- 
zas of its kind 

“It will be an 
overgrown shopping 
center for farmers,” said 
show manager Scott 
McKinnie who works 
year round setting up the 
three-day affair. “The 
farmer can come and 
look at all new kinds of 
machinery, and unlike 
other shows, actually see 
them in operation.” 

Show planners expect 
200,000 to 300,000 farmers 
and others to attend the 
show sponsored by 
Prairie Farmer 
Magazine and scheduled 
for Sept. 26-28. 

About 1,200 acres of the 
adjoining Deal and 
Micenheimer farms 
which are relatively emp- 
ty now except for busy 
construction crews — will 
be devoted to a variety of 
demonstrations including 


special fertility and 
tillage operations, 
harvesting, chemicals, 


hybrid corn and sorghum 
seed varieties, soybean 
and alfalfa varieties, a 
modern cow-calf 
operation, an automated 
beeffeeding system, a 
women's home show and 
over 400 exhibits. 

The Farm Progress 
Show is held annually, 
but on a rotating basis 
among Iowa, Indiana and 
Illinois, Last year it was 
in Washington, lowa, 
under the sponsorship of 
Wallace's Farmer 


Prairie Farmer's sister 
publication and next 
year’s show will be in 
Crawfordsville, Ind. 

McKinnie, 27, an Iowa 
State University 
graduate, said nowhere 
else can a farmer see so 
many pieces of equip- 
ment together and actual- 
ly in operation plow- 
ing, planting, harvesting 
and applying fertilizer. 

Approximately 790 
acres of corn and 480 
acres of soybeans were 
planted last spring for 
harvesting during the 
show. Like most farmers 
in Illinois, the Farm Pro- 
gress Show suffered from 
a late spring and 
subsequent late planting 
and there is some ques- 
tion whether all the crops 
will be ready for harvest 
by the end of September, 
McKinnie said. 

But as on a real farm.a 
decision to harvest won't 
be made until the last 
minute and some im- 
mature corn may be 
chopped for forage and 
silage. McKinnie said. 


A decision to host the 
show is sometimes dif- 
ficult. for the host 
farmers, McKinnie said. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
feet and thousands of 
vehicles, over a period of 
three days, can pack 
farm land down as hard 
as concrete and make it 
almost worthless the 
following spring. 

But McKinne said 
Prairie Farmer 
Magazine promises to 
restore the land as near 
as possible to its former 
condition. Before leaving 
the site, the show spon- 
sors will chisel plow the 
exhibit about 17 inches 
deep at least twice. 

“You'd be amazed how 
much we can bring the 
land back,’ he said.

Mold on Begonis 
Begonias: Tuberous 


begonias and other types 
such as Reiger, get a 
white, snowy covering on 
the leaves. This is mildew 
and it's getting tougher to 
control with fungicides. 
For many years Benlate 
(trade name for 
Benomyl]) has been used 
to help control botrytis an 
or graymold. Now many 
strains of this fungus 
have been found to be im- 
mune to Benlate, allow- 
ing the fungus diseases to 
grow and become worse. 

Benlate mixed with 
sand, soil, peat and bark 
mixture has been shown 
to injure Swedish Ivy 
(Plectranthus). Avoid 
splashing water on 
foliage of plants, and give 
good air circulation, even 
if you have to install 
small fans 

Gloxinia notes: After 
yours finishes flowering, 
gradually reduce water 
to allow leaves to die 
back naturally. Store pot 
and all in a dry place in 
basement. In September 
watch for signs of 
sprouts, then bring to 
bright window and keep it 
watered regularly. Under 
greenhouse and home 
conditions, gloxinas can 
be made to bloom at 
almost any time. 

If your plant is still 
green, you can start new 
gloxinias from leaf cut- 
tings rooted in plain tap 
water, perlite, sand or 
peatmoss. 

Check your Plants: If 
you set out plants (trees 
or shrubs) this spring, 
We'd like to remind you 
to look them over to see if 
any metal wires, plastic 
labels, synthetic twine 
and plastic bags are still 
around the trunk or roots. 
If so, remove them im- 
mediately as they will kill 
the plant.

ITLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Banners 
wave, band music battles calliope 
sounds fomamusement rides and car- 
nival barkers vy for attention at food 
stands and games of skill. 

It's all the fever of a state fair 
where Mom, Dad and the kids exhibit 
their prized projects and look at new 
products. 

Today's state fair resembles a 
county fair, only much larger. But 
both still retain the family at- 
mosphere that created fairs more 
than 100 years ago. 

When the crops were harvested, the 
farmer would reserve the best to take 
to the fair. His wife would pack her 
best canned pickles, bake her favorite 
cake and take her quilt to display. 

A fair also was a place where new 
products developed. A couple of 
farmers discussing a problem with 
equipment got advice from a mer- 
chant and soon there was a new 
product. 

A couple of farmers, boasting of 
their tractors got a judge to decide 
whose tractor could pull weights far- 
ther. 

A day at the fair was a family 
outing. So there had to be something 
for the children to do. Amusement 
rides were added. 

Then came the midway. And, of 
course, food stands. 

By and large, fairs today are 
basically what they were years ago 
when most of America lived in rural 


wife, while the kids came along for 
the fun. Today, while Mom and Dad 
still exhibit, the emphasis is on young 
exhibitors. 

The 125th Ohio State Fair, which 
just concluded its 13 day run, had 
some 63,000 items on display from 
more than 10,000 exhibitors.

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How To Do Nothing on Labor Day 


Instead of Labor 
Day, call this 
Monday Leisure 
Day, and do only the 
things you don’t 
have to do.

Labor Day was proposed and first 
celebrated in 1882 at the sugges- 
tion of Peter McGuire, who chose 
the first Monday in September to 
insure pleasant weather and to 
create a nice break halfway 
between Independence Day and 
Thanksgiving. Traditionally 
marked by parades and speeches, 
the “Labor” aspect, the honoring 
of American industry which 
McGuire had in mind, has faded a 
bit. The day is now a family holi- 
day, with picnics and family 
reunions. 

For some, Labor Day is like New 
Year's Day: the summer is 
grinding to a leisurely close, school 
is about to open, and the autumn 
stretches ahead, Amusement parks 
and ice cream stands close down 
for the season, galleries and 
boutiques open up again, rest- 
aurants tend to change their hours. 
White shoes go back into the closet 
until next Memorial Day. Most of 
us celebrate Labor Day with a sigh 
and a promise. Next summer, sure, 
we'll do all those things we left 
undone this summer: the diet, the 
great books, the clean garage. 

But we won't do them today. 
Labor Day is a day of rest, a 
secular Sunday. And since it usual- 
ly falls on one of those lazy, hazy 
days of later summer when the heat 
and the humidity join hands and 
soar, it really is a great day to rest. 
Call it Leisure Day, and do only the 
things you don’t have to do. 


Sit Back 


One of the prerequisites for a life of 
leisure, if only for a day, is a com- 
fortable place to set a spell. That 
old standby, the hammock, has 
never gone out of fashion, although 
the vogue lately has been for 
macrame, rather than striped duck. 
One's center of gravity being 
what it is, one doesn’t so much lie 
or sit, in a hammock, as loll in it, 
and the position therefore pre- 
cludes any strenuous activity, 
making the hammock ideal for 
leisure. Reading and eating are 
about the limit of life in a ham- 
mock, and when engaged in those 
pursuits, it is important to keep the 
shoulders high cnough on the 
hammock so as to reduce wear and 
tear on the elbows. It is not a great 
idea to lie face down in a ham- 
mock, unless one's spine is con-

siderably more flexible than 
standard issue. 

Take care when setting up the 
hammock. Do not attach the guy- 
lines to anything even remotely 
portable. A hammock suspended 
between a lawn mower handle and 
an unlocked gate is not satisfac- 
tory for carefree lounging. Be sure 
to use stout rope. Do not use any- 
thing that may stretch or break, 
like an old bicycle inner tube or a 
nylon stocking. Swing your ham- 
mock well beyond the reach of any 
sprinkler system or Frisbee game. 

If all this sounds like too much 
trouble, consider lolling around in a 
pool. An inflatable kiddie-poo! is 
both cheap and portable, and its 
small size has the added advantage 
of discouraging you from doing 
laps, should you be victimized by a 
sudden frenzy of energy. It is also 
possible to read in a pool this size, 
without fear of drowning. Do not 
leave the pool too long upon the 
lawn, however. The grass beneath 
it will turn pale and unhealthy. Do 
not ait too long in the pool in the 
sun: you will turn red and 
unhappy. 

Should you be blessed with a 
front porch, what could be more 
traditional and comfortable than 
the old rocking-chair-on-the-porch 
routine? There are no particular 
rules for positioning a rocking chair 
— just don't put it too near a flight 
of stairs or the tail of a family pet. 
Settle down for a good rock, with a 
pitcher of lemonade or martinis, 
and watch the world go by. 





Relax 


Now that you're comfortable, 
consider three kinds of summer 
reading. First, there’s personal 
reading for pleasure. This means 
losing yourself in a book just for 
the joy of it, not racing to get 
through it, or reading something 
because you think you should, or 
because somebody else thinks you 
should. Take time to let the images 
float up off the page: this time, you 


don't have to read to get informa- 
tion, you don't have to write a book 
report. Try sitting down with a 
nice murder — there are enough 
Agatha Christies to last you, one 
each Labor Day, a reading life- 
time. They're not all first-rate, but 
they are diverting, and full of local 
color. 

For family-style reading aloud, 
you have to know your audience. 
Too much complexity of plot or 
character won't make it from night 
to night. It is probably a waste of 
breath to read from Swann's Way 
to a nine-year-old. Conan Doyle's 
Adventures of Sherlock Holmes, 
however, are perfect. Most of the 
stories are short, self-contained, 
and absorbing. 

Smaller fry may not be able to sit 
still for a whole session of Holmes 
and his Watson. For them, a 
picture book fills the bill. Robert 
McCloskey's Make Way For Duch- 
Jings is a tradition in more than one 
family, and more recently, Maurice 
Sendak's illustrated fantasies are 
already classics. 

When you tire of reading aloud, 
or your voice gives out and you are 
still in a literary frame of mind, 
leave the reading to WGBH radio, 
89.7 FM, where they read aloud on 
weekday evenings. For more 
listening, there's music. Labor Day 
weekend is not the greatest time to 
go for a spin, but if you are out and 
about, you may be able to take in 
one of the most traditionally 
American forms of holiday enter- 
tainment: the bandshell concert. All 
MDC concerts scheduled are in 
bandstands by the water, be it 
ocean or river, and so provide a 
two-fold refreshment. By the 
beaches, in particular, the band- 
stands are lovely, gilded pleasure- 
domes a la Kublai Khan. 

September 1, the US Army Band 
and Chorus, and the Herald 
Trumpets, play in the Hatch Shell, 
on the Charles River Esplanade in 
Boston at 8:30 pm. At the same 
hour on the 3rd, the Boston 
Musicians Union strikes up with 





the big-band music. The bandshell 
on Nastasket Beach promises 
Johnny Shea and his orchestra, 
from 2 to 4 pm on September 1, 
and Bernie King holds forth from 
1:30 to 6 pm; another concert, at 
the same time, takes place on the 
next day. Revere Beach's band- 
stand houses Dave Forman, 
September 4 from 2 to 4 pm. And 
in Nahant, the shell by the beach 
fills with music September 3 and 4, 
from 2 to 4 pm each day. 

An inland musical spot, on 
September 3, is the common across 
from St. Stephen's Church, on 
South Main Street in Cohasset 
Center. While you stroll the 
common, the sounds of the 
church's carillon are in the air from 
4to 5 pm. The program is yet to be 
announced, but in the past, every- 
thing from ragtime to Bach has 
emanated from the steeple. 


And Enjoy 
Yourself 


Are games passé? Do families still 
settle down after supper for a good 
nasty game of Monopoly or cut- 
throat Scrabble? Did parlor games 
go the way of the parlor? Revive a 
quick game of Charades, as demon- 
strated in the Map. Be sure every- 
one has the signals down pat before 
you start, and remember that short, 
one-line charades can be a lot 
trickier than long titles that only 
look tough. If has stumped the 
pros; One Flew Over The Cuckoo's 
Nest is a snap to act out. 

One of the greatest guessing 
games, if you've got an acquies- 
cent crowd, is Betticelli. It can be 
played for hours, or days, with any 
number of players, with any kind of 
knowledge, from modern art to 
league leaders to soap opera. Player 
A thinks of a famous name, living 
or dead, of fact or fiction. Let's say 
Player A chooses Millard Fillmore. 
He gives the other players the first 
letter of the last name, F, which is 
then the key initial for the game. 


The other players win the right to a 
yes or no answer by stumping 
Player A. To stump, Player B may 
ask a question like, “Are you an 
American patriot?” If Player A has 
his wits about him, he will eay, 
“No, I’m not Benjamin Franklin.” 
If Player A cannot think of an 
American patriot whose surname 
begins with an F, Player B has 
stumped, and can ask a yes or no 
question like “Are you alive?”, to 
narrow the field. All the stump 
questions must refer to famous 
people who have the key-initial. 
Great glory accrues to the player 
who, when It, out-guesses the 
stump questions, and has chosen s 
name, that, though famous, is hard 
to guess.

A1935 study by F, Lundberg, et 
al., indicated that the average 
American spent 108 leisure minutes 
per day eating.

So, on Leisure Day, try a lei- 
surely meal. Consider a picnic. It is 
easy to eat slowly and medita- 
tively in the great outdoors, with 
scenery to look at, birds to listen to, 
ants to pick out of the peanut 
butter. A picnic doesn't have to be 
a big deal. In fact, like everything 
else on Labor Day, it shouldn't be. 
It is not restful if someone, usually 
Old Mom, rises at dawn to make 
two gallona of potato salad. Try 
cold cuts and ready boughte: a loaf 
of bread, a jug of wine, an instant 
picnic. Fill in around the edges 
with cheese, fruit, and sausages. 
Do not forget your pocket knife 
with the corkscrew attachment.

Burmese Days, by George Orwell 


You won't need to tread the road 
all the way to Mandalay to savor 
the exotic and fiery cuisine of 
Burma. Right around the comer 
from Boston's Symphony Hall lies 
North America’s first and maybe 
only Burmese restaurant. Called 
Mandalay, it attracts Northeast- 
em students, concert-goere, and 
devotees of spicy curries. It's inex- 
pensive, unpretentious, and very, 
very good. 

The restaurant's owners, the 
Chins, came from Rangoon three

Mandalay’s Combination Platter 
provides an excellent introduction 
to Burmese appetizers.

Nino Manfredi, in Bread and Chocolate. 











Written and directed by Franco 
Brusati, Bread and Chocolate has 
played in Europe for several years 
before its release here, and played 
successfully, too, if one may judge 
from the self-congratulatory 
accolades which fill the screen 
before the opening credits. Nino 
Manfredi plays Nino Garafoli, 
introduced as a sort of vulgar klutz, 
a misfit in his purple shirt and per. 
fectly awful tie. Nino is an Italian 
worker who, like so many of his 
compatriots, has left behind the 
land of sun and song to find his 
fortune in Switzerland. The dream 
of all these workers is to make 


enough money to import their 
wives and children, or to return 
home as heroes. Some live for their 
dream, some live on it, some lose 
track of reality altogether. The 
theme of nostalgia, the real ache for 
the homeland, is diluted with slap- 
stick and satire. Mafredi has a few 
moments of quiet desperation: he 
can’t seem to decide whether to be 
Mastroianni or Chaplin. He doesn't 
break our hearts, but he’s a likeable 
guy in a likeable movie. Bread and 
Chocolate is sweet and filling and 
not, ultimately, very nourishing.
